Its declaration, which is signed 
by Premier Lvoff and all the other Min- 
isters, reads:

ity, and fraternity, beneath the stand- 
ards by which the great Russian revo- 
lution came to birth.

ROME, May 19.—The Italians yester- 
day reached the crests of Hill 652, on 
the Vodice, says today’s official state- 
ment. These positions are the key to 
the Austrian defenses north of Monte 
Santo. The announcement follows: 


Surprise attacks during the night 
ron our positions on the heights of 
Hill 502, on Monte Vodice, were re- 
pulsed. Yesterday morning our troops 
opened a vigorous attack, with the ob- 
ject of capturing the heights of Hill 
652, on Monte Vodice, the .key to the 
enemy’s defenses north of Monte n 
to. The stubborn resistance of the 
enemy, supported by numerous bat- 
teries of all calibres, which kept up 
continous fire from the rear, rendered 
the action long.and severe. Advanc- 
ing from rock to rock, expelling the 
enemy from trench and cavern, de- 
stroying his machine guns, our infan- 
try by evening succeeded in reaching 
the crest of tne long-contested heights 
and maintaining the position against 
the concentrated fire of enemy bat- 
teries. We captured 379. men, includ- 
ing 16 officers. : 
With the capture of the ridge be- 
tween Monte Cuceo (Kuk) and Monte 
-Vodice,- the task of diverting the 
_enemy’s attention, which was assigned 
te the: troops, in ‘the sector. between: 
Bodez and Loga, was completed, and 
they withdréw to the right bank of the 
Isunzo without molestation from she 

enemy. 

In the region east of Gorizia we 
maintained all: dur posittons against 
persistent enemy attacks, which were 
particularly violent soutn of Grazigna 
and on the halghte of Hill 174, south of 
Tivoli.

Austrians Minimize Italian Gains. . 

VIENNA;“iay 19, (via London.)—The 
official communication issued today 
from. the Austro-Hungarian General 
Headquarters reads: 


Yesterday, the seventh day of the 
tenth Isonzo battle, again was full of 
fierce fighting. Southwest of Auzza, 
the Italians, who had gained a foot- 
ing here on the left bank of the Isonzo, 
fruitlessly attempted to extend their 
position.

It will accompany the first 
expeditionary force of the regular army,, 
consisting of a division of approximately 
25,000 men, to be sent to France at an 
early date under ‘command -of Major 
Gen. John J. Pershing.

Admiral Usher to Establish a 
Training Camp for the 
Reserves. 


MORE VESSELS ARE NEEDED 


Craft for Inshore Work and Larger 
Ships for Sea Duty as 
Convoys. 


Rear Admiral Nathaniel R. Usher, 
U. 8. N., commanding the Third United 
States Naval District; which embraces 
the coast territory between New London 
and Barnegat, is expected to announce 
in the next few days the organization 
of a great naval training camp near New 
York, to which will be ordered the men 
who have been enrolled in the United 
States Naval Reserve since war was de- 
clared on Germany. <A four weeks’ 
course of intensive naval training has 
been mapped out, and it is the hope and 
belief of the naval authorities that by 
July 1 the navy. will have been rein- 
forced by at least 5,000 men, who will be 
ready to perform valuable service as of- 
ficers'and seamen on vessels of the sub- 
marine chasing, mine-laying, and patrol 
fleets. The course as mapped out calls 
for working days of from eleven to 
twelve hours of training and study. 

A statement issued from the headquar- 
ters of the Reserve, 26 Cortlandt Street, 
points out that the defense of this dis- 
trict will require at least 500 vessels of 
various types, and that to man, them a 
minimum of 10,000 capable men’ will be 
needed. 

Various types of craft will be re- 
such as small motor boats to 
operate close inshore, and larger ones 
for outside. Sea-going yachts will be 
called upon to work still further off- 
shore, and beyond their line of operation 
may still be another line of detense com- 
posed of larger vessels delegated to act 
as convoys for incoming shipping. In 
addition to this work there will be the 
duties involved by service on the mine 
laying. mine sweeping, and the vessels 
engaged in piloting merchant and other 
craft through mine fields. 

The men who will be required-are to 
serve as gunner’s mates,» boatswain’s 
mates, quartermasters, seamen, ordi- 
nary seamen, engineers, electricians, 
machinists, riggers, blacksmiths, boiler- 

makers fitters, coppersmiths, 
riveters, ‘ship carpenters, firemen, . coal 
passers, cooks, stewards, radio operators, 
signalmen, and numerous others for such 
offshore duty as may be performed by 
civilians, thus releasing the regular navy 
ana other classes of reserves for line 
duties afloat. 

In regard to the manning of the small 
craft for inshore work the statement 
Issued by the Reserve Headquarters 
reads: 

For a patrol boat 40 feet in length there 
will be required one Ensign, one Quarter- 
master, one engineer, and four seamen, 
Two members of that unit must be experi- 
enced to some extent; they are the Dnsign 
and. the engineer. Unless you have an en- 

gineer who can handle your engines prop- 
erly you might just as well anchor your 
patrol boat and stay there. The Ensign 
has to be familiar with coastwise naviga- 
tion, know how to read charts, how to fix 
cross bearings, &c. He should not have 
gotten his knowledge*out of books entirely, 
but by kicking around on boats, in other 
words, he should be a yach an, a good 
fisherman, or something like that; but so 
far as the other men in the unit are con- 
cerned, they need have had no previous ex- 
perience, If we only enrolléd as Quarter- 
masters in this Naval Reserve men who 
know how to signal, we would have very 
few Quartermasters.

PLATTSBURG STUDENTS 


GET FIRST REAL REST 


Off Duty from Noon Yesterday 
‘Until This Afternoon—Visit Ho- 
tels and Moving Picture Shows.

PLATTSBURG; N. Y., May 19.—The 
Federal Reserve students are enjoying 
the first consecutive hours ef rest they 
have had since they began their work 
last Tuesday. From noon today until 
retreat tomorrow afternoon their time is 
their own. Hotel dining rooms have 
been crowded with long lines of khaki- 
clad men waiting their turn at the 
doors. 
here at this season of the year Platts- 
burg is taking on a Summer appearance. 
Wives and mothers of the students are 
at the hotels or have taken apartments 
in private houses. Tonight the motion 
Picture houses are packed with. stu- 
dents. 

In place of the usual drill this morn- 
inb, the training regiments assembled 
on the parade ground for talks from 
their regimental commanders. They were 
told that they were first to be made 
teachers, then leaders, and that they 
must not only learn military science but 
how it is taught. . 

Major E. T. Collins, commander of 
the New York Regiment, told the stu- 
dents that it was the custom in military 
service never to praise good work, inas- 
much as it is expected and speaks for 
itself. He said that the students’ show- 
ing had been so good that he was dis- 
posed to overlook this custom and com- 
mend them for their excellent spirit. 

In accordance with the policy of the 
camp to train men to train others, stu- 
dents receive assignments as squad 
leaders in rotation. Every eighth day 
the same man acts as Corporal. Orders 
have been posted on company bulletin 
boards to the effect that company in- 
structors shall be relieved of adminis- 
trative work by the reserve officers. 
In the absence of an instructor from 
company exercises designated reserve 
officers take charge of the company. 


They receive temporary assignments to 
assume command at reveille and mess 
formations and company roll calls. 
The necessary company papers, such 
as morning reports and rosters, are 
made out by reserve officers under the 
instructors’ supervision. The aim is to 
give every man opportunity to demon- 
strate his ability to exercise command. 
Instructors have ordered men out of the 
ranks without warning to take charge of 
company drill. To the credit of the 
students, they have obeyed the orders 
of the few men who show hesitancy or 
give the wrong commands,.as faithfully 
as the commands ‘of the instructor. 
The anti-typhoid innoculation was, be- 
gun today at the camp, and will con- 
tinue the next three weeks, until all 
students have received the treatment.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—In .a state- 
ment issued through the Committee on 
Public Information tonight, Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, who is a member 
of the Advisory Commission of the 
Council of National Defense, declared 
that labor should be represented on 
every board, national, State or local, 
which had to do with the administra- 
tion and operation of the army draft 
law. - 

Asserting that the wage-earners will 
be vitally affected by seléctive conscrip- 
tion and should have representatives 
‘*in such strategic positions,’’ Mr. Gom- 
pers says it is imperatively necessary 
that some plan be worked out to pre- 
vent the drafting of those men for mili- 
tary service who are ‘absolutely in- 
dispensable to the production of muni- 
tions of war and things necessary to | 


maintain the civilian population.” 

The statement follows: 

“The passage of the selective con- 
scription law makes it imperatively nec- 
essary that we work out some plan 
whereby we can prevent those men 
being drafted into military service who 
are absolutely indispensable to the pro- 
duction of munitions of war and th ngs 
necessary to maintain the ci — Be. 
ulation. In connection with 
lem the experience of Great Britain’ is. of 
greatest importance. 

“ With.the beginning of the war the 
men were rushed to the front regard- 
less of whether they were necessary 
in munitions production, and when the 
army was in the trenches it was found 


that there was needless loss of life! co 


because thé men. were not sufficiently 
supplied with arms of defense and 
offense. The needless loss of thou- 
sands of men brought Great Britain to 


the realization of the fact that the men| lf 


in munitions factories were just as es- 
sential as the men on the firing line. 
Then began the 
filtering out of the army the skilled 
mechanics to do the munitions work. 
All of this story was vividly and elo- 
quently told to the Committee on La-} 
bor by the two representatives of the 
British labor movement sent by Lloyd 
George. 

“In 1915 Great Britain enacted a 
munitions law by which those engaged 
in munitions production were exempt 
from military service. Certain trades 
were selected as indispensable, and the 
men employed in these establishments 
were classified as-in the industrial serv- 
ice. In order to distinguish those who 
were engaged in this munitions work the 
Minister of Munitions was given au- 
thority to issue war service badges to 
such L pereous. in accordance with rules. 

e rules forbade the wearing of 
such badges by any persons except those 
engaged in munitions work or work for 
war purposes. However, the _ British 
labor representatives«told us that the 
wearing of the industrial service badge 
had not been made compulsory and had 
by unfortunate circumstances often 
fallen into disrepute. They suggested 
that it would be advisable to make the 
wearing of the badge compulsory and to 
make it always an honorable distinc- 
tion. 

‘““-When the question of the exemption 
of individuals in a particular’ trade 
arises, @ue to the change in the work- 
ing ararngements in the establishment, 
the last person employed is the one to 
be released for” military service. This 
simple regulation has prevented what 
otherwise might work a great hardship 
upon the labor crearaietinne. for all 
workers are familiar with the ingenuity 
with which employers can find reasons 
for discharging those who are active in 
the labor movement. If there were no 
such provision, all ‘ undesirable’ labor 
leaders would be at once drafted into 
the military service. 

“ Another feature of exemptions in 
Great Britain is important. full- 
time labor officials have ‘been exempt. 
This provision is based upon the recog- 
nition which the. British Government 
gives to the importance of maintaining 
the work of the organized labor move- 
ment, and thus enabling it to perform 
its function as an essential element in 

ere for production. Practi- 
cally all war agreements affecting wage- 
earners in Great Britain have been the 
result of conferences between the repre- 
sentatives of trades unions and the Gov- 
ernment. There has been a spirit of co- 
operation that has made it possible for 
them to work out problems developing 
in war production.

MECKLENBURG DUCHIES 
TOMEND CONSTITUTIONS 


Grand Dukes Consent to Radical 
Revision Because of the Pop- 
alar Dissatisfaction. 


SCHWERIN, Germany, May 19, (via 
Amsterdam to London, Sunday, May 
20.)—The Grand Dukes of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin and Mecklenburg - Strelitz, 
through their respective -ministries, an- 
nounce their consent to far-reaching re- 


vision of the constitutions of both 
Grand Duchies. 

The move is looked upon in the two 
Grand Duchies with popular favor be- 
cause of the continued dissatisfaction 
over-the present antiquated charters. 

The Grand Duchies of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin and Mecklenburg-Strelitz are 
located along the Baltic Sea. They have 
a combined area of about 6,000 square 
miles and in combined population of 
about 800,000. They were erected into 
Grand Duchies in 1815. 


7,000,000 KILLED IN WAR. 


Henderson Estimates Total Casual- 
ties Exceed England’s Population. 


LONDON, May 19.—The number of 
men killed in the war thus far was 
‘estimated at, 7,000,000 by Arthur Hen- 
dergon, member of. the. War Council; in 
an address today at Richmond, He 
estimated the total casualties of the war 
to be in excess of the population of 
the United. Kingdom. (The population 
of the United Kingdom,, arousing to 
the census of 1911, was 45,370,530.) 

Mr. Henderson said that. after néarly 
three years of military effort which was 
unprecedented there was no immediate 
prospect of cessation of hostilities. The 
severe character of the war and its 
prolongation tempted some persons to 
ask why peace should not be attempted 
by-other means. He would tell them, he 
said, it was because the challenge 
thrown down by Germany in 1914 st i 
held good.

CONTRACTS ARE APPROVED 





Jransit Development Company WiIl 
* Provide Current for Use on 
Brooklyn Lines. 





The .Public- Service Commission has‘ 
@pproved an agreement between the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company and 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit system by 
which the Interborough will supply the 
power for the new subway lines to be 
Operated by the B. R. T. in Manhattan. 
The commission has also approved an 
agreement by which the Transit Devel- 
opment Company will supply current for 
the B. R. T. line in Brooklyn. The 

ments will run for ten years, be- 
ng about Dec. 1, 1917. - 

The agreement, between the Interbor- 
ough and the B. R. T. points out that 
the Interborough has capacity for pro- 
ducing power far beyond its present 
needs, and is therefore in a position to 
supply power for the new B. R. T. lines 
at a reasonable price. The Interbor- 
ough will supply the current for propul- 
sion of trains and for lights and signals 
in the Broadway, Canal Street, and 
Nassau Street subways, the Centre 
Street loop, the Fifty-ninth and Sixtieth 
Streets subway, and the Fourteenth 
Street eastern lines. 

The Rapid Transit act provides that, 
with the consent of the commission, the 
' dual subway contracts may be amended 
to suspend the construction of power 
houses by the contracting companies for 

periods,.if the power can be ob- 
tained elsewhere., It is under a clause 
to this effect in Contract 4 with the 
New York Municipal Railway Corpora- 
tion (B. R. T.) that the agreements 
were made. © 

Under the agreements the Interborough 
will begin to supply current on Dec. 1 
@s needed. The supply of current will 
cease at the middle of the East River, 
except for the Sixtieth Street line. Pow- 
er for the Queens lines, to be operated 

the B. R. T., will also be furnished 
by the Interborough but under'a sep- 
arate contract, it was said yesterday. 

For the direct current to be used for 
the propulsion of trains, the Brooklyn 
company will pay at the rate of 4 
mills a kilowatt hour delivered at the 
Interborough sub-stations. The alternat- 
eon Surrent for lighting and signals is 
to supplied at 7 mills a kilowatt hour. 
In addition the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company agrees to pay 23 per cent. of 
the cost of installing certain additional 
equipment which the Interborough will 
med in its new task. It is estimated 
that by the end of the ten-year period 
the requirements of the B. R. T. from 
the Interborough will be 118,800,000 kilo- 
watt hours. 


MORE YACHTS FOR RESERVE. 


Three Added to Naval Fleet——Gifts 

a ‘Now Total $1,000,000. 

Three yachts of the aggregate value 
of $30,500 have ‘been added to the New 
York Naval Reserve fleet, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by G. W. Ford of 





Street, who has assisted many yachts- 
men to find vessels for this branch of 
the Federal dervice. These three boats 
are the gifts of R. B. McEwan of 
Orange, and his brother, R. W. Mc- 
Ewan of Whippany, N. J., and their 
cousin, C. M. Ward. 

“The published reports to the effect 
that yachtsmen were not aiding the 
Federal service are doing an injustice 
to the patriotism of the owners of 
pleasure craft,’’ said Mr. Ford. The 
facts show that the yachtsmen are ac- 
tually doing more for the Government 
at this time than any other single body 
of men. This is particularly true: of 
the New York yacht owners and. ol 
eastern yachtsmen entealty. 

‘*Accordi to the Yacht Register 
there are 2, boats. of the first class 
in the country, and fully one-half. of 
these have been placed in the Federal 
service. Mention of few of the prin- 
cipal . vessels donated by the owners 
will indicate how much has been done. 
They include Vincent Astor’s steam 
ach, the Noma; John_Borden’s, the 

anawha, which cost $125,000 the Gem, 
owned by William Zieglet, Jr., and_of 
similar value; W..K. Vanderbilt's, Jr., 
the Tarantula, and Harold Vanderbilt's 


yacht. 

‘‘Howard Spencer of Asheville, N. C., 
recently bought the .yacht_owned by 
Walter Lyon of the New York Stock 
Exchange, for presentation to the 
Naval Reserve here, but he was told 
that no more .boats were wanted in 
this district—the third—and_he sent_the 
vessel to the Fifth Naval Reserve Dis- 
trict, at Norfolk, Va. 

“I am told that J. P. Morgan has 
offered his large steam yacht the Cor- 
sair. Augyst Belmont has given. the 
Scout, ‘which is now being prepared for 
service at Glen Cove, L. I. George 
Baker, Jr. bought a larger and more 
modern and costly yacht than the one 
he has used several years, constructed 
cevedally for the service of the Naval 

eet.’ 


Mr. ‘Ford said the estimated total 
value of the yachts given free to the 
Government service amounted to more 
than $1,000,000. 


INVENTS FISHING MACHINE. 


N. A. Lybeck Says It Will Catch 
Thirty Tons an Hour. 


N. A. Lypeck of 309 Broadway says 
he has constructed a fishing machine 
that will prove a great benefit to the 


public in keeping up an ample supply 
of sea food at moderate cost. 

The invention is capable of removing, 
Mr. ‘Lybeck says, all the fish from 92,- 
000,000 square feet of water per minute 
by a combination of his new fishbone 
netting, searchlight, scoop, conveyor 
and speeder. Allowing 1,000 pounds of 
fish to every 92,000,000 ‘square feet of 
water, the-inventor asserts that he will 
catch 30 tons an hour, or 300 tons of 
fish: in a ten-hour night’s -work by 
steady running. .

COURT STATISTICS FOR 1916. 


New York County Judges Dispose 
of 9}972 Cases. 


The judicial statistics of the work 
done by the Supreme Court in New. York 
County in 1916, just made public, show 
that 9,972 cases were disposed of, 84 per 
cent, being tried and the others: settled 
or discontinued. In 47 per cent. of the 
cases verdicts were returned for the 
plaintiffs, and in 43 per cent. the ver- 
dicts were for the defendant or the 
cases were dismissed. In 10 per cent. 
of the cases there were mistrials and 
disagreements. : 

The sum of the verdicts returned for 
plaintiffs by juries was $2,710,087, and 
verdicts aggregating $5,379,654 were di- 
rected for the plaintiffs. Inquests for 
laintiffs, in which there was_no de- 
ense, aggregated $822,652. Verdicts for 
$40,143 were directed for defendants on 
counterclaims, makinug the total judg- 
ments $8,952,536. The court sat 2,650 
days, 16,899 witnesses were exarhined, 
and 780 hours’ were consumed in empan- 
eling juries. 

The report of the Assignment. Bureau 
of the Supreme Court in New York 
County showed 175 schedules of creditors 
and inventories of assigned estates filed, 
aggregating total liabilities of $1,154,- 
25, and nominal assets of $1,067,845. 
The actual assets of assigned estates 
were $482,037. ’ 

Concerning matrimonial.actions the re- 
port shows that 287 defended actions 
were tried, resulting as follows: Judg- 
ment for plaintiff man, 48; judgment 
for plaintiff woman, 126; judgment for 
defendant man, 24, and judgment for 
defendant woman, 21. In the remain- 
ing cases judgments were not entered. 
The judges heard 798 undefended cases, 
and gave judgment for the, plaintiff 
man in 168 cases, for the plaintiff wo- 
man in 439 cases, and dismissed seven 
cases against men and four against 
women. There were 204 minor children 
involved in all the cases, , 

The cases heard by referees numbered 
eighteen, six of which resulted in judg- 
ments for men plaintiffs and twelve for 
women plaintiffs. The defended divorce 
cases numbered 122, and-the undefended 
516. There were twenty-six defended 
and 78 undefended annulments, and 71 
ee and 24 undefended separation 
suits. 

The report of Special Term Part 2, in 
which ex parte matters are _ heard, 
shows 3,147 insanity commitments 
signed. The number of naturalization 
cases sent to the court from County 
Clerk Schneider’s bureau in the Hall of 
Records was 11.478, of which 7,609 were 
granted, 643 denied, and 3,136 adjourned. 

As to the work of the Appellate Di- 
vision the report shows that the court 
affirmed 793 cases from the lower court 
and reversed 437, while in 13 cases the 
judgments were modified. Sixteen at- 
torneys were disbarred, five suspended, 
seven censured, and the conduct of two 
disapproved. In eight cases the pro- 
ceedings were dismissed. Seven attor- 
neys were reinstated.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—-There will 
be no official announcement of subscrip- 
tions to the Liberty Loan until the sub- 
scription books close June 15. No of- 
ficial statement of the amount sub- 
scribed at any period prior to that date 
will be made public by the Treasury 
Department, and officials will exert 
themselves to see that no accurate unof- 
ficial estimates are obtainable.

nounced frorfi time to tirfre, and Treas- 
ury ‘officials will have accurate infor- 
mation, virtually from day to day, from 
the Federal Reserve Banks and other 
agencies, after the campaign is in full 
swing, as to the total subscriptions in 
hand. ;

MAY KEEP ITS STEAMERS. 


Commerce Commission Grants Au- 
thority to the Southern Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The South- 
ern Pacific Railway was authorized to- 
day by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to continue in possession’ and 
operation of its fleet of merchant steam- 
ers plying between New York, New 
Orleans, and Galveston. 

The railroad applied for such authority 
more than two years ago. Under the 


Panama Canal act the railroad would 
bave had to Ciepose of its vessels unless 
\it could show that 'their possession and 
operation did not exclude, prevent, nor 
reduce compeétition by water routes or 
was not in restraint of trade or against 
the public interest. . 

The commission handed down a tenta- 
tive report Jan. 24, finding that the 
road’s operation of the fleet was not 
against the public interest nor in re- 
straint of trade, but that certain prac- 
tlees were objectionable. In today’s or- 
der it is set forth that these practices 
have been corrected.

Extraordinary Powers Granted 
Him, and He Is Believed to be 


Seeking Loan in America.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—The text of 
the act of the Mexican Congress grant- 
ing President Carranza almost unlimited 
powers itn arranging for the rehabijlita- 
tion of Mexico’s finances was received 
by cable today. It follows: 

Article 1. The President of the Repub- 
lic is hereby granted extraordinary powers 
in financial matters, while the Congress of 
the Union enacts the laws which must 
govern in the future the working of the 
Federal public Treasury. ’ 
‘Artigle 2. The Executive of the Union 
Shall, render un account to Congress of 
the se made of the extraordinary powers 
granted hereby. 

Itis believed that General Carranza, 
through agents in this country, is feel- 
ing out the money market with a view 
to obtaining money in America, but 
Mexico is determined not to pay an ex- 
orbitant interest on any loan, as the

today from 9 A. M. to 5 P. M. 
It is estimated that there are about 
20,000 Germans in the Southern District 
of New York who come under the pro- 
visions of the Federal regulation pre- 
scribing barred zones for ofie-half mile 
in all directions from any Federal or 
State arsenal or armory, aviation sta- 
tion, munition factory, &c., and addi- 
tional help will have to be found if the 


applications of all those concerned are 
filed and investigated by June 1, when 
the regulation becomes operative. The 


‘hands of Secret Service agents, and to 
date it is said they have reported ad- 
versely in the cases of about 100 appli- 
cants. 
Several of the Germans who applied 
esterday for permits ‘said their land- 
ords were reluctant to allow them to 
remain as tenants in buildings. within 
the barred zones. Some said they had 
gone to other neighborhoods looking for 
|; apartments, and when the Jandlords 
i found out they were enemy aliens they 
were informed there were no vacancies. 
On’Long Island the authorities an- 
nounced three new barred zones. One 
has its centre in the Nicholas Copper 
Works, in the Laurel Hill section of 
Brooklyn: the armory of Company I of 
the Tenth Infantry, in Flushing, is the 
centre of another, while the centre of 
the third is the Greenport Shipyards, 
‘where several Government contracts 
are being executed. It was. also su- 
mored in Brooklyn that the Govern- 
iment might reopen the wireless station 
at Sea Gate, which was seized at the 
outbreak of war.

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ONE COMMON PURPOSE. 

With all deference to Mr. RoosrvELtT, 
who in his most stirring mood is still a 
commanding figure in the national 
foreground, it must be said that the 
President has disposed of his proposal 
te form an expeditionary military 
force, apart from the general army 
gcheme of the Government, in the 
most reasonable way. Our military 
eperations must be kept in charge of 
military men. The General Staff of 
the War Department and other expe- 
-wienced soldiers who are advisers of 
the President have strongly . opposed 
the recognition of a separate volunteer 
force at this time because it would in- 
evitably interfere with the develop- 
ment of the plans for the formation of 
@ great army. Those plans involve a 
‘‘padical departure from our traditions.

A 40-FOOT HELL GATE CHANNEL. 

In letters printed yesterday the Sec- 
retary of the Navy and the Secretary 
of War urge upon the Chairman of the 
House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors that the River and Harbor 
bill be amended so as to provide for 
the immediate deepening to forty feet 
of the ship channel through Hell Gate. 
That bill secures a forty-foot channel 
to the navy yard by the main ship 
channel. For the Hell Gate route, @ 
depth of only thirty-five feet is speci- 
fied. 

This was a concession to an econ- 
omy now perilous in the extreme, 
The ultimate deepening

now be postponed. The channel needs 
to be straightened and widened also, 
so as to avoid currents and eddies of 
the tide and to permit the passage of 
great ships.

be cut off from the navy yard. Imag- 
ine the Panaina Canal with one end 
blocked. That would be the situation. 
Mr. DANIELSs puts the case with ab- 
solute convincingness: 

A forty-foot depth of channel lead- 
ing in to the navy yard from the south 
and an equal depth through Hell Gate 
would practically double the strength 
of our_fieet if concentrated in jLong 
Island Sound, for the reason that the 
exits at Ambrose Channel and Mon- 
tauk Point are so’ far: apart that it 
would take ‘double the ‘fofee to con- 
tain our fleét in these ‘waters in order 
to guard the outlets at both of these 
points, to prevent the, égress of our 
fleet. 

A deep channel through each en- 
trance is desired in order to permit of 
the passage of vessels at all stages 
of the tidé and without undue risk to 
the large and very expensive battle- 
ships of the near future, and also to 
permit the passage of these vessels 
through eithér entrance after having 
been injured in an engagement off the 
coast in the immediate vicinity. 

It is a national emergency, a clear 
national and naval necessity, that de- 
mands forty feet in the Hell Gate 
channel. Congress*has sometimes been 
averse to appropriations for New York 
Harbor. .This is no loca] “ improve- 
ment.” It is not primarily commer- 
cial. The matt channel is sufficient 
for the commerce of New York. . The 
Hell Gate channel should be deepened 
so that our mightiest’ superdread- 
noughts can come to the navy yard 
by the Long Island Sound route. 

Mr. Danrzxs potnts out that the con- 
centration of wealth and commercial 
activity at New York and northward 
“inoreases the probability of an en- 
“‘ gagement somewhere in the vicinity 
“of the eastern end of Long Island.”

A TREASONABLE CONSPIRACY. 

It ought not to be left to SamvEt 
GomPEss to fight single-handed against 
the organized and treasonable effort 
now being made to undermine the 
American Commission to Russia. To 
nullify its efforts and frustrate its 
aims is the intention, and if it could 
succeed it would be as serious a blow 
to the American cause as the defeat of 
an army in the field. Therefore it is 
as dangerous as it is treasonable, and 
it is not to be passed by as merely 
censurable, like some other pacifistic 
activities. 

The first move was to poison the 
Russian mind against Mr. Roor, the 
Chairman of the Commission. The 
next was an attack on CHARLES Ep- 
WwaRD RussELL, another member and a 
Socialist who puts America first. A 
telegram urging him to decline the ap- 
pointment was sent to him by leading 
Socialists in the name of the Socialist 
Party; an {!nnocent-appearing move 
which was not at all innocent.. It was 
not to be expected that Mr. RussELL 
would decline, but it was’ to be expect- 
ed that the fact of the telegram could 
be used in Russia to show that he did 
not represent his party and that there- 
fore: he could be disregarded by Rus- 
sian Socialists. Now a similar attack 
is being made upon James Duncan; 
Vice President of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, also a .member of 
the Commission, and dispatches from 
Petrograd indicate that the conspira- 
tors haye already succeeded in convey- 
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‘resentative of “American labor. “This 
‘despite the fact. that Mr. Duwoan has 
been officiaily authorized to act as a 
member of the Commission by the 
Executive Council of the Federation 
and.by the union of which he is Presi- 
dent. , é 
“The Kaiser's agents in New York 
as well as in Russia,” says Mr. 
Gomprks in his cable message to the 
Executive Committee of the Counail 
of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates, 
“carry on a campaign of misrepre-. 
sentation and vilification.” It is for 
an unmistakably treasonable purpose, 
for the purpose of thwarting the ef- 
forts of the American Government to 
reach an understanding with and aid 
its Russian ally. The men who are 
carrying it on pose as Socialists ard 
pacifists, but the beneficiary of their 
efforts will be the Empife with which 
we are at war. Mr. Gomprrs has done 
splendid service in combating this con- 
spiracy, but the United States Govern- 
ment can and should do something to 
aid him. A Socialist or a pacifist may 
not be committing technical treason 
when he argues against conscription, 
but when he combines with others to 
frustrate a war measure by giving 
false information to a prospective ally 
he is giving aid and comfort to the 


enemy.

‘THE RAILWAY RATE ADVANCE. 

It {s hard to believe that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has held 
hearings on the rate advance for 
the purpose of getting information. 
Nothing can be added to the argu- 
ments which have been made before 
the Commission repéatedly, except the 
facts which realize the prophecies 
made when the arguments were first 
advanced years ago. The Commission 
knew everything about railways with- 
out hearing from them. The railways 
have answered every question. the 
Commission has asked, and the facts 
are public records. The Commission 
knows also what ought to be done as 
well as what has been done. Nothing 
is hid from the Commission, and yet 


disputes decades old are considered |. 


as part of the pending question. It 
is intimated that the Commission is 
willing to allow some relief to the 
weak roads, but is unwilling to add 
to the profits of the strong roads. 

.This embarrassment is as old as 
the rate question. It is a reproach 
to any Commissioner or any Congress- 
man if he does not know what ought 
to be done about it. The truth is 
that the Commission is more afraid 
of the shippers and Congress than it 
{is of the railways. The hearings 
are not for the information of the 
Commission, but for the pacification 
of Congress. The Commission’ and 
Congress would do well to observe 
what is going on in the railway world.. 
The railways. are rendering the coun- 
try patriotic service by doing almust 
everything which they have. been 
forbidden to do. They are pooling their 
cars. They are ceasing to compete. 
They are running fewer trains for 
passengers and more for freight. 
They are loading their cars be- 
yond their marked capacity and 
overworking their locomotives. They 
are demonstrating in a score or 
a hundred ways how much more ef- 
ficient they can be if they break: the 
laws designed for the protection of 
thé public nominally, but really for 
the hampering of the_ railways in 
earning dividends. ‘ 

What they were not allowed to do 
for themselves they are allowed to do 
for the country. They are doing it in 
good temper, while their regulators 
are annoyed that prophecies of how 
much better they would manage the 
railways are in process of public 
falsification. American railways have 
worked such miracles in comparison 
with other railways, Government rail- 
Ways in particular, that it seems to 
be thought that they can accomplish 
wonders without end. They might if 
they could have adequate sustenance. 
But if present conditions run their 
course the Government will soon be 
issuing a billion of bond’. on behalf of 
the railways, or the country will be 
put on short rations 162 railway serv- 
ice. 

The Commission is ready to lend the 
Government's credit to the companies, 
as witness Commissioner McoCHoRrn’s 
question to one of the testifying rail- 
way Presidents, asking what he 
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question. 


fie, Bry to provide engines and cars 
for the emergency. It is @ foolish 
There are cars enough to 
spare some for warehouse purposes, 
and to deliver more than the ships 
can carry away from our shores. If, 
there were tracks and terminals 
enough, the blockades would be brok- 
en and the cars would be used to bet- 
ter purpose.

IRONY IN EL DORADO. 

Constitutional amendments are thick 
as taxes are going to be. When in 
doubt, amend the Constitution. Cali- 
fornia has given another lesson in the 
art of tinkering constitutions, a lesson 
which ought to be instructive, which 
only the most honey-hearted optimists 
can hope any good from. 

The California Legislature, at its 
forty-second session, approved eight- 
een constitutional amendments. Think 
of that. The voters of the State will 
ratify, reject, or neglect. eighteen 
‘amendments clustered on one mon- 
strous ballot at the next State elec- 
tion. 

One almost feels that the California 
legislators are trying to teach, by a 
rather too palpable irony, the folly 
of sticking mere local details, statu- 
tory matter, into a State Constitution. 
For example: Shall the town of 
Venice (California) issue bonds to the 
amount of $25,000? .The- California 
veters have to say. Surely, it is the 
intention of the Sacramento ironists to 
tell- the voters by this amendment 
that Constitution-amending is a futile 
sort of gameé. 

Worse or more ironical: rereaiiis ise 
hind. There js a 5,000-word ameng- 
ment about minor courts, There is ah 
8,000-word amendimént'*about coun- 
ties. What an interminable: mazé of 
words must be a Constitution’ ‘patched 
with amendments of longer wind than 
any self-respecting Constitution ought 
to have. “ 

We started with a suspicion. It 
has grown into a certainty. Cali- 
fornia is asked to laugh at the 
whimsies of Constitution-repairing.

THE EFFICIENT PACIFIST. 

The pacifists and Socialists have won 

@ secure place ih history, . whatever 
may happen later in the war. It will 
be. recorded of them that they pro- 
longed the war at a time when it was 
measurably near its end: That this 
was not their intention makes no dif- 
ference; history takes account of re- 
sults, chiefly. It is of no use for a 
man to plead before the bar of history 
that his intentions were gaod. History 
will record that it was the: pacifists 
and Socialists who stretched the war 
over into 1918, and will ignore their 
plea that they didn’t mean to. 
The well-informed financial corre- 
spondent of The Evening Post in 
London sends this information to his 
paper: 

The ‘City ’’’ believes that, but for 
the recent unhappy developments in 
Russia, the war would have been of 
short duration; but the situation which 
fas been created there seems at pres- 
ent to insure the war’s prolongation. 
Every one recognizes that. an up- 
heaval such as occurred in the Russian 
political and social system could «not 
have failed to produce at least’a tem- 
porary state of administrative chaos; 
and Germany has taken the full ad- 
vantage of that situation. 

The revolution was a good thing in 
itself; the misfortune was that in the 
overturn the pacifists and Soctalists 
came to the top. The Council of 
Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates is 
thus described by Grorcz KENNAN:' 

The Council ts not a new organiza- 
tion. With the soldiers absent from 
its name and membership, it was the 
head of the revolutionary _movement 
of 1904 and 1905, and its incapacity 
for leadership at that time was largely 
responsible for the failure of the 

movement. It was composed of ex- 
tremists, dreamers, visionaries, and 
theorists who wanted to get everything 
at once and would hot be content with 
any practical gradual progress. 

At the time the revolution broke out 
Germany was not only on the. de- 
fensive on évery front, as she still is, 
but wag hard pressed. If the Russian 
Army had been able to co-operate, she 
could probably have been pushed out. 
of France; at any rate, her power of 
resistance would have been so crippled 
that an end of the war might have 
béen looked for. The Russian Army 
having ceaséd to be a. practical factor 
in the war, Germany has been able to 
offer the great resistance which has 
changed the prospects in France and 
has made cértain the continuance of 
the war,. perhaps through another 
year. ‘ 
To the pacifists and Socialists, who 
in Russia have had an opportunity to 
demonstrate what they ‘can do,’ con- 
gratulations may be offered on the 
proof they have given of their effect- 
iveness' in the cause of bloodshed.

At the Front the Men’ Feel That 

They Are the Dominating Power. 
To the Hditor of. The New York Times: 

I am inclosing extracts from a’ letter 
from my nephew in the British army 
which might interest your readers.

By this time the fall of Lens must be 
imminent. It is a place of ill omen for 
us, being connected with the tragic but 
gidrious. battle of Loos, where,.as you 
kncw, many of us. were wounded. * * *° 

I must admit I have been very fortu- 
nate—Loos, Hohenzollern, Somme, (three 
times,) and Arras. A pretty little record 
for two and a half years’ war. The 
Somme, for instance, was one incessant 
three months’ battle.. We fought until 
we were exhausted, slept among our 
dead, and fought again. 

I speak sober truth when I say there 
can be no question of England being 
decadent. England today shotild be a 
preud country. If our pessimists could 
only see what I saw a few days back, 
divisions of fine, smart lads going into 
action singing as though they were 
going to a picnic; passing other divisions 
of muddied, stained, unshaven figures 
limping through the, mud, but cheerfully 
swinging German helmets and souve- 
nirs; artillery going into action at the 
gallop, staff officers in red hats, all the 
pulse of. war throbbing violently, noise, 
clatter, but no confusion, everything 
regulated, and above all the crescendo 
ncte of the guns in the front of which 
our men were advancing, Uterally with 
& screen of death in front of them. Ar- 
tillery barrage, they! call it, when you 
advance always covered and protected 
by your own bursting shells. 

The war correspondents are, on the 
whole, pretty correct. It is wonderful 
to think that this great army was two 
or three years ago quiet, everyday citi- 
zens. A few, very few, old. professional 
Mons soldiers are left. A small number 
of the K. I. class, such as myself, and 
the rest constitute that vast and ef- 
fective, terribly effective, war machine 
which England created out of nothing, 
but is now the dominating factor in this 
world war: 

We have released poor Arras from its 
daily torture—poor, scarred, ~battered 
town, no more to be shelled. by the 
gentlé brother Hun. He is literally 
foaming with rage at the steady pres- 
sure of those khaki waves which every- 
where encroach on his positions. He is— 
but I must stop my rhapsodies—only I 
feel, as. we all do, that now we are going 
to do what he thought he was going to 
do, and that is “ walk over his con-

I. was present at the grand cere- 
-monial in honor of the United States 
last week. Through our Consul, a 
Southern man, I had seats with the 
Diplomatic Corpe—was in the third 
row immediately behind the Presi- 
dent. The speeches by Hanotaux of. 
the French Academy, General Bru- 
gére, Adrian Withouard, President of 
the Conseil Municipal de Paris, were 
superb. Then M. Viviant introduced 
Mr. Sharp, our Ambassador. You 
never saw such a scene, The ‘whole 
public rose to its feet and cheered for 
several minutes. Then a beautiful

‘“‘M. VAmbassadeur, au nom de 
toutes les femmes de France, én recon-

The audience burst 
into cheers time and time again with- 
out his ever pausing to take breath— 
higher, higher—all the marvelous ideal 
of the French race, all their indignant 
protest, all of their amazed incapabil- 
ity of understanding how people could 
act as the Boches do—all that—and 
then the intoxicating cértainty of the_ 
triumph of the ideal over the mate- 
rial], the wonderful satisfaction of hav- 
ing America, having weighed the situ- 
ation, with nothing to gain, with great 
sufferings and privations to look for- 
ward to—America’s coming forward 
and putting her hand there where her 
heart had ever been, there where her 
sense of duty to right, justice, and hu- 
manity made her place it—all the past 
glories of French history, culminating 
in the Marne—Verdun—everything he 
touched on, with a mA&le flame that set 
all your veins tingling.

Hearing on the Wicks BIil. 
To tha Editor of The New York Times: 

Senator Brown has succeeded in passing 
the vicious Wicks. bill, designed to ‘' pro- 
tect’’ the sheep industry .by wholesale 
slaughter. of dogs. -This proposed legislation 
is in Striking contrast with the action of 
belgium, Germany, and France, who ‘or 
years. before the war trained their dogs for 
ambulance service and other work. Contests 
were frequently held, and to encourage ‘this 
free transportation was furnished to. train- 
ers and dogs +o the conte3t field. 

So many thousands of dogs have been de- 
stroyed in this struggle in Europe that 
Greenland and Alaska have been called upon 
to replenish the supply. Thousands upon 
thousands of dogs, serving as patrols and 
ambulance dogs and hauling supplies and 
ammunition, have given up their lives in 
this war. Many a dog has saved as high as 
100 wounded soldiers. This Wicks bill would 
put a bounty of $3 a head on your dog, im- 
pose the death penalty on him for trespass, 
tax him $2 or $3, and besidés impose many 
other inhumane and unjust regulations. 

The matter is now before the Governor. 
He has fixed May 22 at noon as the date 
for a hearing. Those who arte opposed to 
this legislation should attend this - hearing, 
or if unable to do so, should communicate 
their disapproval to the Governor and ask 
him to veto the measure.

In the event of any unexpected temerity 
being displayed by the German Navy, which 
might well mark the lJast phase of the war, it 
would have to face only the North Sea fleet 
of the British Navy. Although this fleet is 
by far the best fighting division of the 
whole navy, it would not, I think, outnum- 
her the entire German fleet, and a decisive 
battle could well be fought before any assist- 
ance could be obtained from other divisions, 
even if it were necessary or expected.

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PROSPERITY TO CANADA 


Sir Edmand Walker Tells of the 
Effect. on Finances—Bank De- 
posits Steadily Increase. 


le America’s entrance into the Européan 
‘war has.aroused much interest as to the 
effects which the war has had on busi- 
ness and finance in Canada. Describ- 
ing the changes that have taken place, 
Sir Edmund Welker, President of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, with head 
offices in Toronto, says: 

** In @ gqneral way it may be said that 
there was a period of uncertainty during 
which business of all kinds lagged, Can- 
ada had borrowed heavily during the 
years preceding the war, and imports 
had largely exceeded exports. When 
the war broke out there was a cessation 
of. the flow of money into the country, 
and the question of how to pay the in- 
terest on the money previously borrowed 
became a live one. Much of this money 
had gone into permanent betterments; 
not all of which were completed or could 
earn interest on the money invested in 
them. After this period of uncertainty 
there. followed an increased demand 
and higher prices for foodstuffs, which 
constitute the largest part of Canada’s 
exports. Orders for munitions and war 
supplies of all kinds were placed in con- 
stantly increasing volume, until the 
country becarhe one vast warehouse for 
the needs of the Allies. In 1915 there 
was a bountiful paevest which. aided 
further in the work, and the returns of 

@ country’s trade for the fiscal years 

ended March, 19138, to 1917, show an ex- 
traordina reversal of the former re- 
lationship between exports and imports.” 

While Mor the- year 1913 the imports 
exceeded ex parts by $300,447,000, the rec- 
ord for 1917 shows an excess of exports 
amounting to 881,000.

FIGHT N. Y. CENTRAL BRIDGE. 


Structure Over Hudson at Albany 
Opposed at Capital. 


A large delegation will go to the Capi- 
tol on Tuesday to ask Governor Whitman 
mot to give his approval to the Welsh 
bill, affecting the New York Central’s 
project for a bridge across the Hudson 

at Castleton, eleven miles below Al- 
bany. The bill was rushed through 
both houses in the closing days of the 
Legislature. - 

The approval of the measure by Gov- 
ernor Whitman would indefinitely post- 
pone the carrying out of the New York 
Central's plan for a cut-off to avert the 
eongestion at Albany in handling east 
and westbound freight shipped from or 
bound for New York City. Thé plans 
contemplate twenty miles of double 
track on the west shore of the Hudson, 
making @ shorter route and avoiding 
‘the steep grade between Albany and 
Schenectady, where an auxiliary engine 
fa needed for even the lightest west- 
bound trains. The. proposed Castleton 
Bridge would be the New York Central's 
. gateway, to the West as far as its 
freight traffic was concerned. 

The Welsh bill, if it becomes law, 
would prevent .the erection of anything 
but a single span bridge, and this the 
frailroed ‘company after long investiga- 
tion bas rejected as impractical. The

A study of the above tables discloses that the Grand Trunk Railway owns more 
passenger and freight car equipment, and also more locomotive equipment per 
mile of road, than any railway in Canada, except the Michigan Central, and com- 
pares more than favourably with the most conservative and successfully managed 
railways in the United States having a traffic similar to that of the Grand Trunk. 

On Pages XXXIV. and XXXV., the report has selected for an example of the 
efficiency of the Grand Trunk the month of February, 1917, which is well known 
to have been as regards weather one of the most severe in the history of Canada, 
but has failed to mention the extraordinary congested conditions of the connections 
of the Grand Trunk at the different frontier points, a congestion quite beyond the 
power of the Company to control, and which congestion, reacting upon the Grand 
Trunk, made it impossible to keep its large terminals clear of cars held for de- 
livery to other railways. 

Nor does the report mention the results of the Grand Trunk from 1912 to 1917, 
inclusive, in the total number of carloads -moved annually. 

A study of the following table will disclose the lack of foundation for the in- 
ference drawn by the report that the facilities provided by the Grand Trunk had

while for the first four months of 1917, which includes the severe month of 
February referred to in the report, the Grand Trunk has moved 1,551,764 
loaded cars, compared with an average for the same four months of the years 
shown above of 1,697,867 cars, and for the month of April, 1917, it has moved 
more loaded cars than for Apri] of any of the years shown, which are the 
greatest years in the history of the Railway. 

Referring to Page XXXIII., tt is difficult to understand how the Commis- 
sion has drawn from the official records furnished them by the Railway Com- 
pany the opinion and comments occurring on this page. 

The words used in the record were ‘Deferred Expenditures’’ and not ‘‘De- 
ferred Maintenance,” which is the meaning the Commission have placed upon 
them, whereas only $11,761,598.00 of the $21,181,845.07 was chargeable to Main- 
tenance of Way, and $1,848,400.00 to Maintenance re Replacement of Equip- 
ment, the balance. being capital improvements. Of the amount mentioned for 
Maintenance of Way, $6,182,672.00 was for the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, 
and the balance, or $5,578,026.00, being for the lines operated in the United 
States.

All of these items are additions and betterments to equipment and are charge- 
able to Capital Account ahd not to Maintenance, and theremainder, or $1,843,400.00, 
was a maintenance charge for replacing 831 freight cars of various classes which 
have been or are yet to be scrapped. ' 

The remainder of the items on that page of the record referred to amounted 
to $475,775.98, and were entirely for equipping locomotives, freight and passenger 
cars with safety appliances ordered by the Board of Railway Commissioners and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, and it is strictly a capita] charge, and 
hag been and is now being expended regularly as the equipment comes into shops 
tor repairs, 

It will thus be seen that of the $21,181,845.07 so frequently referred to in the 
Commission’s report, as a failure to properly maintain the property, that es a 
fact only $18,580,774.03 is a maintenance charge covering all lines in Canada and 
the United States, and a portion of this is properly chargeable to capital, ° 

It must also be noted that up to this page (XXXIII.) of the report, the Com- 


| mission, have been dealing only with the Grand Trunk Railway o? Canada, but 


upon this page they include all lines in both the United States and Canada; and 
in the paragraph referring to the required expénditure for rails, state that $5,312,- 
142.00 is necessary to restore the rail to normal conditions, but neglect to say 
that of this amount only $1,689,550.00 applies to the lines in Canada, 

‘The statements or supporting tables referred to on the above page of the Com- 
mission's report, on which they come to the above conclusion, were prepared as 
an estimate to show not, az the Commission state, the immediate requirements 
of the railway, but also to provide for improvements and additional facilities ta 
meet the requirements of the railway for several years to come.

In thé last paragraph of the page (XXXIII.), the statement is made that such | 
deferred renewals have been ‘accumulating for @ period of eleven years, to the” 
detriment of public safety. 

Surely the Commission could not have intended to convey such a meaning? 

The facts are that the records furnished the Commission covered a period of. 
eleven years for the purpose of determining what the average renewals should 
be for any one year, and estimates were prepared from such basis, and it must> 
be remembered that the estimates of present requirements were made at the wr 
ent high prices and at the end of a period of nearly three years of war. : 

The Grand Trunk Railway System will bear favorable comparison with any 
railway, either in Canada or the United States, in respect to its physical condi+ 
tion, its maintenance of equipment or its efficiency of operation. 4 

Examine in this connection the statement made on Page XXXIV,, referring to 
No mention is made that these estimates were for ~ 
expenditures required to meet the growing business of the railway and as a protec- 
tion for the future. 

The item of block signalling, $3,588,000.00: The question may well be asked, 
how many miles of railway in Canada are operated today under automatic block 
signals; and yet this was the estimate for installing such signals upon the entire ~ 
Gouble track main line of the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada. 

Another item in the statement was $467,500.00 for the installation of a rock. 
ballast crushing plaht: How many miles of railway in Canada, with the excep- 
tion of the Michigan Central, are at this time ballasted with crushed rock, and 
what railway would be justified in expending such a large amount of capital as 
would be required to ballast its line with rock ballast at this time? The item 
was only one of several others to which cnnalaqontign has been given for future 
development. 

In this connection, referring again to Page XXXIIL, of the total amount of 
$11,761,598.00, which we have considered as maintenance in the statements, the 
following items are truly capital expenditures:

None of the above items can be considered as necessary for safe maintenance, 
but are solely for bringing the track up to a high state of perfection, such as is 
reached by practically few, if any, railroads on the American Continent. But it 
may be added, the Grand Trunk had for several years been applying tie plates 
gradually upon curves, using rail anchors when they can be used with resulting 
economy in track maintenance, and applying drain tile in cuts when its use can 
be justified. 

In respect to the item for rail, viz., $5,812,142.00, we have stated that $1, 639, 
550.00 of that amount was for Canada, and of the remainder, $3,672,592.00 was 
for the lines in the United States, but it must be remembered that the statement 
was prepared to show the maximum expenditure to bring the property up to. the 
highest state of perfection; and that the estimates for the main line rail in the 
United States were upon the basis of increasing the weight from 80 pounds to : 
100 pounds per yard, and assuming only a rail life of ten years. 

In all fairness the report should have contained some of the heavy expendi- 
tures which. the Grand Trunk Railway has made within recent years, all of 
which are shown in the official books of the company. Such {tems as the fol- 
lowing should not be overlooked if any attention was given to the actual pro- | 
visions made by the company for handling its business:

DUTY ON TINSEL ARTICLES.. 


Rule Is Lald Down for Determining 
Value of Components. 


The Board of General Appraisers yes- 
terday in sustaining a protest by Veit, 
Son & Co. of New York laid down the 
rule that, in determining the value of 
different ‘components in ‘an imported 
article, the condition of each part prior 
to being assembled to make the cam- 
plete whole forms the basis of compu- 
tation. 

The merchandise before the board 
consisted of trimmings composed in 
chief value of lame,: fringes in chief 
value of buyllion, and millinery orna- 
ments in chief value of lamé¢. Collec- 
tor Malone took 60 per cent. duty on 





all the merchandise under the pro- 
vision for ‘‘trimmihgs and ornaments 
of whatever yarns, threads or fila- 
ments composed.’’ The importers on 
the other hand claimed entry at 20 per) 
cent. as for manufactures in chief, 
value of metal. | 

It appeared from the testimony that: 
in its original form and condition the 
metal material of which the bullion 
was composed was a round tinsel wire; 
that on being flattened, as a result o 
having been drawn through rollers and 
otherwise subjected to certain coating 
processes, this tinsel wire had been 
converted into an entirely separate and 
distinct commercial article well known 
and recognized throughout the trade 
as lame or lahn; that. by reason of 
further manufacturing processes ap-| 
plied, this lame or lahn had been 
transformed into still another separate 
and distinct material equally well 
known to the trade tnder the name of 
bullion, and.that it was exactly this 
latter material which had been found 
to constitute the most valuable com- 
ponent in. the fringes in. question. 

It was here that Judge Fisher said 
the rule must prevail that the separate 
value of each of the components in an; 
imported article should be predicated 
upon the precise condition in which the 
different materials were assembled im- 
mediately | gio’ to their incorporation 
as parts of the completed. whole. The

AT FALL RIVER MILLS.

There was an insistent demand for 
35%-inch goods, and those mills which 
are in a position to produce these goods 
can do a very good business. There are 
no indications of price weakening, and 
any requests for concessions are sum- 
marily turned down. .-Mills are in:a por 
sition whereby they can afford to take 
matters leisurely because they have 
orders on their books which will engage | 
their looms for some time td come. 

Twills, sateens, and: specialties have 
come in for a moderate amount of ac- 
tivity. The fine goods markets are not 
active, although a. limited. amount of 
business is being done. From _ reports 
from spinners the amount of business be- 
ing done is fair. There is pressing need 
for some counts of yarns, while others 
are not so active.

The Why and Wherefore of 


Some Methods in Vogue in 
the Large Stores. 


Unlike many young men whose fathers 
are engaged in the retail dry geods busi- 
ness, Frank Y. Tyler did not harbor a 
desire to become a lawyer, doctor, or 
priest. Neither did he want to become— 
to make use of an old rhyme—a. poor 
man, beggar man, or thief. From the 
start his desire was to be a merchant 
and rich man. ; 

So, when he went to college to round 
out his education, he mentally ate up 
everything that was offered there in the 
way of commercial instruction. -In addi- 
tion to this, he spent hours studying up- 
to-date business methods in the efficiency 
and trade magazines that other young 
fellows were passing on the ball field or 
over the billiard table. The result. was 
that by the time he was graduated he 
had accumulated a lot of; sound informa- 
tion about business, and plenty of theory 
as. well. 

When he got back home and talked 
the future over with his father the older 
man could not trip him up on facts, but 


when it came to theories the story was} 


different. For instance, on a walk 
through the busy store of Tyler & 
Williams one day the young man as- 
serted that thé aisle tables ought to be 
done away with. : 

‘* Why?’’ asked his father. 

“* Because they are out of date,’’ was 
the reply. ‘‘ They block up the aisles, 
are unsightly, the goods get mus 
easily, and the opportunity for theft is 
always present when there is a crowd 
around one of them.”’ 

“ Let’s take those points up one at a 
time,’”’ said the merchant. “‘ First: of 
all, the tables you complain about are 


{not put in the. aisles willy-nilly, as a 


lot of persons seem to think. In a well- 
planned store, such as this one is, they 


are just as much considered in the 
scheme of fixtures as the counters and 


the merchandise racks. . 

‘““They may be unsightly after a lot 
of women have been mulling over and 
handling the goods, but it is the kind 
of unsightliness that adds materially to 
the profits of the store. The goods do 
get mussed easily, and we have to take 
a loss annually on mark-downs made 
necessary by this mussing. We also 


take a loss on thefts of ‘table’ goods, 
but, while it is naturally hard to.com- 
pute, it is trivial ine comparison to the 
business done. . 

‘*Now, the chief reason for usin 
aisle tables is this: A great many of 
the sales of the modern. department 
store are what we call ‘sight,’ or im- 
pulse, ‘ sales’ stuff that women may not 
happen to have in mind when they enter 
the store, but which aoe to their 
desires when they see it displayed. - The 
Gtaplay of this kind of merchandise on 
tables is a valuable’ asset to a store, as 
are similar displays‘on the. counters. 
While women are naturally inquisitive, 
they are not going to take the trouble 
to ask clerks to open boxes and unroll 
bolts of cloth so they can see what the 
stuff is. You’ve: got to put it right 
under their noses. 

‘“‘Another virtue of aisle tdbles is 
their advertising value. Put some ju- 
diciously selected handbags, for in- 
stance, on an aisle table at attractive 
prices,'-and they will not only sell, but 
they will awaken a desire on the part 
of many women to see what we are of- 
fering in that: department in a regular 
ie & Selling from aisle tables is ex- 
actly like selling directly from a small 
show window. 

‘“‘In fact, the aisle tables combine 
the virtues of newspaper advertising 
with those of the show window, with 
the added virtue of providing direct 
and immediate sales. hile the actual 

ercentage of sales from these tables 

n proportion to the store’s gross an- 
nual business is not big, the yearly re- 
turns from a well-placed table in any 
large up-to-date store will doubtless 
prove to a great deal more than 
any one outside of the business would 
expect.” ; 

‘* But how about the clerks in charge 
of them?’’ queried the son. ‘If my, 
memory serves ‘me ht, I have read 
that novices are ‘ broken in’ at them, 
although it doesn’t seem right to me.”’ 

‘““You can bet your bottom dollar 
that it not only does not seem right, 
but it is not right,’’ was the response.

“ Because it would be might oor 
organization, for one thing,’’ repl: the 
merchant. “ Directing customers to 
various departments and answering 
other simple questions make up only a 
very small part of the modern floor 
man’s work. Not only must be do these 
things, but he must maintain discipline 
in the sections alloted to him and ex- 
Predite service. He must be appealed to 
in a dozen different cases, not the least 
of which are instances concerning the 
crediting of returned goods, exchanges, 
and unusual requests of one kind or 
another. 

“The floor man is not a trimming. If 
you doubt this, look around and see how 
many Superintendents and other ‘‘ men 
higher up” have advanced to those 
positions from the floor, and then ask 
why they were advanced. The better a 
a man is, the more work and re- 

ponsibility he will take from his super- 
iors, and the more he aids these men 
the greater his own changes of ad- 
vancement are. — ’ 

“ Again, even ..if it were possible to 
list, in a single directory, each of the 
hundreds of things sold in the modern 
department store, few women would 
take the trouble to hunt through it -to 
find what they wanted. They are too 
impatient to get a look at the merchan- 
dise they are interested in, and when 
they wart to know anything the floor 
man is their immediate objective, or 
should be. When they ask him where 
the tea ‘towels are, they do not have 
to wade through a list of t's near the 
end of a long directory to find out. 

If you want to get a real line on the 
value of a merchandise directory of a 
store, change a department’s. location 
and see how many women will still go 
to the part of the store in which they 
used to find it. They do this without 
consulting the floor man, either, and 
sometimes tempers are lost for the time 
being. But that is another story. 

And in the last analysis, it is the 
duty of the sales person to sell and not 
to be an animated sign post. Other- 
wise the sales of the clerks assigned 
to this work would fall off sharply, and 
there would be justifiable complaints 
both from them and the customers.

fm the metropolitan junior cross-country 
championship of the A. A. U. over the 
Van Cortlandt Park: course yesterday 
afternoon. The time of 33:54 was not 
very fast for the course, especially in 
view of the fine weather for the race and 
the great condition of the ground, but 
Mayo was not pressed at any important 
stage of the race, or he might have done 
better. A holiday cfowd of 5,000 or more 
people, spread over the Parade Grounds 
and the hills surrounding the golf course, 
saw the race, and the reception that the 
little Englishman got when he crossed 
the line a winner was in the nature of an 
ovation.” It was a genuinely popular 
victory. . 

An hour before the runners were lined 
up, the park authorities, under Park 
Commissioner Whittle, were engaged in 
Troping off a straightaway across the 
Parade Grounds. There seémed to be at 
least 1,000 ambitious amateur baseball 
players anxious to use up that particular 
apace, and the help of the police was 
‘meeded. At 3:20 the field of more than 
100 runners, the largest entry ever re- 
ceived in this event, stood up to the line 
‘and received the word ‘‘Go!’’ from

SLATER BILL BECOMES LAW. 
Governor Whitman Signs Anti-Box~ 


_ing Measure at Albany. 


ALBANY, May 19.—Professional box- 
ing will be illegal in New York after 
Nov..15. Governor Whitman today signed 
the Slater bill, which is to become ef- 
fective-on that date, and which repeals 
present laws governing the sport.

however, until the Governor had sent 
three special messages urging the repeal.

ILLINOIS FAVORS BOXING. 


Assembly Passes Bill Legalizing 
Sport—Status in Pennsylvania. 


While the efforts to abolish boxing in 
New York State finally met with suc- 
cess recently, the first step toward .re- 
storing the sport was taken in Illinois. 
The House passed the bill legalizing box- 
ing by 85 to 51. It is known at the same 
time, however, that the real test will be 
faced when the bill comes before the 
Illinois Senate, where conditions are not 
regarded as favorable. As in this State, 
the issue in Illinois seems to have been 
involved .more ‘or less with the liquor 
issue, because in a general way the wets 
voted for the bill and the drys against it. 

Although the speeches made for boxing 
in New York and [linois were very simi- 
lar and advanced the same arguments, 
there is one notable difference to be 
found in them. Governor Whitman gav 
Colonel Roosevelt’s attitude as one go 
argument against boxing. In Illinois, 
Representative Browne, from Ottowh, 
referred to Colonel Roosevelt as an ex- 
ample of what the knowledge of boxing 
brings to men, 

In Pennsylvania, another attitude on 
the subject of boxing can be found. A 
measure known as the Catlin bill has 
Passed the Legislature there and now 
awaits the signature of Governor Brum- 
baugh. This bill places the game under 
the control of the State. It extends the 
limit of bouts in. Pennsylvania to ten 
rounds, and provides a commission. of 
three members and a Secretary. This is 
virtually “the same as the repealed 
Frawley law of New York. 

In Kansas City boxing is faring badly. 
yamne ae action on an opinion handed 
down by the city counselor, Thomas P. 
Flahive, Kansas City’s recently appoint- 
ed Chief of Police, stopped a boxing 
match between two bantamweight fight- 
ers and issued the order that in the fut- 
ure no matches would be allowed unless 
held before an incorporated club with 
a bona fide membership and not for gain 
to either of the contestants. 

The ruling, according to the city offi- 
cials, puts a stop, at least temporarily, 
to the fight game in Kansas City, as the 
various fight clubs are not incorporated, 
— so far have not issued member- 
ships.

teenth. The time of 1:46 3-5 has seldom 
been beaten in the Kings County H®fndi- 
cap, and never when the winner has car- 
tied-the weight of 124 pounds, which was 
the steadying burden allotted to Strom-

PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—Charles R. 
Durborow, the well-known endurance 
swimmer now residing in this city, is 
practicing hard in preparation for an ef- 
fort to capture the world’s’ endurance 
record. The best performance known is

10 AID-RED CROSS 


All New Jersey Clubs Asked to 


glune Gi... 2 


In place of the abandoned New Jersey 
State golf’ championship a - series of 
tournaments. at many of the clubs 
throughout: the State is planned for 
June 9, ‘the date originally set for the 
holding of the annual championship fix- 
ture, all of. thém ‘to be held for the 
benefit of the American Red Cross. The 
details 'of the plan are set forth in a 
letter from E.'P. Holden, Jr., Secretary 
of the New Jersey State Golf Associa- 
tion, to all .of the golf clubs of the 
State. The letter reads in part as fol- 
lows: e. 

* Referring to the request that every 
club in the State hold a golf tournament 
on Saturday, June 9, (the original date 
for the State championship,) for the 
benefit of the American Red Cross, we 
have taken this matter up with the offi- 
cials of the, American Red Cross, at 
Washington, and -with their approval 
and. indorsement’ suggest thé following 
procedure: 

‘All clubs located within the terri- 
tory of a Red Cross chapter should at 
once take up with the chapter the 
whole matter of holding, a Red-.Cross 
tournament on June 9. Arrangements 
can be made with the chapter as to 
the use of the Red Cross flag, the es- 
tablishing of proper posters, and other 
suitable means of notifying the mem- 
bers and the public that there is to 
be such a tournament. 

“It is suggested that clubs and chap- 
ters may care to co-operate in making 
the day still more general by having 
putting contests, and bridge tourna- 
ments, sports for children, contribu- 
tions from non-playing members, and 
other features. . 

‘“‘ Every competitor in each separate 
event shall pay an entrance fee of not 
less than $1. All moneys collected shall 
go to the American Red Cross, as:pro- 
vided for below. No deductions for ex- 
penses of any kind shall be permitted. 

‘“‘ Where there is no local chapter, we 
are informed that a club may advertise 
on its bulletin board and elsewhere the 
fact that there is to be a tournament, 
the proceeds of which are for the ben- 
efit of the American Red Cross. By 
special permission the Red Cross in- 
signia may be used on these posters, a 
supply of which will be sent you. 

“Clubs where there is no chapter 
shall remit their entire receipts by 
Tuesday; June 12, to the Treasurer of 
the New Jersey State Golf Association 
for transmission to the national body of 
the American Red Cross at Washing- 
ton. ‘It is of course expected that our 
State organizations will make this do- 
nation a substantial one, but clubs which 
receive assistance from, local chapters 
in carrying out plans for this day may 
divide the proceeds on a 50 per cent. 
basis between the chapter and the na- 
tional body, sending to the Treasurer 
of the New Jersey State Golf Associa- 
tion by Tuesday, June 12; a statement 
of their entire receipts, accompanied by 
their check for not less than one-half 
of same, and a receipt from the local 
chaptér for the balance. 

‘Special bronze medals will be sup- 
plied by the association for the winner 
of each separate event. 

“It is hoped that each club will hold 
at least four events, (entrance fee not 
less than $1 for each event,) as the as- 
sociation is providing enough medals 
for this program. Kindly let us know

TIGER SPORTS EARN $18,000. 


Football, Baseball, and Basket Ball. 
_ Lead in Princeton Report. 


PRINCETON, N. J., May 19,—Ath* 
letics at Princeton were conducted dur- 


ing the season of 1915-1916 at a profit 
of $18,116.56, a gain of almost $3,000 
ever the profit ef the previous’ year. 
This fact is err in the report of the 
Athletic Association that was recently 
published. The increase in revenue is 
due principally to greater receipts from 
football than ‘ever before. This sport 
netted a total of $65,500, as compared 
to $53,000 in 1914 and $38,000 in 1913. 

Football, baseball, and basket ball 
were the only sports conducted a& a 
ey Baseball netted a revenue of 

,750,. which was $3,950 less than the 
year previous. Basket ball netted an ‘in- 
come of $765. There was a slight deficit 
in ‘-hockey.. Track, gymnastics, soccer, 
swimming, tennis, wrestling, rowing 
golf, and freshman athletics were all 
run at a loss. ; ‘ 

While the expenses in football re- 
mained the same as in the previsus 
year, the receipts taken in at the games 
increased about $10,000 and the miscel- 
laneous expenses added‘up to a larger 
sum than heretofore. The receipts from 
the Yale game alone netted $45,000; as 
compared with ‘$34,000 in the previous 
year. A gain of $2,000 was shown in the 
Harvard game. '

HAVE NEW AMATEUR RULE, 


Scandinavians to Rate Athletic Ad- 
visers as Class B Amateurs. . 


A novelty in amateur athletic ruling 
has sbeen evolved in Scandinavia asa 
result of the recent conference held at 
Stockholm. One of the subjects most 
vigorously discussed at the Scandinavian 
Athletic Congress was the status of the 
professional coach or trainer, who its 
rapidly building up powerful 
combinations in Sweden, Norway,,. 
Denmark. Owing to the coaches” ex- 
erience, both on the track and in ath- 
etic organizations, their advice is con- | 
sidered invaluable in. amateur sport an 
their presence particularly desirable at 
athletic councils.

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If Teutons Have Denuded Their Eastern Lines to Protect Trieste aud Strenghten Their Al- 
lies'in Macedonia, Russian Thrust Might Prove Disastrous to Them— — 


By a Military. Expert. 


ECENT reports, have stated that 

the Germans; during the week, 

R opened a heavy. artillery. fire 

against long sections of the Rus- 

sian line. This may well prove to be 

most important news that has 

reached us since the great German re- 
treat began. 

It has been several months since there 
have been any actions between the Ger- 
mans and the. Russians. The Germans 
had two very good reasons for remaining 
inactive. -The first was-that operations 
on. the western front have been of such 
a character as to demand all their at- 
tention and all of their men that could 
Ube spared. Any offensive against the 
htussians would have been a waste un- 


it through. 

The second reason is found in the fact 
that German agents have beew busily at 
work trying.to make Russia see that a 
separate peace will be her salvation. 
The Germans have been posing a# the 
truest friends that the new Russia has, 
and, by fraternizing with the soldiers in 
No Man’s Land, have tried to impress 
upon the Russian proletariat that the 
very least of the German desires was to 
make Russia suffer more severely than 
she already has suffered. As long as 
there was the slightest chance of this 
plan winning out, Germany kept the 
mask on. But, if we may judge by 
present ‘appearances, the German ele- 
ment in Russia has lost hope of win- 
ning Russia to the German cause, and 
Germany has been forced to take off 
the mask and show herself in her true 
colors. 

What Germany has not accomplished 
hrough insidious and subterranean spy 
methods she must, once these have been 
exposed, try to, attain by means of mili- 
tary force. But she has not the men 
to attempt anything big against Russia 
now. All her efforts must be expended 
n the west to resist the great pressure 
which is being unremittingly exerted 
by both French and British. 

Russia’ is uncertain—for us as well as 
‘or Germany. . The war. council which is 
3oing on there now might: result fn ac- 
jn just as extreme for vigorous prose- 
‘utton-of the war as recent action there 
has been against it. In addition to this 
-here is the effect of the American mis- 
sion which is about to sail. Russia needs 
money and we have it to lend her. She

needs railroad..men, not only for. the 
head/ but also for the subordinate. posi- 
tions, in order to’ relieve the frightful 
congestion of materials at the freight 
and port termjnals. As an example of 
this, it ista known fact that materials 
which were delivered.in Vladivostok over 
two years ago are stil] there. 

Finally, there is the consideration. of 
what the democratic form of Government 
means to the new republic. In spite of 
the kaleidoscopic changés which have 
occurred, the indications are that the 
war will go on in Russia just as in the 
other Entente countries. 

There are further indications that the 
Russian’ purpose is to fight. It must 
be borne in mind first, 
armies are stiJl commanded by a General 
This means that -no attacks are 
made singly but all in furtherance of 
a general plan. When attacks occur in 
isolated sections, we must look to see 
what theatres of war other than those 
in. which the attacks are being pressed 
are likely to ‘be affected. 

Last week we had the beginning of an 
attack in Macedonia. This has ‘not yet 
ceased; the fighting is still in progress 
in widely separated sections. Last week 
most of the effort was expended. on both 
sides of the Vardar Valley west and 
southwest of Dotran. Now the attack 
has shifted to the Struma region, where 
the British are pushing the opposing 
forces back. against the river. 


On the allied side contingents from 
practically all of thé alfes except the 
United Stated are engaged. On the 
other side ‘the bulk of the forces en- 
gaged are Bulgarians and Turks, princi- 
pally the former, with some minor Aus- 
trian units. The tendency of these at- 
tacks, especially as they are being de- 
livered in force, is riaturally to draw to 
the Macedonian theatre all available 
forces from other fields. That is, Aus- 
trians could be drawn from the Transyl- 
vanian front and what there is of the 
Bulgarian army drawn from wherever it 
ig serving. 

The last week has also seen the begin-~- 
ning of a determined Italian offensive, 
which is apparently being pushed with 
more vigor, greater, use of artillery, and 
greater initial success. than has’ marked 
any previous Italian effort. The effect 
of this will be to.draw Austrians for re- 
inforcing purposes from - wherever they 
are most readily available.

The attack in ikneotedia: though made 
in great force.and with elaborate use of 
artillery, has accomplished little gain in 
territory.

In fact, there is 
nothing in the attack except its possible 
relation sto something more important, 
something bigger, which merits comment. 

The Italian attack. is in an altogether 
different category. It was made with un- 
usually thorough artillery preparation. 
The front. under attack reached from 
Tolmino to the. sea. For the most part, 
it was concentrated on a few points. 
These were in the bend of the Isonzo, 
between Tolmino and Wount St. fia- 
briele, the stretch from Gorizia to the 
sea being practically quiet. The river 
between the two points I have mentioned 
has been serving admirably as a defen- 
sive barrier-for Austria. Until the river 
reaches the plain of Gorizia, where it 
opens out; it comes through a narrow 
gorge, flanked on either side by high

commanding hills. The Italians launched 
their main attack on the most westerly 
part of the river bend near Plava, and, 
after a heavy bombardment, pushed 
troops. across the river in pontoon boats. 
Presumably the time for the attack was 
chosen between floods. Usually at. this 
season of the year the Isonzo is prac- 
tically impassable except over fix 
‘bridges. There is the double danger of 
Spring rains and melting snows draining 
down from the Carnic Alps. 

Evidently the Italians seized the most 
opportune moment, and their attack was 
apparently a surprise, in spite of the 
preliminary bombardment: which lasted 


se We,

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several’ days. In the first effort the 
easterly bank of the river was reached 
at Playa and at Canale; further to the 
north, and immediately afterward the 
heights commanding the river were taken 
behind these two: points: . Most of. the 
Isonzo south of Tolminio is ‘how in Ital- 
ian hands, so that there is no barrier to 
their future progress except the hills 
themselves. The next effort will: prob- 
ably be made against ‘the heavily rolling 
hook-shaped plateau: on which is located 
the important town of Locovetz. 

It is too early to draw any conclusions 
from-this move. It has not progressed 
sufficiently far to permit it. There have 
been many sporadi¢ outbursts by the 
Italians, the life of which has been very 
short, and there is nothing to indicate 
whether they are yet able to undertake 
a sustained offensive. It must be re- 
membered that Italy takes nothing out 
of the ground and must depend on out- 
side sources for steel, although she has 
manufacturing plants. of her own in 
which the steel can be and is converted 
into munitions once it is received. This 
means that steel must come to her 
from the United States via England and 
must face the submarines. From the 
fact that it is officially reported that 
some of the British large guns are in 
action at the point of attack the infer- 
ence may safely be drawn that a supply 
of ammunition has been sent for them 
so that this attack may be pushed 
harder than have its predecessors. 

The points selected for attack contain 
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elements of important strategic signifi- 
cance, Directly in front ef the new! 
Italian positions is the plateau on which | 
Locovetz is situuted: This is bounded 
on the southern side by a line running 
from Aidugsina northwest to Mount St. 

Gabriele. From’ this line, which forms' 
the southern edge of ‘the plategu, the 
ground slopes. deeply down ‘in great un-' 
dulations to the'plain of Gorizia and the: 
‘porthern boundary of the Carso. -Ob- 
viously, theréfore, possession of this 
plateau would give the Italians com- 
mand ofa large section of the country 
which embraces ail the gun positions of | 
the Austrians which block’ the Passage ' 
across the plains as well as protect all 
of ‘the mountain positions of the in- 
fantry. : 

If -.the Italians are successful .‘in

it. In the same way, but to a lesser ex- | 


tent, the Carso wit be affected. The at- 
tack in this sector may; however, not be 
the main attack at all. It may have 
been. made to open the way for a still 
greater effort further south in the nar- 
row neck of land between the southern 
edge of the Carso plateau and the sea. 
it has already been reported, 
though unofficially, that the town of 
Duino has been occupied. Thig town has 
been called the: gate to Trieste and is 
situated on the Gulf of Trieste not more 
than twelve miles northwest of Trieste 
itself. Nothing has been reported offi- 
cially at this writing of the attack hav- 
ing extended so far to the south. Later 
reports may give the key to the situa- 
tion. 

‘On the western front. the week has been 
mayked by a series of unusually heavy 
counterattacks by the Germans against 
both the. British and French positions. 
The element of attrition has not yet 
been thrust out of the Allies’ Plans, 
but is still an important consideration in 
their strategy. Nothing could work more 
to further this feature of their Plans 
than the attacks which the Germans are 
compelled to make. 


The territory gained by the British 
and French during the week has been 
ingonsiderable. But we cannot estimate 
the success or failure of the fighting by 
territory. While the losses-of our allies 
have undoubtedly been great, very great, 
the German losses have been; in’ all 
probability, by reason of the counter- 
attacks, much-. greater—not relatively 
but actually. 

It is this which is going’ to tell in the 
end. When the Germans are sufficiently 
‘worn down the Allies. will break through 
unless peace is made before that time. 
But the wearing-down process will un- 
doubtedly continue until one side or 
the other is willing to talk Reace. 


In spite of the German counterattacks, 
the British have finally secured posses- 
sion of Bullecourt, for which place there 
has been some of*the hardest fighting 
of the war. ‘This has no particular 
meaning. It marks merely the cleaning 
out of a position on the Hindenburg line 
which was a-perfect nest of machine 
guns. While the futute way of the. Brit- 
ish ‘here may not be as -difficult as it 
has been during the last few weeks, it 
is doubtful if the progress forward will 
be much greater. . It seems. incredible, 
however, that either stde can stand the 
strain much longer; something will have 
to give way somewhere. If we may be- 
lieve the reports which have. come. in, 
the indications are that the Germans are 
about to retreat from Lens northward. 
If they do, they will not get away as 
easily as they were permitted to do in 
March. 








OUR WAR TAXES NOT HIGH COMPARED WITH BRITISH 


HE new taxes proposed in Con- 
gress reach a total almost iden- 
tical with the increase of pres- 
ent British taxes over a normal 

year. A comparison of proposed Amier- 
ican taxes with the war levies of 
France is almost impossible, partly be- 
cause the geheral systems, of taxation 
differ too greatly to be adequately com- 
parable and partly because France has 
not placed the reliance upon taxation, in 
raising war revenue, that Is empha- 
sized by this country and Great Britain. 
‘France's ‘new tax budget, presented 
at. the close of 1916, and passed with 
slight changes in January of this year, 
called fer increases of only 650,000,000 
francs ‘ovér levies then existing. Yet, 
though any outstanding comparison. of 
our war taxes must be with those of 
Great Britain, the French imposts offer 
certain interesting differences and simi- 
jarities. -One may note, in detail, for 
instance, that neither France nor Great 
Lritain have laid special taxes on ‘jew- 
elry.or advertising space, and that both 
iollow a simple system of taxing excess 
profits that is radically different from 
the method’ proposed in our bill. 
So far as possible Great Britain de- 
ouds for her war tax revenue on the 
\..come.tax and the excess profits as- 
sersment. - She also raises a rather 
iarge @mount of ordinary revenue on 
estate duties. A good many smali 
taxes exjst,; some new duties have been 
laid and. old figures advanced, but for 
the most part Great Britain -eschews 
reliance upon little taxes and goes for 
the great sums of war revenue straight 
to the income and war profit tax. 
France gets. most of her war money 
from loans. But the taxes of January, 
191%, marked appreciable increases, and 
the ‘total estimate in that budget, one- 
fitth of the ‘taxes, were to be raised by 
imeome ‘tax additions.”

Gilcrist Bill Favored as Benefiting 
Trust Estate Management. 


The Advisory Council of the Real Es- 
tate Interests advises property owners 
and taxpayers’ associations to communi- 
cate with Governor Whitman requesting 
his approval of the Gilcrist bill which 
would amend the decedent estate law 
and the personal property law in rela- 
tion to the investment of trust funds.

FAMOUS OLD ESTATE TO BE SOLD. AT AUCTION ~ 


It was announced yesterday by Joseph 
P. Day and J. Clarence Davies that the 
extensive holdings of the Lorillard Spenr 
cer family in the Borough of the Bronx 


will be sold at public auction in the 
Vesey Street Salesroom on Saturday, 
June 2, 

Early in the last century the Loril- 
lards, a French Huguenot family, 
started modestly in the tobacco busi- 
ness. - 

They were successful and built a snuff 
mili on the Bronx River. They bought 
more property in that section and built 
homes for themselves and families on 
the adjoining farms. The old Lorillard 
mansion is still standing in Bronx Park. 

Among the properties acquired in 1818 
was the underhill farm, now known as 
the Larillard Spencer estate, afd this 
piece has been handed down from gen- 





eration to generation in the family since 
that time. 

Lorillard Spencer the first died in 
1888, and in order to settle the estate 
of his children ft has become necessary 
for the trustees, with the consent of the 
Supreme Court, to sell absolutely with- 
out reserve or protection of any kind or 
nature. 

When an old estate of this kind is cut 
into lots and put up at auction it at once 
brings forth memories of the past and 
recalls former sales of estates; the 
prices the lots brought; the value of the 
property at that time and its value to- 


day, and when one looks over the old 
records it stirs the imagination to think 
what the past values have been and 
what the future holds forth to the 
present buyer. 

The sale ig a voluntary one and the 
property to be offered to the highest 
idder has a large fronta: on 
Post Road, White Plains Avenue, Will- 





ifamsbridge Road, and extends for a dis- 
tance of about tén blocks between Bronx 
and Pelham Parkway and Burke Avenue. 

This, the largest section of the Spencer 
estate holdings, is bisected by Willfams- 
bridge Road and is flanked on the west 
side by Bronx Park and on the south by 
the Bronx and Pelham Parkway, one of 
the busiest automobile highways in the

Eighth ,Avenue, is getting in line for

NEW LAW INSURES 
SPEEDY ACTION 


West Side Improvement Will 
Proceed More Rapidly Un- 
der Joint Authority. 


LAW GIVES CITY CONTROL 


Ex-Judge Ransom Says the Board 
of Estimate and P.. S. C. Will 
Both Seek to Serve the Public. . 


. 


To allay the fears of those who think 
that the passage of the Ottinger-Ellen- 
bogen bill by the Legislature over the 
Mayor's veto will result in so much 
friction between the Public Service Com- 
mission and the Board of Estimate that 
the desired improvement on the west 
side will never be accomplished, Will- 
iam L. Ransom, chief counsel of the 
Public Service Commission, said -yes- 
terday that in-other public matters in 
which the -commission and the board 
had joint control the work progressed 
to a successful end. Mr. Ransom, dis- 
cussing.the Mayor’s veto pf the bill, said 
that it had Jed to some unwarranted 
inferences. 

“The fact,’’ he said, ‘‘ that the bill 
proceeds along. lines repeatedly urged 
by Mr. Mitchel, that its enactment this 
year was recommended by such organ- 
izations as the City Club and the Citi- 
zens Union, and that it has twice passed 
both branches of the Legislature with no 
more than two votes at any time in op- 
osition in either house, suggests that 
he measure prepared and recommended 
by the Public Service Commission may 
have merits.’ 

Mr. Ransom said that it had been in- 
timated that the bill sought to. defeat 
the signing of the proposed contract be- 
tween the New York Central Railroad 
Company and the city, that the pro- 
vision in the bill for a periodical read- 
justment of the rental to be paid by 
the railroad for the use of the public 
streets, and that. to divide the responsi- 
bility would all work together to make 
any agreement at all impossible. He 
called attention to the fact that the bill 
restored to the Public Service Commis- 
sion its usual jurisdiction, and that if no 
voluntary agreement is reached between 
the railroad company and the city prior 
to Dec. 1 next the commission may com- 
pel the company to remove its tracks 
and to tunnel or to build a viaduct 
within two years. 

‘The suggestion,’’ said Mr. Ransom, 
‘that to bring the Public Service Com- 
mission into relationship to this trans- 
portation problem would divide reapon-, 
sibility and insure long delay is likewise 
unwarranted by the facts. At the open- 
ing of the year 1911 two transportation 
problems pressed for speedy solution at 
the hands of the city and State authori- 
ties. The first = more difficult of 
these arose from e need for greatly 
increased rapid transit facilities in the 
Borough of Manhattan and the ete 
boroughs. The other arose from the nee 
fore ending the. surface operation of 
steam-drawn trains along the west side 
of, Manhattan. 

‘As to each, the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment and the Public Serv- 
ice Commission for the First District 
ice Commission for the first District had 
ment could become effective without the 
approval of both bodies. So far as the 
local need for additional rapid transit 
facilities were concerned, this dual re- 
sponsibility of the commission .and the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
was continued until an agreement was 
consummated. So far as the need for the 
improvement of the west side situation, 
with its Statewide aspects was concerned, 
the Legislature by Chapter 777 placed 
the function of negotiation solely in the 
hands of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, and provided that the com- 
mission should have nothing to do with 
the terms or. approval of any such con-

“ Assuming that our first troops are 
to go abroad within a year, that will give 
the new officers and the enlisted men 
‘chosen by the selective draft some months 
of training. in this country. -This prob- 
ably will be. followed by more training 
in France before the Americans see real 
action. That will not make them—sea- 
soned troops, of course, because nothing 
can do that but battle, but it will make 
them ready for the seasoning. It will 
give America the best army, both in 
officers and men, that she has ever had 
upon the beginning of hostilities. When 
the embarkation of this army will ac- 


. tually begin depends, of course, more 


upon transportation. facilities than upon 
anything else. It will take at least fortys 
eight ships of 5,000 gross tons each te 
carry One division. That is based on the 


-_ requirements. we have had to meet in 
“sending soldiers to the Philippines. A 


division of. the United States Army, as 
now. organized, consists of 28,324 men 
and stretches out over nineteen miles of 
road in marching order. 

“But that isa digression from the 
matter of the officers we are to get from 
the’ training camps: I have said that 
America is about to have the best new 
army in her history.” That will be so be- 
cause, as big as it is, it is going to be a 
selected army, a*hand-picked army, from 
top to bottom, both as to officers and 
men, and it is not going to lose anything 
from its democratic character by being 
selected. Comparison of the present ‘with 
the‘past methods of the country i in get. 
ting ready to fight is all in favor of the 
present. We have avoided the dangers of 
short enlistments which made our war of 
the revolution and the civil war much 
longer than they should have been; ‘we 
have avoided the dangers of the volunteer 
system, and’ we have avoided the menace 
of putting incompetents in command by 
this.device of the officers’ training corps. 

“As recently as our Spanish war it 
was: possible for a man te get a com- 


: mission by merely agreeing to raise a 
: company. If he got only half a company 


or only. a corporal’s guard he had his 
commission just the same, and the bur- 


. den ‘of. finding men for him to command, 


whether he was fit or not, fell upon the 


. Government. - Now we are finding both 


the men and. the officers and will fit them 


. together i in the best interest of the coun- 


try asa whole, leaving nothing to chance 
or favoritism.

“ And all of them will have their turns 
at serving as officers for the sake of 
the training it will give them, the theory 
being that when a man graduates from 
the camp he will know, from actual ex- 
perience, the duties of the enlisted man, 
the noncommissioned officer, and the 
‘company officer. If he is am applicant 
for a Major’s commission he must also 
know the duties of ‘that rank. If a man 
‘who has begun his training as a Major 


proves incompetent for that rank he will 


lose his commission and come out as a 
company officer. A man already a Cap- 
tain may be found ready for nothing 
higher than a Lieutenancy, and that is 
all he will get. 

“It is possible that some of those 
already commissioned will be found 
unfit for any rank*and they will be 
dropped. That is, those who are now re- 
serve officers, as well as those who-are 
mere applicants, have got to prove ‘in 
the next three months that they are 
worthy or get out. Of course, it is a 
reasonable assumption that those whe 
passed the examinations and got com- 
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missions before the. training will be able 
to pass after the training, but I want to 
make it clear that the holders of those 
commissions have no claim on them that 
the Government cannet set aside. 

“The training is to be divided into 
two periods; one of one month and one of 
two months. The work of the first 
month will be general, and the.same for 
all. After that the applicants -will be 
divided into groups, principally because 
of fitness and the needs of the army, 
partly with reference to the desires of 
individuals as to the arm of the service 
inte which they will go,-the infantry, ar- 
tillery, cavalry, and so on. For the Coast 
Artillery we need only about 800 reserve 
officers from all the camps. For the En- 
gineer Corps. we will train one company 


“of the sixteen camps. 


of 150 éngineer reserve officers in each 
Some of the appli- 
cants will be assigned to the cavalry, 
but it is net contémplated that the coun- 
try will send much cavalry to Eurepe 
at the outset, so the bulk of the new-re- 
serve officers wil} go into the artillery 
and infantry, particularly the infantry. 

“Courses of instruction will be based 
on the work of the officers’ school at 
Fort Leavenworth and upon the experi- 
ence of the British and French armies 
during the last three years. The first 
requisite im the training of modern 
armies is thoroughness and precision in 
the fundamentals and the details. Our 
courses are designed to teach, as thor- 
oughly as possible in the short tim 
available, the duties of an officer; first, 


as instructor, by subjecting the future 
officers to.the same drill aiid individual 
traiming and discipline that they, in turn, 
must give to their future commands; sec- 
ord, as manager, by subjecting them te 
the same modes of life that will ebtain 
im their future commands and showing 
them how to feed and care for the wel- 
fare and sanitation and. confort of their 
future commands; third, as leaders, by. 
illactrating the tactical employment of- 
troops and by giving each an opportunity 
for practice in tactical leadership. 

“To secure uniform progress in all 
seheels a minimum number of hours per 
week for each subject is “prescribed. 
Latitude is thus left to camp command- 
ers for the best adjustment in their 
sehedule of the-prescribed hours to leeal 
conditions and areas. 

“The schedule is based upen a mini- 
mum day of ten hours, usually five hours 
im the morning, three in the afternoen, 
and two for study in the evening. In al- 
letting the total number of hours to each 
week. a small ‘allowance has been made 
for the necessary intermissions. 

“The prescribed schedule for the aver- 
age week will ordinarily be carried out 
from Monday to Friday, inclusive. Sat- 


urday will be used in bringing up to re- 


quirements work which has been inter- 
rupted by weather or other unforeseen 
conditions; for vaccinations, examina- 
tions, tests in horsemanship, &e., for 
which no time is provided; and for ad- 
ditional instruction in such matters as 
the experience of the particular school 
renders advisable. , It is expected that at 
least five hours of each Saturday will be 
devoted to these purposes.”

HE democracy due to conscription 
which none can evade has been 
anticipated.. The volunteer forces 

of the army, navy, and reserves of the 
two services-are full of men who have 
sacrified high professional standing or 
large incomes to take positions as sub- 
ordinate officers; arid full, too, of men 
who have sacrificed high social position 
to enlist as privates or, if better quali- 
fied, to become noncommissioned offi- 
cers. Private Roosevelt, Machinist’s 

Mate Gould, Seamah McAdoo—these are 
some of the names heard at rollcall al- 
ready. ° 

A striking instance of the quality of 
the reserve engineers was furnished at 
the recent ceremonies when Columbia 

University conferred honorary doctorates 
on Marshal Joffre, Vice Premfér Viviani, 
Lord Cunliffe, and the Right Hon. A. J. 
Balfour. One of the chief dignitaries at 
that ceremony was William Barclay Par- 
sons, Chairman of the Board of Trustees 
of the university and one of the most dis- 
tinguished engineers in the city, who pre- 
sided in his khaki uniform as a Major of 
Engineers. Another prominent figure 
was Arthur S. Dwight, internationally 
known as a metallurgist, also a Major in 
the Engineer Corps.

“We plan a minimum day of ten hours,” 
said the Camp Commander, Lieut. Col. 
Paul A. Weif. “This camp will adhere 
as near to the West Point ideas as we can: 
make it.” ¢ 

Colonel Wolf plays no favorites. The 
other day he had a telephone conversa- 
tien with a President of a large uni- 
versity. _“ Why didn’t you take more 
of my men, Colonel Wolf?” the college 
man'said: “ Here are-men from some of 
the first families in the land that you 
have left out.”

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Diary and ‘Letters. of t the Yous American Poet: Who Died for 
FranceGive Vivid Picture of Himself and of His Lifeasa Soldier 








. LAN SEEGER died as he wished 
: to die. He fell with his bay- 
onet pointed toward those 
who had violatedthe soil of 
his beloved France, while her 
vineyards smiled at him in 
the July sunshine ‘and ‘her breezes 
“whipped his blood. “I have a rendezvous 
with death,” wrote the young American 
“soldier and poet in the poem ‘which shares 
-with the sonnets of Rupert Brooke first 
‘rank among the poems of this war. “I 
shall not ‘fail that rendezvous.” He did 
‘not, Over and over again, in his book of 
verses, published a few months ago, he 
shows that he felt the presentiment of 
‘death; yet never does he make you. ré- 
“alize this more keenly than in the pages 
-of a second book by him, prose in form 
but poetry in substance, a book compiled 
‘from his diary and letters and newspaper 
“articles, published yesterday by Scrib- 
ners under the title of “The Diary and 
-Letters of Alan Seeger.” 
' Its pages strike to the very :heart of 
‘the’ man; now they reveal him as a 
‘dreamy poet, stretched out on French 
fields, miles from the cannonade of the 
front, drinking in beauty and peaceful- 
hess; now we have him as a prophet of 
almost uncanny prescience, telling a full 
thirty months ago what this war really 
meant, while older men scoffed and doubt- 
ed and ate the sugary food of optimism; 
and now it is Alan Seeger; idealist and 
soldier, who saw his duty undimmed, and 
followed it, without complaint or falter- 
ing, to death on the slopes of Champagne. 
“ Nothing but good can befall the sol- 
dier,” runs one passage in the diary, “so 
he plays his part well. Come out of the 
ordeal safe and sound, he has had an ex- 
-perience in the light of which all -life 
_thereafter will be three times richer and 
more. beautiful; wounded, he will have 
the esteem and admiration of all men and 
the approbation of his own conscience; 
killed, more than any other-man, he can 
face the unknown without -misgiving— 
‘that is, so long-as death comes upon him 
_in a moment of courage and enthusiasm, 
not of faltering or of fear.” That pas- 
“sage seems to bear out the latest account 
of the exact circumstances of Seeger’s 
death last July, given a few days ago by 
_Charles Kerwood of Bryn Mawr, Penn., 
one of his comrades in France. Kerwood 
“wrote that Seeger, lying. between the 
“French and German. lines. mortally 
“wounded, while his comrades plunged to 
victory, shot himself through the head 
rather than have the death he had wished 


to die marred by the few hours of agony 


which were all that life could give him. 

The young American was in Belgium 
when the Germans crossed the Belgian 
frontier and started on the march to 
“Paris. Without hesitation he took ship 
for France, hurried to Paris and there 
enlisted in the ranks of the Foreign Le- 
gion. After a brief spell of training in 
Southern France, he set out for the front 
‘early in October, 1914. “ Yesterday we 
heard cannon for the first time,” he 
wrote, on Oct. 4, to his mother in Amer- 
ica. “This makes drilling interesting.” 

The legion halted at some distance be- 
hind the front while the finishing touches 
were put on the men before their baptism 

of fire. “I am feeling fine, in my ele- 
ment,” Alan wrote, of these days, “for 
I have always thirsted for this sort of 
thing, to be present always where the 
pulsations are liveliest. Every minute 
here is worth weeks of ordinary expe- 
rience.! This will spoil one for any other 
‘kind of life.” 

In the first November of the war he 
got his baptism of fire, which he narrates 
‘thus in his diary: 

Nov. 4, 1914.—We marched away a week ago 
through the forests under a moonlit sky. The 
roa@ was merely a recent clearing through 
‘the trees to move the. artillery over and was 
almost impassably muddy. Arrived at the 
outer line of trenches, I was sent forward 
into a little trench in the fields to stay awake 
all night with a half dozen others on sentinel 
duty. Rien signalé. 

_ Next day was peaceful and we spent it 
perfecting the little bomb-proof shelters along 
the lines. It was a day well spent, for the 


Germans that up to this time hag been con- 
tent to direct their fire ever our heads on 


“sleep. 


the French batteries behind us began now 
to turn it on our trenches, informed no doubt 
by their. airplanes that buzzed continually 
overhead. The salvos of shrapnel began 


_ bursting in the woods all about us, and we 


were compelled to stay under cover all day 


* long. 


Darkness would hardly begin before a 


.fusillade would start from the lines near by, 
_the cry of ‘‘ Aux-armés,: aux tranchées!” 


would run from door to door, and we would 
hasten out into the night to wait in the 
muddy ditches while the buHets ‘whistled 
about us. But these fusillades would always 


~die out, provoked probably: only: by German 
_patrols seeking to discoyer.our position. 


After 
the Cirst experience we were forced to stay 
up all night, but later we became used to it 
and were allowed to go back to our holes to 
In this way we would hustle out into 
the darkness four or fives times in a single 
night, at first a little uneasy, but in the end

I shall never forget the 
beauty of this Winter landscape, the delicate 
skies, the little villages under their smoking 
roofs. : 
Am feeling perfectly happy and contented. 


- This life agrees with me; there will be war 
-for many years to come in Europe, and I 


shall continue to be a soldier as: long as 
there is war. 


In January they moved the Foreign 
Legion into the most dangerous sector on 
that part of the front and Alan Seeger 
had his first taste of. the Germans at 


“elosé quarters, which he narrates thus to 


his father: 


The patrols come down every night and 
harass our outposts in the most nerve- 
racking kind of warfare. Four days. almost 
without sleep, constant assignment to petit

only bothered. In the daytime.we slept, 
oblivious to the shells that burst around us. 

In a letter to his father Seeger wrote: 
“This is what is distressing about the 
kind of warfare we are up against—be- 
ing harried by an invisible enemy and 
standing up to all the dangers of battle 
without any of its exhilaration or en- 
thusiasm. In comparison with it a bay- 
onet charge would be desirable and the 
command welcome to us all.” Later, he 
said in a letter to his father: “ As long 
as this condition lasts the danger is very 
slight, and it may last all Winter. If it 
does it will be more to your satisfaction 
than mine.” 

When the squalor and misery of trench 
life became too much for the young poet 
he “ played truant,” as he puts it, and 
escaped into pleasanter surroundings. 
Here isa characteristic entry in the 
diary, dated Dec. 22, 1914: 

‘Went to a farm near by today and, waiting 
for coffee to be heated, missed rassemble- 
ment of company at noon. May get into 
trouble for this later, but it has given me 
at least a free afternoon. An afternoon of 
memorable beauty; mild, sunny weather and

pile of betterave in the field behind Cuiry. 
It is s0 seldom one can get off by one's seif 


poste, sometimes twelve out of twenty-four 
hours on guard in the most dangerous posi- 
tions. 

It was in one of these that I came for the 
first time in immediate contact with the 
enemy in a most unfortunate affair. I was 
standing guard under the wall of a chateau 
park with a comrade when a patrol sneaked 
up on the other side and threw a hand 
grenade over, which sputtered a moment at 
our feet and went out without exploding. 

Without crying to arms, I left the other 
sentry on the spot and walked down to the 
petit poste, about 100 meters. away, and 
called out the Corporal of the Guard. We 
walked back to the spot togtther and had 
hardly arrived when another bomb came 
over, which _ exploded among us with a tre- 

tion. In the confusion that 
followed the attacking party burst in the door 
that covered a breach in the wall at this 
spot and poured a volley into our midst, kill- 
ing our Corporal instantly and getting away 
before we had time to fire a shot. 

During the rest of that first Winter 
and the Spring of 1915 Alan Seeger’s 
letters home are brimful of narratives of 
adventure and narrow escape, of flashes 
of beautiful description and déep phi- 
losophy, of prophetic insight and heroic 
forgetfulness of self. To a letter from 
his mother chiding him for having en- 
listed in a war that was much longer than 
he could have foreseen, he replied: 





You are quite wrong about my not realiziag 
what I was going into ‘when I enlisted. I 


- had not been living for two-years in Europe 


without coming to understand the situation 
very well, and I was under no illusion that 
the conflict which was to decide the fate of 
empires and remake the map of Europe would 
be a matter of a few months: * * * 
Personally, I can see no end at present. It 
will probably come about *hrough influences 
other than military, quite unforeseen now. 


To his father he wrote how a German 
bullet had almost done for him—“ the 
ball: just grazed my arm, tore the sleeye 
of-my capote and raised a lump on the 
biceps which is still sore, but the skin 
was not broken.” Then, to reassure hig 
mother, he wrote on the back of a pict- 
ute postcard: “ We are just night watch- 
men at present, which does not please ma, 
but which ought to comfort mother.” 

He wrote to her after the news of the 
Lusitania had reached the men in the 
trenches, saying that the soldiers were all 
very excited about it,.and adding: 

I suppose American public sentiment is ter- 
ribly wrought up, but I have no hope that 
Washington will do anything, and I was met 
surprised to see that 
had been instructed to ask for an official 
report, on the basis of which a new note 
will be drawn up. Why -in the name of all 
dignity does not the American Government 
act or shut up, for the Gazette de Cologne 
explicitly states that all indignant protesta- 
tions will be received with absolute coldness? 

I cannot understand the Américan state of 


mind, nor why Americans have the temerity - 


to venture into a declared war zone, much 
less let their wives and children go there, 
when any one with a grain of sense might 
have foreseen what has _happened. They 
might just as well come over here and ge 
out Maying in front of our barbed wire. 


Two years ago this month Alan Seeger 
and his comrades were transferred to a 
post near Rheims, so close to the Ger- 
man trenches that the soldiers of the 
two sides could shout remarks at each 
other. 


And while the German shells fell daily 
in Rheims, threatening its sublime cathe- 
dral with utter ruin, Seeger, out there in 
the trenches, dodging “ snipers,” shiver- 
ing beneath the trickling water fromthe 
roofs of the dugouts, deep in filth and 
stench, looking at death eye to eye, wrote 
this in his diary: 


What is Virgil's line about the pleasure it 
will be sometime to recali having once done 
these things? I have known that all along, 
through no matter what fatigue and monot- 
ony. Never have I regretted doing what I 
am doing, nor would I at this moment be 
anywhere else than I am. I pity the poor 
civilians who shall hever have seen or knowm 
the things that we have seen and known. 
Great as- are the pleasures that they are 
continuing to enjoy and that: we have re- 
nounced, the sense of being the instrument “ 
of Destiny ig to me a-source of greater satis< 
faction. 


And here are splendid words of cheer 
to his grieving mother at home: 

You must not be anxious about my not 
coming back. The chances are about ten to 
one that I will. But if I should not, you 
must be proud, like a Spartan mother, and 
feel that it is your contribution to the 
triumph of the cause whose righteousness 
you feel so keenly. 

Everybody should take part in this struggle 
which is to have so decisive an effect, not 
only on the nations engaged but on all 
humanity. There should be no neutrals, but 
every one should bear some part of the bur~ 
den. If so large a part should fall to your 
share, you would be in so far superior te 
other women and should be correspondingly 
proud. There would be nothing to regret, 
for I could not have done otherwise than 
what I did, and I think I could not have 
done better. 

Death is nothing terrible after all. It may 
mean something @en more wonderful than 
life. It cannot possibly mean anything worse 
to the good soldier. So do not be unhappy, 
but no matter what happens walk with your 
head high and glory in your large share of 
whatever credit the world may give me. ‘ 


While he was posted near Rheims See< 
ger could look over toward the Fort of 
Brimont, whence came the German shells 
that were slowly murdering the great 
cathedral—the same fort toward which 
the men of General Nivelle are now 
creeping day by day. Alan Seeger, the 
poet, speaks iri these lines from the diary!

Labor Member of Parliament Says “Al Elements Are Now 
United—Radical Permanent Changes May Come After War. 








ABORING men of England have 
little patience with the claims 
ef the Socialists in their coun- 
try and in America that the 
nationalization of industries 
and public utilities under the 

etress of war means the triumph of 
socialism. Such was the statement made 
the other day by the Right Hon. C. 
W. Bowerman and James H. Thomas, 
the two labor members of the British 
Parliament. who were sent to this 
country by Lloyd George at the re- 
quest of Samuel Gompers to convey a 
war message from the laboring men of 
Great Britain to those of the United 
States. Mr. Bowerman is a ‘privy coun- 
eilor and secretary of the Parliamentdry 
Committee of the British Trades Union 
Congress. Mr.-Thomas is General Sec- 
retary of. the National Union of Rail- 
waymen of Great Britain and Ireland. 

It was over their afternoon cup of -tea 
at the Hotel Bellevue in. Washington that 
the two Members of Parliament found 
the time for an interview. 

“England is not committed one way 
or the other~as to the matter of restor- 
ing to private ownership or keeping in 
public ownership the railroads, coal 
mines, and other industries after the 
war,” said Mr. Thomas. “ The country 
has simply taken these things over as 
a matter of war expediency. What it 
will do after the war will be determined 
separately for each industry involved, 
each case on its own merits and accord- 
infg to the circumstances then pre- 
vailing. e* 

“ But whatever may be decided in these 
matters after the war, it is foolish to 
boast of the nationalization of England’s 
industries as a victory for socialism. That 

- is a purely academic question, and a very 
petty one as compared with the real 
problems with which England is con- 
fronted. It is immaterial whether this 
is a victory for socialism or not. That 
is not what England and her laboring 
people were thinking about. I doubt if 
many of the Socialists were, or are, think- 
ing about such a victory as some of their 
writers claim. We were all thinking 
about a victory for England and her al- 
lies, and nothing else, and the nation- 
alization of industries seemed to be one 
of the wise things to do to further that 
victory. It not only seemed to be se, 
but it has proved to be so. It has shown 
itself to be absolutely essential to keep 
the country going in war time. But let 
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have placed the heavy guns that fire on 
Rheims and the cathedral. Fitting death for 
an artist, to fall avenging this outrage to Art 
in one of its most perfect manifestations! 

When news came to the trenches of the 

. German advance through Galicia, Seeger 
saw clearly what was coming, in spite of 
“ all the depreciation of the allied press.” 
Writing on June 26, he said: “I believe 
that the Germans will cut in now from 
north and south and that Warsaw will 
be theirs within a month.” It took them 
a month and a few days. During the 
following August we find Seeger reading 
Treitschke’s “ Lectures on Politics,” ber- 
rowed from Victor Chapman—also fated 
te die for France within the year—and 

_ greatly depressed over the news from the 
eastern front. 

In August his mother again wrote, giv- 
ing rein te her heartbroken solicitude for 
her son. In his reply Alan Seeger wrote 
lines as poignant and beautiful as any in 
the poems that so triumphantly outlive 
him: 

Given my nature, I could net have done 
otherwise than I have done. Anything con- 


eeivable that I might have done had I not 


enlisted would have been less than what I 
am doing now, and anything that I may do 
after the war is over, if I survive, will be 
too. I have always had the passion to 

the biggest part within my reach, and it 

in @ sense a supreme success to be 

play this. If I do not come out, I 

the good fortune of those who dis- 

the pinnacle of their careers. Come 


us call i ig ee toe poker apaoboe saad 
podient to produce certain material re- 
sults with ne reference whatever to 
idealistic notions of those who pretend 
to see in it something else. If such a 
sacrifice of lives as we are now having 
were necessary to bring about the Re- 
public of Socialism, I should say deliver 
the world from any such republic. 

“T do not think the railroads will ever 
be restored te private ownership in 
Great Britain. I doubt if anybody over 
there thinks so. The laboring people, 
the middle classes, the Government, and 
railroad officials and former owners are 
all satisfied with the present Govern- 
ment.management and see no good rea- 
son why we should change back. When 
the Government took the railways and 
coal mines it guaranteed to stockhold- 
ers the same profits that the properties 
had been earning before the war. As 
a matter of fact, some of the roads are 
earning more money than they did be- 
fore the war, despite the fact that they 
are transporting troops free, and the ex- 
cess over the pre-war profits is avail- 
able for the country’s war expenses. So 
these things are causing England to ask: 
‘If Government ownership of railways 
As so successful in time of war, why 
wouldn’t it be the best economic ar- 
rangement in the normal times of the 
future peace?’ - 


« When we come to the conl-mines, it 


is a different story. So far as Govern- 
ment ownership and management are 
concerned, the mines offer a much more 
complicated problem im economics than 
the roads. For example, there are many 
more purely commercial aspects. It is 
true that everybedy has to have coal, but 
nevertheless the product of the mine is 
not a public utility im the same obvious 
sense that the railway is one. We ex- 
port a great deal of coal in times of 
peace—something to be mentioned as a 
sample of the complications involved. 
The Government ean hardly go into the 
-export business on its ewn account. 
«‘The mine problem, from a public 
ownership angle, was so complicated that 
England did net take it up until after 
she had been fighting for two years and 
a half. It was not supposed te be a 
practical issue at ail. What really drove 


.us te taking over the mines was extor- 


tion. They began to increase the price. 
At first the Government fixed the price 
at the mouth of the mine, but that did not 
suffice, for then the middlemen resorted 


to love France and understand the almost un- 
exampled nobility of the effort this admirable 
people is making, for that will be the surest 
way of your finding comfort for anything 
that I am ready to suffer in their cause. 

Then came September of 1915 and with 
it the Champagne offensive, when Joffre 
hurled his men at the German lines in an 
effort to sweep them out of France. Into 
that offensive Alan Seeger went with 
high hope: “These will be sublime mo- 
ments,” he jotted down in his diary, and, 
later, the night before the assault: “I 
have been waiting for this moment for 
more than a year. It will be the greatest 
moment of my life. I shall take good 
care to live up to it.” 

Here the diary ended with these words: 
“This diary continued in another which 
I will carry in the pocket of my capote.” 
But all efforts, by faithful kin and friends 
of Alan Seeger, to find that diary, have 
been in vain. 

After that charge, however, Alan con- 
tinued to send letters home. “ Have 
taken many prisoners,” he wrote his 
mother on Oct. 4, 1915. “Am sending 
sister as souvenir some German letters 
picked up in the trenches we carried.” 
To his mother he wrote a leng description 
ef his part in the fighting, full of fiash- 
ing bits of phrase. 

After the fury and horror of battle we 
have Alan Seeger the poet and philoso- 


-pher again; in the lull that came to the 
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to extortion. There alse arose troubles 


between the miners and the owners, the 
workers, accusing the owners of the 
mines of taking advantage of the war to 
exploit both the public and their em- 
ployes. So the Government solved the 
whole difficulty fer the period of the 
war by taking over the mines, just as it 
had taken the railways at the outset, and 
agreed at the same time not to reduce 
mine wages during the war. This was 
done With the approval of many of the 
mine owners and with the same guaran- 
tee of profits to stockholders that had 
been earned before the war. 

“The arrangements for taking over 
the munitions plants and the many con- 
eerns which had been diverted from the 
making of commodities of peace into mak- 
ing war supplies had to be carried out on 
a different basis so far as the sharing of 
profits was concerned. For all such in- 
dustries the Government ruled that not 
more than 20 per cent. of the net profits 
should go to the stockholders. 

“ As I have already said, I think the 
railways will be retained after the war 
by the Government and that the mines 
will probably be restored to private own- 


‘ership. The matter of munitions plants 


offers a third phase of the problem. In 
the first place, we shall have to ask, 
What are munitions? At the present 
time in England almost everything comes 
into that category, even our shipping. 
Much of this industry, ef course, will be 
reconverted to peaceful pursuits, and 


‘much of it will agaim become privately 


owned. But labor will mever consent that 
the munitions imdustry itself shall be 
again privately owned. Before this war 
munitions makers in England and Ger- 
many were making war material for all 
the prospective belligerents, and these 
supplies were being sent about to dif- 
ferent countries, regardless of what their 
future relations might be. That sort of 
thing gives te the munitions maker a 
vested interest in war. It provokes war. 
Labor will rule against that. Hereafter, 
in England at least, the making of arms 
and armament and ammunition must be 
a Government-owned industry, with no 
commercial features whatever. 

“There is one other thing that might 
be mentioned in connection with the 
railways, and that is the canals. These 
waterways had become practically dere- 
liet, principally because the railroads 
put them out of business to destroy com- 
petition, but the Government has now 


wrote to his mother, who had heard ru- 


mors of his death: 
I should have arranged to cable after the 
attack had I known that any such absurd 
rumors had been started. Here one has a 
wholesome notion of the unimportance of the 
individual. It needs an effort of imagination 
to comeeive of its making any particular dif- 
ference to any one or anything if one gues 
under. So many better men have gone and 
yet the world rolls on just the same. * * * 
Your letter naturally made me unhappy, 
for it is only im thinking ef yeu that any 
possible doubts can rise in my mind about 
having done well in coming here. Philoso- 
phy, I know, cannet modify the natural sen- 
timents of the heart, se I will refrain from 
commenting on your letter. I cam only say 
that I am perfectly content here and happier 
that I possibly could be anywhere else. I 
was @ spectator, now I am an actor. I was 
in a shallow, now I am meving im the full 
current. It is better im every respect, and 
since it was inevitable, there is no use la- 
menting. 


In December he wrote: 


Meanwhile the conflagration spreads, and 
there is net the smallest glimpse of hope 


~ 


taken them over, and will probably re- 
tain them after the war and restore 
them to a part, at least, of their former 
usefulness. 

“In every case where the Government 
has taken over an industry, it has left 
its actual operation in the hands of the 
former experienced personnel, both im 
the executive and labor departments. 

“The sort of peace that is arrived at 
will be one of the factors that will de- 
termine what the country will do, in the 
future immediately following the war, - 
with the industries it has taken over. 
If we have an inconclusive peace, tainted 
with the germs of another war in the 
near future, England will surely make 
no industria] change. She will merely 
keep herself in readiness for the resump- 
tion of actual hostilities, as will all the 
rest of the world. We shall simply con- 
tinue to be an armed camp with all our 
industries on a war basis. 

“ But we are not leoking for an incon- 
elusive peace. The best guarantee that 
we have of the peace that the world myst 
have is the fact that, for purely moral 
-reasons, the United States has entered 
the war.” 

In reply to a esisliea. indicated by his 
answer, Mr. Thomas said: 

“Tt would not be true to say that 
England has blamed your country for 
not coming into the war before. Perhaps 
some of us have wished long before thig 
that‘ you would come in, but we havg 
had. some idea of your difficulties, and— 
‘this I may say with great emphasis— 
England has never had any doubt of the 
motives of President Wilson, never any 
fear that this country would not do the 
right thing at the right time. 

“As to the labor interests which JF 
represent, I can say this much: Al 
though we have been called upon to make 
tremendous sacrifices, as our casualty 
lists indicate, the Government has from 
the beginning consulted and sought the 
advice of labor in this war, and the 
standards of wages and working hours 
have been maintained. Incidentally, the 
Government has promised that after the 
war all the rules and trades union prac- 
tices will be restored. 

“In this country the attitude of labor 
will depend largely.upon whether your 
Government also confers with organized 
labor. Nothing could be a greater blun- 
der than not to take labor into your full 
confidence.”

Somme were everywhere. “I shall prob- 
ably write nothing but postcards hence- 
forth,” Seeger told a friend in Paris. 
“In moments like these words are 
futile.” And, to another, the day before 
the attack that opened what was to be 
his last battle: “I will write you secon if 
I get through all right. If not, my only 
earthly care is for my poems. * * * 

“I am glad to be going in the first 
wave. If you are in this thing at all, # 
is best to be in to the limit. And this 
ig the supreme experience.” 

That was on the 28th of June. On the 
3d of July the Foreign Legion received 
the order te wrest the village of Belloy- 
en-Santerre from the Germans. 

The legion charged. “I caught sight 
ef Seeger,” wrote 2 comrade later, “ and 
called to him, making a sign with my 
hand. He answered with a smile. How 
pale he was!- His tall silhouette steod 
out on the green of the cornfield. He 
was the tallest man in his section. His 
head erect and pride in his eye, I saw 
him running forward, with bayonet fixed. 
Seon he disappeared, and that was the 
last time I saw my friend.” 

Next day—the 4th of July, 1916—¢ 
party ventured into the deadly “ No Man’s 
Land” between the trenches and found 
Alan Seeger, lying dead. His body was

Federal Cemmission Just Appoirited to Solve Vital Problem 
of Healthful Recreation for Young Men of Our New Armies 








RINK and immorality have 
been the bane of the sol- 
diers’ camps in all eoun- 
tries. At times as many 
as one-fourth of the enroll- 
ment have been im the 

elutch of one or the other. In Europe, 
during the present war, the ravages of 
disease and the effects of inebriety have 
been so extensive at times that the most 
stringent regulations have been estab- 
lished. But in the main the measures 
adopted have been repressive and cura- 
tive after the fact. The attack on the 
camp evils was not begun until their in- 
roads made action imperative. 

In the United States the problem of 
camp evils is to be attacked in a way and 
on a scale never undertaken in the world 
before. Greatest emphasis is to be 
placed on prevention, on effective action 
before the fact, instead of after it. To 
achieve this, to evolve a new kind of sol- 
diers’ training camp, is the task of the 
mewly appointed Federal Commission on 
Training Camp Activities. Already this 
work has begun, with the opening of the 
thirteen training camps for the prelim- 
inary officers’ training corps. 

It is known that there was much rival- 
ry in different parts of the country for 
the location of the camps. The com- 
munities that won are proud, both for 
the honor and the profit. But their vic- 
tery is not necessarily permanent. So 
important, so primary, does the Secretary 
ef War regard the work for which the 
new commission was created that if a 
community near which a camp is now 
situated persistently refuses to co-oper- 


ate in the control] of. vice the camp will 


be moved to some other place. 

Immediately around the camps will be 
zones, according to the plans of the com- 
mission, to bar out infections and alco- 
holic excess, but the aim will be, in fol- 
lowing out the later principles of psychol- 
ogy, to withdraw, so far as possible, the 
attention of the soldier from the rigid 
restrictions of the zones by the organized 
presentation of better means of recrea- 
tion and enjoyment. It is to be a great 
affirmative system, instead of a merely 
sterile negative one. 
_ In order to develop this feature, te 
supply the new ideas and the new ma- 
chinery to earry the purpose into effect, 
experts in recreational activity and re- 
laxation methods have been named for 
the commission. Raymond B. Fosdick, 
the Chairman, formerly Commissioner 
ef Accounts of New York City, has pre- 
viously made special study for the Secre- 
tary of War on the Mexican border and 
in Canada. Other members are Dr. Joseph 
E. Raycroft,. Professor of Hygiene and 
Director of Physical Education at Prince- 
ton University; Joseph Lee, President of 
the Playgrounds Association ef America; 
John R. Mott of the International Y. M. 
C. A.; Lee F. Hanmer of the Sage Foun- 
dation, Charles P. Neill of Washington, 
Thomas J. Howells of Pittsburgh, Mal- 
colm L. McBride of Cleveland, and Major 
Palmer E. Pierce of the United States 
Army. 

Mr. Fosdick, discussing the work of the 
commission, had this to say: 
_ “The cofimission has two distinct 
functions: First, we are charged with the 
responsibility of keeping the Secretary of 
War informed as to conditions in training 
camps and the zones surrounding them. 
Secretary Baker is determined that the 
training camps shall be as free from vice 
and drunkenness as it is humanly possi- 
ble to make them. In the second place, 
eur task is to co-ordinate the different 
agencies that are seeking an opportunity 
for service among the soldiers. We are 
- eperating as a clearing house to eliminate 
the waste and competition of overlapping 
organizations, at the same time stimu- 
lating rational recreational facilities. 
.“ Our first function is aimed, of course, 
te do away with the evils that have been 
teo often associated with army life, not 
only in America, but in Europe. Our 
boys are to be drafted into service. We 
cannot afford to draft them into a demor- 
alizing environment. The responsibility 
ef the Government is doubly obvious in 


view of the measure of conscription. A 
man might-volunteer for service and run 
his chance with vicious surroundings. 
When conscription comes into play, how- 
ever, the Government itself must assume 
the responsibility for eliminating these 
evils. It is a responsibility which we 
owe to the families of the men, to the 
communities from which they come, and 
to the men themselves. 

“The amendments to the Army bill 
now pending before Congress will, of 
course, be of immense aid to the Govern- 
ment in carrying out this purpese. Other 
instruments, however, can be employed. 
It will be possible in many cases, I be- 
lieve, to secure the co-operation of the 
local Government officials to keep local 
conditions clean. When such co-opera- 


* tion is not possible, and in the failure of 


all other attempts on the part of the 








with regiments, brigades with brigades, 
and divisions with divisions. 

“ A member of the British Mission now 
in Washington, Colonel Goodwin, told me 
that these games which had been encour- 
aged, in fact, enforced, by the army offi- 
‘cials in France were one of the great in- 
fluences in keeping men sane and bal- 
anced behind the lines. The War Col- 
lege in Washington now has under con- 
sideration ‘an adaptation of the Aldershot 
system submitted by our commission. It 
will be carried out, I believe, in all the 
camps in the United States. 

“ Another important function lies in 
the line: of co-operation between camps 
and the communities in the neighborhood 
—to make the community feel its respon- 
sibility for providing amusement and 
recreation, and plenty of amusement and 
recreation for men on leave. Joseph Lee,

Government to eliminate vicious sur- 
roundings, it is the intention of the Sec- 
retary of War to move the camp. 

“On the positive side of our program 
is the necessity of competing with what 
I have termed ‘ demoralizing influences,’ 
such as the saloon and the vice resort. 
This function of our work divides itself 
naturally into several lines. Within the 
camp activities of the Y. M. C. A., an 
organization now officially recognized by 
an executive order of the President, as 
Commander in Chief of the armies, form 
an important part in the recreatjonal 
program. In connection with the work, 
but under the direct control of the army, 
is the promotion of athletic sports and 
games such. as are now.carried on in 
England under the Aldershot plan, and 
promoted to a large extent in Canada. 
Briefly, these games are built up on the 
inter-unit system, their idea being to de- 
velop the competitive instinct im the sol- 
dier. Boxing, wrestling, bayonet exer- 


cise, and all ferms of hard physical 


games are followed. Everybody must 
take part. Squads with squad 





eompanies with companies, regiments : 


a member of the commission, is himself 
President of the Playground and Recrea- 
tion Association of America, and has gen- 
eral charge under the commission of this 
important activity. We shall have an 
expert community organizer in every 
town or city in the neighborhood of all 
the camps in the United States, whose 
aim it will be to co-ordinate all the ac- 
tivities along this line. Just at present 
we ,jhave thirteen of these trained men in 
the communities nearest the thirteen Of- 
ficers’’ Reserve Camps now opening up. 
Dr. Rowland Haynes, for example, is 
representing us at Plattsburg, and 
through his efforts a lecal committee has 
been organized, and all agencies intend- 
ing to work in Plattsburg will find full 
scepe for their plans in the large pro- 
gram that has been laid out, while over- 
lapping will be eliminated. 

“In some communities, for examnle, 
outside the camps, there- will be ‘can- 
teens’ for the soldiers run by women’s 
organizations, where food and tobacco 
can be obtained at cost prices, and where 


an opportunity will be afforded for meet- 


ing and talking with women. In Toronte 


the ‘Take the Soldier Home for Dinner 


Movement’ was organized, and through 
this agency a number of men found 
homes which they could visit whenever 
they were on leave in the city. Work 


of this kind can be multiplied almost in- : 


definitely. 

“Too many of the evils surrounding 
camp life in the past are traceable te 
the lack of adequate amusement and ra- 
tional recreation for the soldier: Our 
commissien does not intend to attempt 
to apply impracticable idealistic stand- 
ards. We shall be dealing with a fine 
lot of healthy, red-blooded men, and we 
must have healthy, red-blooded forms of 
recreation. My point is that there must 
be plenty of it to absorb the surplus ener 
gies of the soldiers in their hours of re 
laxation.” 

Dr. Raycroft of Princeton, another 
member of the commission, said that he 
considered the idea of the creation of a 
new kind of environment for the soldier 
in camp cne of the greatest that had 
come out of the war. 

“ The work as I see it will divide itself 
into two divisions—one to throw safe- 
guards around the camp to limit _the sale 


of alcoholic liquor and to keep out the. 


immoral women; the other to provide 
attractive and varied forms of recrea- 
tion,” he explained. “ Work along these 
lines will not only have a profound ef- 
fect on the efficiency of the soldiers, 
but also on the communities to which 
they return after the war is over. It 
makes a great difference whether’a 
group of men come back to a community 
with clean ideals and clean bodies or the 
opposite. Much will depend on how the 
work is instituted. Most of the soldiers 
will be young, in the formative period 
Their family ties will have been cut. 
They will be adrift in a good many ways. 
There should be agencies at hand to pick 
up these loose strands of life and weave 
them in vital touch with influences that 
are good. The indulgence of bad habits, 
of the lower appetites, is due to the lack 
of something better to do. 

“A variety of forms of recreation and 
entertainment should be provided. They 
will have to be based in general on 3 
study of the time when the men are off 
duty. Take the less active forms of 
recreation and rest. There should be 


. well-arranged reading rooms, with ample 


facilities for letter writing. Moving pic- 
tures would afford an enjoyable di- 
version in this class. There should be 
dramaties also, preferably with the boys 
taking part. 

“In the more active forms of recrea- 
tion there is a wide field\te draw from, 
These divide themselves into more and 
less highly organized games. Baseball 
belongs to the former, volley ball and 
quoits to the latter. In baseball, in @ 
large camp, there could be a league com- 
posed of a number of clubs from differ 
ent regiments; one may imagine how 
the interest in close contests of this 
kind would grow.

The 
Young Women’s Christian Association is 
another agency that sHould be of much 
assistance. The Red Cross is a third from 
which much is expected. The aid of the 
various churches may: be counted upon 
te cause a community to exert its best 
infkzace op a camp. It only needs the 
joining together ef these benign forces 
to make a new environment for the sol< 
dier when off duty and to put life inte 
an ideal that will strive to return him 
ee

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To Win Victory America Must “Face the Music’, 


We Have a. Hard Road Before Us After Our Many Delays in 
Starting, But “War Has Proved Germans Are Not Supermen” 














INCE April 6 the United States 
of America has been at war with 
the German Empire, although 
the German Empire had practi- 
cally been at war with the United 
States since the sinking of the 

* first’ American merchantman by subma- 

rines without warning, under the zone 

order of Feb. 4, 1915. The existence of 
war was clearly shown by the sinking of 

the Lusitania May 7, 1915. 
+. The new. German order of Feb. 4, 1917, 

announced -general war on all maritime 

neutrals by authorizing the capture of 
any vessel, carrying any flag, with any 
kind of cargo, bound to or from any 
port, which might enter a certain area of 
the sea infested with German subma- 
rines. 

The formal declaration of war by the 

United States was justified because it 


accorded with the actual facts. The pres- 


ent war with Germany exists by the will 
of Germany, through the acts of Ger- 
many, in defiance of the peaceful intent 
and negotiations of the United States. 

Unless some of the recent fires and 
explosions in this country are a part of 
that secret German’ method of making 
war upon noncombatants which was prac- 
ticed for two years and a half before 
formal war broke out, unless they are 
the work of agents of the German Gov- 
ernment, nothing has yet occurred which 
deserves the name of a fight between 
armed representatives of two great war- 
ring nations. We need to think out what 
active war will mean. We must face the 
music! 

Some confusion exists in the public mind 
and even in the State Department as to 
just who our enemies are. Not the Ger- 
mans in general, for President Wilson in 
his great address of April.2. distinctly 
announced that we had no quarrel with 
the people of Germany, but rather with 
their Government. Not unnaturalized 
German citizens who were in the United 
States when the war broke out, for the 
treaty of 1828 with Germany, which by its 
terms was expressly intended to last over 
in case of war between the .two coun- 
tries, provides that the merchants of each 
nation within the territories of the other 
shall have nine months to close up their 
business, and then may freely depart, 
while other Germans “ may continue their 
respective employments,” and shall be 


protected in the possession of their prop- 


erty. 

To be sure, these privileges are limited 
under the alien enemies act of 1798, 
which is still in force, by the power of 
the President to arrest and imprison sub- 
jects of a hostile country whom he judges 
to be dangerous to our peace and safety. 

“The horse-leech hath two daughters, 
erying, give! give!” So our enemy has 
two fronts or aspects, one called the Ger: 
man Empire, the other the Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire. Both are essentially 
German Powers, for the Dual Empire 
after three defeats by Serbian forces, 
was gathered in under the wing of the 
Prussian eagle. The Austrian and Hun- 
garian armies were placed under the com- 
mand of German officers, and the field 
eampaigns against- Russia, Serbia, and 
Pumania were backed up by German 
troops, without which al] three must have 
failed. 

With Austria-Hungary we have no di- 
rect quarrel. The Austrian Government 
apologized in the Ancona case for the 
only proved destruction of Americans by 
an Austrian- submarine. Nevertheless, 
that country feels compelled to be our 
enemy also, although neither side dreams 
of sending armies or navies to fight the 
other. 


What about Turkey, a country within 
which are numerous American mission- 
aries and business men? The Sublime 
Porte presents no grievance against this 
country; but the mailed shoe of Ger- 
many has trodden upon the Sultan’s toe 
as a.warning that no- partner of Ger- 
many.can also be a friend of Germany’s 
enemies. Hence we.are waging an opéra 
» bouffe war. with the Turkish: Empire, in

which the Turkish statesmen treat Amer- 
icans with courtesy and order that they 
be protected throughout the empire. 

What about Bulgaria, that bridgeland 
of Europe through and over which Ger- 
man culture and military power are to 
reach Asia Minor, Mesopotamia, and 
eventually the Suez Canal and British 
India? Bulgaria has no more cause for 
being our enemy than Dahomey or 
Burmah. The one great enemy of the 
United States is the Empire of Germany. 

The Germans for a long time hesitated, 
made distinctions between allied and 
neutral vessels, excused themselves for 
the sinking of the Lusitania, actually 
apologized for the destruction of the 
Arabic and the Sussex, and for a long 
time refrained from “doing their 
damnedest.” Not till last February did 
they nerve themselves up to the policy of 
general devastation. Their point of view 
was simple and unabashed: in maritime 
affairs-they wanted no neutrals, would 
endure no neutrals, and tore neutrality 
to tatters. They disproved the law of 
neutrality by running amuck among their. 
nearest friends and neighbors. __ 

They appear to have sunk ships bound 
from oversea neutral «ports -to ~Dutch 
ports, carrying cargoes which might: per- 
haps have leaked through to Germany. 
They are also aiming at the commercial 
ruin of Spain and Scandinavian. powers, 


for no other reason than that they trade“ 


with the Allies. Malicious! 


Execrable! 
Frightful! 7 


The United States is at- war because - 


Germany was determined that. we showd 
not remain neutral and thus preserve our 
privilege of trade..and commerce and 
freedom of the sea. We cannot fight, 
however, for those precious principles 
and at the same time deny the right of 
Switzerland, Holland, and the Scandina- 
vian powers to trade with their. imme- 
diate neighbor, Germany. To refuse sup- 
plies to Switzerland because that country 
exchanges products’ with Germany for 
coal and other necessities of life, to em- 
bargo Denmark tecause that country 
sells butter and cheese both to Great 
Britain and to Germany, would be to cut 
out the ground from under our own 
feet. Fame . 

Face the music! We are the great 
world defender of the right of neutrals 
to trade with either or both belligerents 
during a war. .We must either stand by 
that or else.accept the German conten- 
tion that we have gone into the war 
simply to save the Allies from’ destruc- 
tion. 


‘ William Tecumseh Sherman called on 
President Abraham Lincoln in 1861 and 
gave it as his. professional opinion that 
more than 100,000 men would be neces- 
sary to fight the civil war. Lincoln put 
him off with an “I guess we can keep 
house,” and Sherman for a time -was 
looked upon as a crazy man. 

No such error has been made this time. 
The Secretary of War reckons the new 
national army by millions. 

He lisped in numbers, 
For the numbers came. 

In our last war of 1898 the total num- 
ber of enlistments was only about 250,- 
000, and the invading force which landed 
in -Cuba was 17,000. Now we, realize 
that not less than 10,000,000 men have 
been killed; have died by disease, or been 
disabled in this great war. We know that 
English, French, Russians, Germans, 
Austrians, and Turks have poured 
millions-of men into the fray, to melt 
away like metal thrown into a furnace. 

‘We recognize that it is no use for us 
to raise an army unless it is numerous 


lion, three million men if the war lasts 
long enough. That potentiality is doubt- 
less a great comfort to our allies. The 
spectacle of even a small force, plus T. 
F., actually landed in France wil] hearten 
the English, the French, and the Bel- 
gians, who have so nobly held and moved 
eastward that terrible line of battle. 
Potentialities will have no effect what- 
ever upon the Germans. They are not 
afraid of .Theodore Roosevelt or the 
United States Government, or any num- 
ber of millions of untrained and undis- 
ciplined men, or of God Almighty. If a 


year hence they see on their front fifty - 


miles of line manned by men in the O. D. 


uniforms, or if they are convinced that- 


such forces are actually on foot and can 
be transported to Europe, then the Amer- 
ican Army will play in the great war 
the part to which a nation of a hundred 
millions is entitled. 

To raise that force means a subtrac- 
tion of millions from a,labor market al- 
ready cramped. It means an annual ex- 
pense of a thousand million dollars for 
every million soldiers. The army must 
be raised, but the country will not enjoy 
the process. We must put the thing 
through—but we must pay the bills. 

When our armies are ready to fight 
they must fight somewhere. All the 
world knows that if the United States 
and Germany were at this moment the 
only two powers at war, the Germans 
would stand a good chance of landing in 
this country and teaching the people of 
New York or Ohio the modern method 


-of dealing with a conquered nation. Our 


European allies are a rampart against 
such an invasion. 

For the time being we can operate 
only through the navy, which must take 
its part in the new sport of catching the 
biggest fish in the ocean with a few ex- 
plosive shells which will not penetrate 
water. Some of that submarine fighting 
is, certain to come in the neighborhood 
of our own coast. Some daredevil sub- 
marine will sooner or later, at least for 
a-few minutés, get within range of a 
coast city., —- 

However, if arniies of the United 
States are to enter into real war of 
trenches and airships and hand bombs 
and curtains of fire, of. gas and flame, 
shrapnel, rifle bullets, machine guns, 
wounds, death, and destruction it must 
be somewhere: in Europe. 

A small expeditionary force of 100,000 
or 200,000 could be taken. care of pre- 
sumably by the French and British or- 
ganization; hence such expeditions must 
necessarily pass at once under the com- 
mand of British or French Generals. It 
is impossible for them to operate as a 
separate corps. When it comes to placing 
real armies, by the half million or mill- 
ion, we hear a new tune, the music of 
which must be faced. 

First of all, neither 100,000 nor 500,000 
men can be carried 3,000 miles across the 
sea without a mighty fleet of transports, 
hundreds in number. The moment the 
troops are landed the people of the 
United States must initiate another serv- 
ice of merchant ships carrying food and 
munitions and all the other materials 
of war, such as shells, field guns, and 
enormous battering guns, such as de- 
stroyed the Belgian forts. 

Where is the necessary tonnage? Face 
the music! We'll build. the tonnage! 
How, much ig now actually under con- 
struction? How much will be ready 
in six. months or a year? How 
much will be necessary to replace the 
victims: of the submarines? How far 
has organization gone in the direction of 
increasing our food crops, although seed 
time will be over within the next six 
weeks? The country is to submit to a de- 
gree of national centralized control of 


- great industries. such as would bring 


about a revolution, except that: the na- 
tion’s safety requires it. 


To supply our armies in Europe would 
: be difficult. if. we-had-undisputed com- 


mand of the sea. To be sure, our allies 
have command of its surface. They also 
have submarines which could 

break up any attempt of Germany 
send merchant ships or transports ong 
on the ocean; but all our traffic 
seas, including the carrying of 

can armies, is subject to the unspeakable 
curse of German submarines. 

We must ship 400,000,000 bushels of 
grain on the presumption that 300,000, 
000 will-reach port. An army in trans 
ports, and probably a merchant 
carrying necessities, could be isan 
and-to some degree protected by the 
navy. Of course such a column of 
shipping is a mark for submarines, 
British grit and American inventiveness 
may find means for greatly diminishing 
that danger. 

The first necessity of the war.is te 
join with the Allies at any expense to 
root out a system of warfare which, 
if persisted in, will sweep all merchant 
commerce from the sea and leave the 
two groups of European belligerents te 
fight it out between themselves. without 
our being able to. help them. 

The alternative to a German military 
Governor of New Jersey is a naval policy 
which checks the submarines. 

Never in the history of this country 
has it been more deliberate.in reaching 
a war. It was four months from the 
secession of South Carolina to. the cap- 
ture of Fort Sumter. It was two years 
and eight months from the formal wag 
bétween Germany and Russia to the form 
mal war between the United States and 
Germany. In that time the nation 
changed from a genuine neutrality, f 
by all except a few passionate advoca‘' 
of Germany on one side and Great Bri 
ain on the other, to a general feeling of 
righteous indignation at. the Germaz 
method of making war. 

Most thinking people in the United 
States have looked on the occupation of 
Belgium, with its incidents of murder, 
outrage, and slavery, as an affront to 
mankind. The massacre of the Arme- 
nians, the most frightful crime of mode 
ern times, is due directly to the Germans, 
because they were.in a position to stop 
that extermination of Christians by Mos- 
lems had they chosen to speak the word, 

The sinking of the Lusitania we looked 
upon as war on women and babes. The 
world learned to abominate the principles 
of German statecraft which deny to the 
enemies of Germany the right to live 

The Germans also must face the music! 
How is it that they have made twelvd 
other nations hate them sufficiently te 
fight them, to say nothing of the gloonj 
and suspicion’ with which, the Austros 
Hungarians and Turks look upon theig 
saviors? 

The submarine is, after all, only q 
weapon of war. The United States would 
never have interfered to prevent the 
sinking of English or French merchant, 
men. The reason why we abominate 
that method of warfare, and are public 
enemies of the nation that employs it, is 
that it is war upon mankind, war that 
would eventually have come to the United 
States if we had sat still. 

That is the reason why the American 
people must and will confront and overs 
come the difficulties pointed out in this 
article and many other : difficulties 
which will arise as time goes on, The 
war has proved that the Germans an 
not the supermen, that they arc. 
themselves to be. a 

They are no better soldiers than. the 
men who are pressing them back from 
day to day in France. They are subject 
to. hunger, disease and wounds like other 
human beings. Their amazing organiza

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Gunner's Story of First Shot Against Germany 








Goodwin, to Whom Hit Has Been Officially Credited, Is as 
Confident as Lieutenant Ware That His Shell Struck Submarine 




















E wanted to show the 
folks at home that we 
were on the job—that we 
weren’t sleeping.” 

James <A. Goodwin, 
chief -gunner’s mate, U.S. 
N., spoke without boastfulness, in telling 
his story of how the United-States naval 
gunners on the American steamship Mon- 
had fired at a German periscope 
the English ‘Channel on April 19. 
That shot, the first in our war ‘against 
Germany, according to the best informa- 
tion obtainable by the British and United 
States Governments, scored a hit. The 
Beore is officially credited to Goodwin. 
The distinction of having actually 
“fired the first shot” is not claimed by 
Goodwin, who wants to share all credit 
for the achievement with his teammates 
gun pointer, trainer, powder man, and 
phell man: However, the gunner’s mate 
is, by common consent of his comrades 
and of their commanding officer, Lieu- 
tenant Bruce R. Ware, Jr., the man who, 
in effect, did fire that shot. The only 
claim to distinction that Gunner’s Mate 
Goodwin makes on his own behalf is that 
he was born a “ Tar Heel.” He happens 
to be a native of North Carolina, which 


produced Ensign Worth Bagley, the first_ 


. officer to give his life in the war with 
Spain. 

The gunner’s mate is the tallest man 
of the gun crews on the Mongolia. He 
is 6 feet 4 inches, and weighs 190 pounds. 
He has red hair, a large mass of which 
protrudes from beneath his cap over 
his forehead. His eyes are blue, and his 
gheekbones high. He is anxious to make 
a trip soon to Portsmouth, where his 
wife and daughter, 18 months old, are 
awaiting impatiently his return. 

_ “T’'m positive that we got that fellow,” 
paid Goodwin—he always refers to the 
submarine as “ that fellow.” “ The Secret 
Service agents of the British Govern- 


ment say that a U-boat slipped back to « 
Kiel with his periscope shot away, con- | 


ning tower damaged, and commander 
dead. I don’t believe it was the same 
fellow we sighted in the Channel, be 
eause I don’t think he would have pur- 
posely submerged when the shell from 
our six-inch gun, ‘Teddy Roosevelt,’ 
smashed his periscope and undoubtedly 


knocked a great hole in “his conning 


tower. No, he didn’t come up again. 
Just remember that shot struck squarely, 
and it was a big projectile, too. -Weighed 
105 pounds. I’ve seen ’em when they 
miss, and they always ricochet. This 
phell didn’t. There was a spout of water 
and spray, and -a little cloud of bluish 
vapor. As it cleared away, I saw an 
pbject like a periscope fall ‘into the 
water.” 

_ All kinds of situations had been reck- 
med with when the Mongolia met the 
underwater fighter. No sooner was the 
American merchantman past Sandy 
Hook than the gunners from the’ United 
States Navy began to lay a trap for 
the first submarine they should encoun- 
ter. They perfected their plans mathe- 
matically and otherwise and they played 
B regular game. 

“TI was a submarine,” says Goodwin, 
“and Lieutenant Ware was the Mon- 
golia. I was to try to get him, and he 
was to try to get me. I ‘chased’ him 
tlear across the Atlantic, and I never 
did manoeuvre into a good position so 
I-could sink him. He managed to get 
Bway .every time, with the possibility 
of sinking me.” 

This game of submarine was played, 

rding to Goodwin, with a fairly good 

sledge of the methods employed by 
the British in fighting the U-boats. The 
Yankees made a departure from the 
British scheme and devised one of their 
own. The tension of the voyage across 
the Atlantic was relieved to a great de- 
gree by the-theoretical game- between 
the Lieutenant and.the gunner’s. mate. - 

-Meanwhile the guemers were on. the 
lookout for anything that resembled a 
submarine. There was not a piece of 
wreckage along their course that they 
did not scrutinize with th2 greatest sus- 
picion, When in doubt, they did not 





take any chances of being - surprised. 
Consequently they shot to pieces many 
harmless old barrels and crates which 
happéned to show their heads above 


“We got a lot of practice,” continued 
Goodwin. “Some of the shots we made 
were.commented on by. Englishmen in the 
ship’s crew, who said we ought to make 
quick work.of any submarine we sighted 
if we kept it up.at that rate. 

“ Altogether, we fired forty-six shots 
at floating objects, and by the time we 
encountered that fellow in the English 
Channel our guns and crews were going 
like clockwork. I couldn’t help feeling 
confident we would give a good account 
of ourselves if we only had half a chance. 

“No, I didn’t feel nervous a bit. I 
wasn't thinking about them getting us, 
but about us getting them. Of course, 


we all felt the effects of the strain we _ 


were under, bécause we were on watch 
for 96 hours. It does get on your nerves, 
too, especially when the weather is as 


Taw as it -was when we were going across,

the stern of the Mongolia telephoned to 
the bridge that the submersible had come 
between the sights. “ 

“We have the submarine covered,” 
reported the pointer.. © 

“ Fire,” was the command shouted over 
the telephone. 

“That fellow got right into our trap 
as pretty as you ever saw,” recalled 
Goodwin. “Our guns were set for dif- 
ferent ranges, and the submarine 
seemed to pick the right one.- It was 
a big piece of luck.” 

At this point the gunner’s ‘mate was 
asked if he did not feel that he had more 
than a sportsman’s advantage over the 
submarine. 

“No,” he replied. “We started out 
to do the first job to the best of our 
ability. It may have been just luck that 
the submarine fell into that trap, but it 
was what we wanted him to do. We 
knew he was out to sink us, and we were 
out to sink him. 

“When we sailed, every man in the 
armed guard made up his mind as to

It’s worse at night, when you can’t see. 
In fact, you begin to see all kinds of 
things when you've. been peering a long 
time into the darkness for an object like 
a. Submarine which it is almost impes- 
sible to distinguish a hundred feet away. 

“It was 5:30 o’clock in the nrorning 
when we sighted that fellow in the 


Channel ‘about 600 yards to port. Cap-. 


tain Rice of the Mongolia, the first of- 
ficer, and Lieutenant Wate were on 
the bridge. The Mongolia changed her 
course, and as the submarine came 
abeam, the periscope, which had been 
showing about two feet above the water, 


began to disappear, with the water curl- © 


ing over the spot where the U-boat had 
dived. When the periscope reappeared 
the submarine was on our starboard 
quarter, having swung. into that. position 
as it went behind us.” 

Just at that moment the gun crew at 


what he was going to do. We talked 
about it as we were starting... All agreed 
that: no quarter was to be expected from 
the Germans, and there was no reason 


“why we should give any. We had got 


together without the knowledge of Lieu- 
tenant Ware and decided. on that. 

“It was planned that if we were tor- 
pedoed we would fight to the last. We 
decided to take a machine gun; with 7,400 
rounds of ammunition into the open 
boats with us,.and, in addition, our side 
arms. We figured that we might do 
some good -work with that machine gun 
and we didn’t propose to be taken alive.” 

After their escape from the subma- 
rine, Gunner’s Mate Goodwin admitted, 
all aboard the Mongolia were well pleased 
to set foot on dry land at an English 
port. ‘Then came a brief period of re- 
laxation, in the course of which the 
Americans visited London, where they 


weré entertained and praised for their 
feat of-arms. Goodwin paid many 
tributes to the English people, whose 
hospitality quickly won the hearts of the 
Americans and helped to cement more 
firmly the ties between the Allies. 

“T'was walking down the Strand soon 
after my arrival in London,” he said, 
“when I met a man in the uniform of a 
Scotch Highlander. He greeted me 
warmiy, and after we had exchanged a 
few words, I said to him: 

“<“T see you wear a Scotchmari’s i ; 
form, and it reminds me that most of my 
people came from Scotland. Might I ask 
your name?’ 

“«My name’s Goodwin,” answered the 
Highlander. 

“* Same here,’ I informed him, and we 
shook hands arid started-out to see the 
sights.” 

The return voyage of the Mongolia was 
not as thrilling as the trip to England, 
but the armed guard did not relax its 
vigilance, and continued to sight many 
suspicious-looking objects along their 
ship’s course. 

“Once, when we were almost outside 
the submarine zone, Lieutenant Ware and 
I were together on the bridge. The night 
was clear. and there was a bright moon. 
Lieutenant Ware turned to me and said: 
‘It looks like we are going to get back 
all-right.’ 

“He had hardly spoken before we 
noticed a disturbance in the water just 
ahead of us to port, and a gleaming 
object cut across our bow not more than 
ten feet away, leaving its wake. 

“*A torpedo!’ shouted the lookout. 

“His alarm was followed quickly by 
orders from the bridge to the gun crews 
to train their guns upon the spot frem 
which the torpedo appeared to have been 
fired, while the ship’s Captain ordered 
the helm put over to port and full speed 
ahead. I overheard one of the younger- 
men of the crew, who had not been at 
sea very long; ask one of his companions 
earnestly: 

“* How far do you think we are from 
land? ,” : 

It is true, perhaps, that the men who 
are ‘assigned from the navy to the guns 
of merchant ships going through the 
submarine zone take a fatalistic view of 
things. They realize the tremendous 
advantage, particularly at night, which 
the undersea boats have over the armed 
merchantmen, simply because the sub- 
marine in darkness may sight the mer- 
chantman long before it becomes visible ~ 
itself to the guard on the armed liner. 
For this reason great’ dependence is 
placed on the: ability. of the men on 
watch. Primarily the submarine war is 
being fought now on the basis of good | 
eyes. The constant strain of watching 
for submarines is what told most on the 
nerves of the armed guard of.the Mon- ~ 
golia. 

Gunner’s Mate Goodwin is well known 

at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, where he 
was one of the most active members of 
the crew of the ‘battleship New York, 
which, last Christmas, gave a Christmas 
tree and‘entertainment to children of the 
poor living in the neighborhood of the 
Navy Yard. The gunner’s mate was 
Treasurer of the fund which was used 
to buy shoes and clothing for a hundred 
needy children. 
" Goodwin enlisted in the navy on June 
23, 1907, as an ordinary seaman. He 
became a petty officer of the first grade 
three years later. He has served on 
eighteen ships of the United States Navy 
within the last three years. 

Goodwin ‘was born in Edenton, N. C, 
the son of James A. and Elizabeth P, 
Goodwin. His father was in the cotton 
manufacturing business. 

For the good work that Goodwin did 
aboard the Mongolia he has been com 
mended Yo the Secretary of the Navy. 
The Secretary has been informed that it 
is largely due to the “ wonderful work of 
Goodwin” that the Mongolia is afloat 
today. Goodwin’s term of. enlistment ex« 
pires on June 22 next, but he has made 
known ‘his intention of re-enlisting.

Already more than half the work 
is finished, much of which has been.done 
for less money than had been appropri- 
ated. Not only, therefore, do the tax- 
payers point with pride, they even refer 
with reverence to the small commission 
that has made a record which may be 
safely called unique, and they are apt te 
be boastful when comparing their coun- 
ty’s record with the well-known dilatori- 
ness of boards which spend money on 
public works in the City of New York. 

A new court house is only one of many 
new things in Westchester County, all of 
which were begun more than six months 
after the war started by the Westchester 
of Robert S. Brewster of Mt. Kisco, Ar- 
thur W. Lawrence of Bronxville, and 
George E. Mertz of Port Chester. In that 
short period the Commissioners have re- 
moved the old County Court House and 
built a new one in its place, begun and 
practically completed a penitentiary pos- 
sessing features unlike anything in the 
East, planned and taken initial steps in 
the construction of a County Almshouse, 
a@ general hospital, and an isolation hos- 
pital, with a central power house, sewer 
. and water systems and other necessary 
developments. . 

One of the surprising things is that, 
after they had received $500,000 with 
which to build the penitentiary, it was 
discovered that $70,000 was unnecessary. 
When the Court House was finished the 
ether day, more than $4,000 had not been 
spent. A reason for these savings was 
the commission’s determination from the 
Start to economize on “ inspectors” and 





on friends ef friends ef politicians, ex- 
cept where merit accompanied applica- 
tions for jobs. The business of-spending 
the tidy sum saved on the penitentiary 
will now be carefully supervised by the 
commission of three in laying out a sew- 
age disposal system and building roads. 

The board had power under an act of 
the Legislature to prepare plans, adver- 
tise for bids, let contracts, and super- 
intend the construction of the various 
improvements - mentioned. _ The only 
power not conferred upon the members 
was the actual appropriation of the nec- 
essary funds, which remained with the 
Board of Supervisors. 

“That is the answer to your questien 
as to the secret of whatever in the way 


_ of efficiency has been shown in these 


matters,” said Mr. Brewster, Chairman 
of the commission. “Toa smal] commis- 
sion was given large authority. To the 
three of us was allowed all the authority 
there was. The appropriation of the 
necessary Money very properly remains 
with the Board of Supervisors, but, ance 
the funds are appropriated, matters are 
entirely in our hands to dispose of. 

“ Numerous groups of three men could 
be gathered in Westchester County, any 
one of which would have done equally 
well. I was named Chairman, largely, I 
think, because my name began with ‘ B.’ 
It happens that I have had quite a lot 


of experience in building matters. But | 


this was accidental. Of course, Mr. Law- 
rence, Secretary of the commission, 
knows a great deal about such things, 
owing to his wide experience in Bronx- 
ville, while Mr. Mertz is in the Mertz 
firm of general contractors. 

“But it is not because of extraordi- 
nary ability or industry that the work 
has gone along well. We have gone about 


it in a businesslike way; that was the . 


only way any of us knew how to go about 
it. The important thing to remember is’ 
that a small commission with wide au- 


thority is the best solution to such a 
problem ag we have been permitted to 
undertake. Name your small commission, 
and then show it that results are expect- 
ed. Next, trust your commission. We 
have been treated splendidly by the peo- 
ple of the county. This has made us de- 
termined to do nothing te abuse their 
confidence. : 

“The act creating this commission was 
signed by the Governor on March 26, 
1915. Three days later the Commission- 
ers met in White Plains, and during 
April we held meetings almost daily. 
After reviewing the need for relief from 
pressing conditions in the County Court 
House and the jail, we decided to under- 
take the construction of an addition te 
the Court House group and the erection 
of a county penitentiary before taking 
other buildings under consideration. 

“We decided to employ one architect 
for each building or’ group, and from a 
large number considered we selected for 
the Court House Benjamin W. Morris, a 
resident of the county, and for the peni- 
tentiary Alfred Hopkins. We decided to 
get along with only two _ inspectors. 
When we first took hold there were sev- 
eral propositions put up to us to appoint 
quite a large working force of inspectors. 
In support of one candidate for such a 
position it was said, probably with entire 
truthfulness: ‘If you give this man the 


~ jeb, you will never hear from him again.’ 


“In making selections of architects we 
investigated the accomplishments and of- 
fice organization of each applicant, be- 
cause we wanted men who were not only 
skilled ‘in designing public buildings, but 
who were backed up by a complete or- 
ganization, assuring satisfactory prog- 


ress. This, by the way, is the seventh: 


Court House to be erected in Westchester 
County in about 200 years, and so we 
have aimed to look a reasonable distance 
into the future. 


, “ We were authorized on May 3, 1918, 
te proceed with the demolition of the eld 
building, and $600,000 was fixed for the 
erection and furnishing of the Court 
Heuse, including an apportionment ef the 
expenses of the commission. On June 10 
bids for knocking down the old and ez 
tavating fer the new building were 
opened and the contract awarded. Twe 
months later the plans were ready, and 
we advertised for bids for the general 
contract on the new Court House. Bids 
were opened on Aug. 31, and on Sept. 9 
the contract was awarded. We complet 
ed our organization by employing a su 
perintendent of construction, a structural 
engineer, and an engineer on lighting, 
plumbing, and ventilating. 


“ We saved $80,000 by deviding to use, 
in place of granite or sandstone, in the 
exterior walls ofthe building, cut cast 
granite. We found that this could be 
made to match the newer buildings in the 
Court House group at a cost much less 
than granite.- The cornerstone was laid 
with due ceremony five days before 
Christmas, 1915. The contract called 
for completion of the Court House by 
Sept. 1, 1916. There were delays in ship- 
ment of steel and other materials, and 


for other causes beyond our contrel we . 


were forced to extend the time. The 
building has not as yet been formally 
accepted from the general contractor, ab 
though nearly all the departments have 
been installed. 

“The actual amount chargeable to the 
Court House account is $587,392.60. The 
commission, finding this balance of $12, 
554.40, decided to assume the cost~ofe 
moving and housing the various depart 
ments which had been in the old Court 
House during the peried of construction, 
although not required to do so under the 
law. Even after this expense, there ig 
remaining a balance of $4,053 of the orig 
inal appropriation.” - 


Waste in Fertilizer, Seeds, and Stock Breeding 











Three Phases of Work for the Government in the Nationaliza- 
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S By Viedimir G. Simkhovitch. 

HE wheat outlook is bad. It is 

far below normal. In the 

Argentine, which provided 

Europe with a substantial 

amount of grain, the crop 

is so poor that the Gov- 

ernment has been obliged to put an em- 

bargo on grain export. Ours, therefore, 

‘is the duty not only to maintain ourselves, 
_ but also our allies. 

The outlook for our oats and corn is 
anything but promising, It is partly, of 
course, due to the growing difficulty of 
obtaining farm labor; largely, however, 
it is due to the fertilizer situation. In 
talking to farmers, large and small, I 
find a growing disinclination to use, this 

. year, any commercial fertilizers. 

The reason is obvious. Since the out- 
break of the war there have been practi- 
cally no complete fertilizers on the mar- 
ket. Nitrates are expensive, being used 
fer ammunition and imported from Chile. 
As for potash, its scarcity makes its price 
beyond the farmer. Phosphates, of 
course, we have, but they can’t make up 
for the lack of nitrogen and potash in 
the fertilizer formulas, and yet it is 
worth while to remember that the plant 
food contained in the soil in the least 
amount is the element that controls and 
. thecks the development of the plant. 


teria in our clover fields and supplied by 
our barnyard manure. It is different 
with potash, and yet I am inclined to be- 
lieve that a tremendous amount of potash 
is being wasted in this country through 
sheer thoughtlessness. ; 

Most cities have incinerators. What 
are they doing with the ashes? As a rule 
they are using them to fill in swamps 
and waste land. It se happens that city 
refuse produces ashes peculiarly rich in 
potash. 

I am sorry to say that most of such 
ashes in this country go to waste—nor 
are hardwood ashes utilized here. 

We are allowing our sawmills, whether 
of hard or soft wood, to pollute the rivers 
and cheke the streams with their saw- 
dust, seldom requiring the installation of 
incinerators. The potash content of hard- 
wood ashes is also very high, and even. 
soft wood ashés are a most valuable fer-, 
tilizer. 

As potash became almost invaluable, 
and nitrate became very expensive, our 
fertilizer companies did not go out of 
business; they were preparing fertilizers 
of slight agricultural valve that they 
were palming off on the farmer. Having 
spent a great deal of money on fertili- 
zers that haven’t done him much good, the 
average farmer of today is so disheart- 
ened that he is likely to plant this year’s 
crops using little or no fertilizer. This is 
bound to result in a substantial decrease 
in the amount harvested. 


Tt would be difficult for the Govern- 


ment to manipulate.and regulate the i 


sc 


most decentralized business'in our coun- 
try—that of farming—but it would not 
be so difficult to take over for the dura- 
tion of the war our fertilizer plants and 
run them for the benefit of the farmer, 
i. e., the nation at large. 

Many progressive farmers have long 
realized the importance of selected and 
pedigreed seed. The advantage is that 
with the same amount of labor a much 
larger crop is produced. The difference 
in productivity is very great. For in- 
stance, a tenant farmer of mine on a 
New Jersey farm, by planting last year 
Cornell corn No. 12, (which was obtained 
from the late Seth Low’s farm in Bed- 
ford Hills,) harvested an average of 
about five times as much as ordinary 


ee 


tion even to ptesent good seed te the 
farmer, rather than let him sow his ews 
poor and run-down seed. But, as a2 mat 
ter of fact, the farmer is not in need of 
presents—he may possibly need credit— 
but he certainly is in need of leaden 
ship and organization and intelligent 
help. 


What I have said about pedigreed seed, 
eorn, oats, and so on, and its much 
greater productivity, is true, of course, 
also in the production of animals. In 
the same time, with the same amount of 
feed, twice the amount of pork can be 
produced;. yes, even three times the 
amount of pork can be produced, if our 
towns and villages throughout the coun- 
tryside will have proper thoroughbred 
breeding males. , As is well known, it is 
the general practice in many European 
countries for a town to have such am

of ‘Pollyanna’ Idea and F ounded School of Wall-Motto Philosophy -

NE of the most obvious ques- 

tions te ask an author is 

“What effect, spiritual and 

intellectual, is the war hav- 

ing on the world? ” Probably 

every living author has been 

asked this, and few have responded with 

any particularly interesting statement. 

Authors of pacifist tendencies say that 

war stops literature, other authors say 

that it stimulates it—and all authors 

modestly refuse te prophesy what will 

be the war’s eventual effect on the 
world’s mind and soul. 

But Margaret Widdemer (the author of 
two “best sellers,” “The Rese-Garden 
Husband” and “Why Not?” of “The 
Factories and Other Poems,” and of half 
a dozen other books) had something new 
to say in reply to this old question. She 
believes that the war is helping the world 
by destroying the “ Pollyanna ” school ef 
thought. And for the existence of this 
school of thought she blames none other 
than the late Robert Louis Stevenson. 

“There is no question,” she said, “ but 
that the war’s spiritual effect on the 
world has been goed. The werld was be- 


- sorrews ‘of being an 


be as happy as Kings,’ is his cheerful 
text. It is so untrue that one has a sense 
of glowing virtue in repeating it and pre- 
tending to believe it. 

“Now this is a wonderful world, an 
unbelievably noble world, an exciting 
world, but also a very evil and danger- 
ous world. But led by a consumptive on 
a remote island, who was trying to pre- 
tend to himself that he was getting well, 
we had all got. into the habit of reciting 
to ourselves this pleasant little couplet, 
together with -various ether Stevenson 
wall mottoes of perfect style and falsity, 
and believing them. We had ruled evil 
out of our cesmos. 

“ And then the war came—peison gas, 
terpedoed hospital ships, Belgium, 
Schrecklichkeit—and we have revised our 
Stevenson. We say it now, ‘ The world is 
se full of a number of Kings, I think that 
is what is the matter with things.’ And 
it’s a much healthier attitude. 

“For between the health-and-happi- 
ness affirmation of the unhappy and 
dying Stevensen and the force-and-bru- 
tality affirmation of the futile Nietzsche 
literature has got the world into a pretty 
mess! And it took this very terrible war 
te make the world look things in the face 
and set about mending them.” 

enagere Widdemer is very practical in 

her attitude teward her work. She has 
written probably more- 
successful books—than any other 
American author of her age. But she 
does net believe in constantly emphasiz- 
ing (as many less successful young 
writers do) the fact that she is an auther. 


She believes that an author's first duty is. - 


te be a human being. Of the sorrows of 
being an author, as she has experienced 
them, she had mych to say. 

“T have only just having the 
} »” she said, 
“so I suppose they are more vivid to me 





now than they will be later. After a 
while even hanging is only monotonous, 
they say. 

“Tf you teach school, or are the Presi- 
dent of a college, or take out ashes for a 
living, nobody really cares very much 
how you do it. But if you write, the gen- 
eral public, which has seemed previously 
te be a nice, friendly bedy, made up of 
sympathetic relatives, friends and strang- 
ers, becomes a board of inquisition. Peo- 
ple demand to know exactly how the 
wheels go round_and how you felt when 
you turned them. And of course they 
think that everything you ever mentioned 
in a book happened to yourself. 

“In other words, if you write about 
Pwincesses they are certain you have 
golden hair and blue eyes. If you write 
about broken hearts they ‘take it for 
granted you have had yours fractured in 
eight places. Also, going on the same 
principle, if you write about eats I sup- 
pose they take it for granted that you 
are a cat. 

“ Last Summer at the seashere the peo- 
ple who rocked on the hotel porch dis- 
covered the dark secret that I was an 
author. Then their pleasure began. Mine 
didn’t. . 

““Do you have to wait for inspira- 
tion?’ they would ask. Let me say now 


. that you don’t. I never heard of anybody 


who made a living by writing waiting for 
inspiration yet. You see, you might have 
to wait too long. Your relatives say, “You 
know you have to get that done!’ and 
finally chase you off somewhere to do it, 
exactly as if it were a music lesson or 
housework. 

“Tt doesn’t really seem quite fair that 
authors should be kept on the job so ex- 
clusively. People don’t rush up te a law- 
yer and say, ‘ Oh, I saw something today 
that would interest you so much—a man 
beating his wife! You could make a 
lovely case out of that!’ No more do 
they say te a manufacturer of pig iren 


‘ (for instance) ‘I saw such a wonderful 


pig teday! I must take you te see it— 
you would get such inspiration frem it 
fer your work!’ Naturally, yeu leve 
your writing, but there are times when 
people’s attitude toward you and it makes 
you feel like the little girl whe asked her 
mother if, after she went te heaven, she 
was very good all the week, she could go 
down to hell and play with the little 
devils on Saturday mornings. 

“ And also,” continued Miss Widdemer, 
“TI often encounter people who think I 
was created for the express purpose of 
writing up their grievances. They thin’ 
that if the dreadful German band on the 
eorner could be put into a story people 
would realize what a nuisance it was and 
stop it. And you could sell it, too, they 
add. They are mad, too, if you don’t 


‘ write up the new baby and the time the 


cat got away. But, nevertheless, I never 
in my life found anything that was as 
much fun as writing.” 

There are many novelists who began 
their literary careers as pdets. Seme 
novelists—Thomas Hardy, for example— 
give their attention to poetry after life- 
times spent with prose. But the writer 
who is at once both a noyelist and a poet, 
as Miss Widdemer is, is seldom found. Of 
course her book of poems has not had ag 
many readers as have her novels, but se 
conspicuous has been her success with 
poetry since the publication of her poem, 
“The Factories,” in McClure’s some years 
ago, that it seemed advisable te ask her 


seme questions about poetry—how .t6 «. 
write it successfully, fer example, and ba 
few. Sean singe things like that. 

“How is poetry written?” she res 
peated, reflectively. ‘Well, I have nueS. 
made a collection of methods. There. 
seems te be no hard and fast rule,.excep€ — 
that you: must ardently desire to write ~ 
it. Coleridge is supposed to have neede® 


_opium, Byron a love-affair, before they 


could be keyed up to the point of making . 
peetry. But these stories are more oF 
less apocryphal. Southey, that goed 
family man who may hot have been @ 
great poet himself but seems to have - 
financed most of the great poets of his * 
time, sat down in his study as if he were 
deing statisties, and turned out a regular 
volume of work daily. The Mid-Victer- 
ians, here and on the other side of the 
Atlantie, seem to have tried to be logieal 
and civilized citizens, who did not demand 
more than a certain amount of patienee 
frem those about them. 

“One infallible method of turning out 
verse is having to do it. If it is expected 
ef you to turn out a poem a day for & 
stated number of days, you will find that 
you can do it. You will find that some 
of the poems will be good and some will 
be bad, and of them at least one will he 
as good as your best. Now, if you hag 
been dawdling about waiting to be im 
spired that good poem might never have 
come at all. One of the bad or one ef 
the mediocre poems might have been 
nearest to the surface of your mind and 
might have been produced. 

“JT think that the theory that silenes 
and solitude are necessary to poetry is 
wrong. Of course, silence and selitude 
are not bad for poetry. But 3 think that 
an elaborate preparation for werk wi 
drive capability. for it out of your head

I have 
me patience with people who say: ‘# 
only I had time and leisure, I know } 
could write poetry!’ Poetry, which is the 
work more largely of the subconscieus 
mind than any, other branch ef literature, 
ean be written anywhere on earth jf you 
want to write it strongly enough.

only exception I would make is that writ 
ing leve stories isn’t any too good fer the 
person whe wishes alse to write poetry, 
because it deflects the emotional capam 
ity te the love story.”

Even If They Wished to Fight Us, the Difficulties Would Be 
Almost Insurmountable, Says Briton Who Knows. the Orient

T must be obvious to any sérious 
thinker that a systematic attempt 
has been, and is being, made to 
create and foment friction and 
misunderstanding between the 
United States and Japan by 

means of maliciously circulating cruel 
and damaging untruths reflecting upon 
the good faith of the Japanese Govern- 
ment and people. The virus has circu- 
lated to such an extent that even Mayor 
Curley, speaking in Faneuil Hall on Sun- 
day, Feb. 11, is reported to have been 
injudicious enough to express a hope 
“that the United States become in- 
volved with none of the European powers, 
put preserve resources for a test which 
is coming with Japan.” He further de- 
clared Japan to be “the natural enemy 
of the United States on account of the 
Philippines and the endeavor to keep the 
door to China open,” and asserted that 
“triumph over Russia has led Japan to 
believe she can conquer any nation, and 
she has selected the United States as her 
next victim.” 

It is deplorable that a gentleman in 
Mayor. Curley’s respensible position 
should aHow himself to be deceived 
by the clamor of professional poli- 
ticians, who either have axes to grind or 

are ignorant of the true circumstances, 
into taking a distorted and erroneous 
view of the situation: it is infinitely more 
deplorable that he should- have given 
public utterance to an unfounded and 
damaging statement of a nature calcu- 
lated to excite apprehension in the minds 
eof Americans, and to wound the suscepti- 
bilities of the people. of his country with- 
out achieving any useful purpose what- 
ever. 

Perhaps the views of one who really 
knows the Japanese may be of interest. 
I have lived in Japan (with the exception 
of visits home) for thirty years. I have 
had special opportunities of becoming 
acquainted with the people. I have al- 
ways lived among the Japanese, and as 
the native language is as familiar to me 
‘ as my own tongue, I am able to obtain 


information direct, and can gauge the. 


sentiments of “the man in the street” 
fairly correctly. I was engaged in com- 
mercial business for several years, but 
for more than twenty years past have 
been in practice as an international law- 
yer, 80 my experiénce has been eminently 
practical, and I am not likely to indulge 
in making illogical or willfully over- 
drawn statements. ~ 

Permit me to say: 

1. The idea that Japan is in any sense 
the enemy of the United States is utterly 
fallacious. 


2. There is no “test” coming with 
Japan unless America ‘herself deliber- 
ately starts a quarrel. Neither America 
nor Japan desires to fight, and I cannot 
conceive of any imaginable casus belli be- 
tween the two nations.. 

8. Japan is the natural friend and not 
the natural enemy of the United States. 
The Japanese fully recognize the debt of 
gratitude they. owe to the United States 
for numberless kindnesses in the-past, and 
I can think of no question arising: which 
gannot be solved in an amicable mé&nner- 
by the Governments concetned.  Japan:-is 
bound to the United States by many close 
- ties, both material and sentimental. 

> 4 It is grossly. untrue that. “Japan 
“has selected the United States as~her 
next victim.” Japan has never had any 
*victim” in the sense implied, and the 


innuendo is offensive. Her wars with 
China and Russia were virtually forced 
upon her, and were waged for reasons of 
self-defense and not for aggrandize- 
ment; and the annexation of Korea was 
recognized by the Koreans themselves 
as inevitable in view of the political 
circumstances of the Far East. 

I have an intimate acquaintance with 
the history of the facts underlying those 
political upheavals. Japan had the 
choice of being disgraced and humiliated, 
and having her national existence and 
development endangered, or of fighting 
to maintain her position as a self-re- 
specting power. Can she be blamed for 
choosing the arbitrament of the sword 
under such critical circumstances? In,a 
similar position, would the United States, 
or any other power, sit down with 
folded arms and meekly acquiesce while 
contiguous States were actively planning 
movements distinctly inimical to her na- 
tional interests? 

5. The Japanese people at large are 
well aware of their own limitations, and 
I have not noticed any symptoms of the 
Government’s suffering from an excess 
of egotism. Naturally, some Chauvinists 
are to be found in every country, but, 
fortunately, they are in the minority in 
Japan, and the rank and file of the Japa- 
nese are quiet, hard-working, contented, 
reasonable folk, who ask only to be left 
alone to go their own way in peace and 
quietness. The people here have no de- 
sire to pick quarrels with other nations, 
the sole raison d’étre of the army and 
navy being defense and not defiance or 
aggression. 

The idea that Japan has sinister de- 


-signs either on the United States or 


American colonial possessions is simply 
absurd, and I can .testify that, although 
I have a wide acquaintance with all sorts 
and conditions of men, I have never 
heard the slightest suggestion giving 
color to this extraordinary figment of 
the imagination. The idea that the Jap- 


anese are “deep” and “secretive” is- 


erroneous. If you speak their language 
fluently they will chatter away just as 
freely and frankly as other people. I 
can honestly affirm that I have never 
heard a single word revealing any desire 
to. attack the United States, although I 
have heard some rather sharp criticisms 
of the extremely ungracious and brusque 
remarks indulged in by ignorant and 
boorish politicians, on the Pacific Coast. 
I submit that this is pretty sound evi- 
dence that Japan has _ no lurking ambi- 


tions calculated to imperil her excellent - 


relations with America. 

Quite recently a German plot was dis- 
covered, the ultimate object of which was 
to endeavor to entice Japan into ranging 
herself with Mexico against the United 
States. When the news arrived here it 
called forth a veritable storm of indigna- 
tion from the Japanese against Germany. 

It is a pity that the people who permit 
themselves to inveigh against and de- 
nounce the Japanese in severe terms do 
not study actual conditions before giving 
vent to intemperate utterances, and it is 
a matter for profound regret that they 
do not pause to consider the unfortunate 
effect produced on the public mind when 
these unprovoked, vituperative, or sneer- 
ing speeches are cabled out to Japan and 
published under exaggerated captions in 
the columns of the vernacular press! 

As to the idea of a war with America, 
even if the Japanese wished to fight her 
—which is just about the last thing they 
desire—the practical difficulties would 
be almost insurmountable, In the first 
place, how many men would Japan have 
to traisport to the United States over 
thousands of miles of sea, and how about 
the enormous quantity of materiat which 
would-be continously required to equip 
them? In the second place, would Amer- 
ica sit down with folded arms quietly 
awaiting developments? In the third 
place, how would Japan protect herself 
against her immediate neighbors while 
the flower of the army and navy were 
abroad on such a futile expedition? In 
the*fourth place, how about Great» Brit- 
ain? 

The first movement against the United 


States or her over-seas possessions would 
completely destroy the Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance, because it is certain. that no 
British Cabinet could weather the fury of 
the storm which would arise against the 
alliance if Japan made an attack on 
America. 

And how about Japan’s trade -with 
America? Who takes Japan’s silk, tea, 
and large quantities of other commodi- 
ties manufactured here? Any stoppage 
of her trade with the States would be 
most disastrous and spell bankruptcy for 
thousands of manufacturers, artisans, and 
merchants, and no sane Government is 
going to be mad enough or .wicked 


enough to perpetrate a crime for which . 


there could be no sufficient justification 
and which would lead to both foreign and 
domestic disaster. 

The Japanese people are just plain, or- 
dinary human creatures, and, on the 
average, are neither better nor worse 
than the people of other races or na- 
tionalities. I do not claim (like some 
ridiculous publicists) that they have no 
faults. They have plenty of faults, just 
like we all have, but in the main they 
are chivalrous, high-minded, and polit- 
ically punctilious in dealing with other 
nations; and, whatever may be said to 


the contrary by irresponsible detractors, 


I am certain that the Japanese will 
never be guilty of Punic faith, but will 
play the international game fairly and 
squarely under all imaginable circum- 
stances, and up to the very hilt. 

The whole trouble seems to have start- 
ed on the Pacific Coast, where large num- 
bers of low-class Japanese immigrants 
of the Yamadashi type flocked in search 
of remunerative work. (The word Yama- 
dashi is applied to the most benighted 
class of rustics. It means “ people who 
have deserted their mountains.”) This 
precipitated economic and social disturb- 
ances which injuriously affected the in- 
terest of others, and rendered their pres- 
ence more or less of a problem. But 
while this difficulty has aroused resent- 
ment against the Japanese immigrant, 
comparatively little has been said about 
the: hordes of undesirable Europeans who 
have swarmed into the States, and—for- 
sooth!—been welcomed into the bosom of 
the Republic! : 

Compared to these immigrants from 
Europe, the Japanese coolie is a natural 
gentleman, because he is not nearly so 
brutalized as his European brother of a 
similar class; and as regards the theory 
that the Japanese cannot be absorbed 
into the body politic because of some 
racial distinction, this has no foundation 
whatsoever. Of all people in the world 
the Japanese are particularly impression- 
able, and can therefore easily adapt 
themselves to new environment and con- 
ditions; and- children of the Japanese 
race, brought up in the States and trained 
in the schools there, will assuredly prove 
just as patriotic Americans as those of 
any other section of the community if 
treated as citizens and accorded equal 
privileges. The notion that they differ 
radically in this respect from the mem- 
bers of other races is an entire mistake. 

The Japanese are not a tall people, but 
they are sturdy, and their average phys- 
ical development will compare favorably 
with that of other races; and as regards 
their mental makeup, the modern Japa- 
nese State is an example of tlie sa- 
gacity of its clear-headed builders. In 
the whole history of the world, has any 
nation been able to do what the Japanese 
have done in the short space of some 
sixty-odd years? The people are not 
perfect, and many of their institutions 
sadly need drastic reform, but: still the 
actual achievements of the: nation are 
worthy of.-much praise, and had ‘not the 
race possessed inherent capacity, it would 
have been impossible for its members. ‘to 
have done what they have. 

And yet, notwithstanding all-this and 
in spite of their having “ made good,” we 
hear these people being reviled, lied 
about, and willfully misrepresented, for 
no better reason than. the fact that they 
are “ Asiatic ”"—which term, in the minds 
of the masses, seems to embrace every- 


thing which is mean, vile, and contempti- 
ble. It does not seem to have occurred to 
some Western minds that a man can come 
from Asia and yet be -a gentleman in 
every sense of the word; that human nat- 
ure does not change with latitudes and 
boundaries; that Occident.and Orient are 
fundamentally the same when one probes 
beneath the outer crust and mark of cus- 
tom induced purely by accidental environ- 
ment;. that the good, the pure, the beau- 
tiful are just as much in evidence in the 
East as in the West, and that the Oriental 
standards of heroism and chivalry do not 
differ from ours in real essentials. 

Moreover, it must be remembered that 
a society is made up of all sorts and 
conditions of men and that Japan con- 
tains a large body of eminent profes- 
sional and scientific persons who would 
make their mark in any country and 
easily hold their own among the cultured 
classes in America. 

No, the Japanese people have no de- 
signs whatsoever on the United States, 
and those misguided politicians who 
spend their time and energy in working 
up bad feeling between America and 
this empire by playing upon the ignorant 
fears of their constituents and drawing 
highly colored pictures of the iniquitous 
doings of the “crafty Japanese” and 
their alleged cunning, diabolical schemes 
to wreck the peace of the East, richly de- 
serve a short shrift and a long rope, and 
ought not to be permitted to go howling 
and snarling through the country, sowing 
the tares of international discord and en- 
mity. As George Washington pointed 
out in his “ Farewell Address,” it is dan- 
gerous to encourage inveterate antipa- 
thies against any particular nation, be- 
cause it disposes the two States con- - 
cerned more readily to offer each other 
insult and injury and to quarrel over 
slight causes of umbrage when acci- 
dental or trifling occasions of dispute oc- 
cur. 

At the moment of writing I bear in 
mind that only a few short days ago the 
Japanese papers were full of the most 
sympathetic references to the late Amer- 
ican’ Ambassador, the Hon. George W. 
Guthrie, and the good feeling expressed 
and displayed by all classes of the com- 
munity shows that the pitiful heart of 
this nation beats in unison with the 
great heart of America, and that one 
touch of nature makes the whole world 
kin. - Not only that, but the Imperial 
Government, wishing to testify the deep 
respect in which the person of the de- . 
ceased was held, and desiring to mani- 
fest the cordia] sentiments of the nation 
toward the people of the United States, 


has placed a cruiser at the disposal of the ~ 


American authorities to conyey the hon- 
ored remains of the Ambassador back to 
the country he loved so well and served 
so faithfully. Could courtesy and sym- 
pathy devise any kinder or more deli- 
cate attention than this? 

Believe me when I say that in dealing _ 
with the Japanese people as represented 
by the Japanese Government America 
can safely afford to meet them frankly 
and trust their plighted word, for she 
will be dealing ‘with conscientious, high- 
principled, chivalrous gentlemen, who 
are far too jealous of their country’s 
honor ever to violate their undertakings 
or. to act. dishonorably or treacherously. 

The Japanese, just like the Americans, 
desire to protect their-national life, lib-. 
erty, and independence, and to. maintain 
their right to the free pursuit of happi- 
ness; and, also like. America, Japan’s 
political principles are to observe good 
faith and justice toward all.nations, and 
te cultivate peace and harmony with all 
In the final analysis the aims and ideals 
both of Japan-and the United States 
are identical, while their.-political ob- 
jects are not antagonistic; therefore I can 
see no reason to anticipate any-collision 
between the two powers; but,-on the 
other hand, I submit that there is every 
reason to believe that they will continue 
to co-operate whole-heartedly in a -sin- 
cere endeavor to promote good: interna- 
tional relations and thus act as benefi- 
cent guardians of the world’s peace.

Brilliant Record of the Man Whose Task Is to Co-ordinate

André Tardieu, the new French High 
Commissioner to the United States, who 
arrived at Washington last Wednesday, 
has been intrusted by his Government 
“with the task of co-ordinating into a har- 
monious whole the work of the United 
States and France in order to insure the 
maximum of efficiency.

F all the men whom the 
French Government might 
have chosen to send to the 
United States as High Com- 
missioner in charge of co- 
; ordinating the action of our 
different missions, nobody is better fitted 
for the post than André Tardieu. He is 
not. only one of the coming men of 


France—he is THE coming man. He pos-_ 


sesses all those qualities of energy, rapid 
vision, and practical grasp of facts 
which may be said to be the character- 
istics of. American. virtues. Whenever 
people in France wish to describe pre- 
cisely and clearly a man who has a 
clean-cut way of going at things, without 
waste of words and without red tape, 
they say: “He knows how to work 
~ American fashion.” 

André Tardieu was born a Parisian 
and belongs to an aristocratic family of 
the- upper bourgeoisie which has given 
France lawyers and great men of science. 
Born Sept. 22, 1876, he took a course of 
study at the Lycée Condorcet, where he 
soon showed himself the possessor of a 
superior mind. . 

When he left that institution his father 
naturally wanted him to fit himself to 
be a professor, on account of his excep- 
tional aptitude for belles-lettres, and 
bound him to prepare himself for this 
work at the Normal High School, from 
-which all the professors at our university 
have graduated. The son obeyed, took 
the normal school course, and won first 
prize at the examination, which is one 
of the most difficult in France. 

Then_a memorable scene occurred be- 


tween father and son. Returning home, - 


‘André Tardieu said to his father: “As 
you desired, I prepared for the examina- 
tion. I was admitted to it, and I even 
got first place. Therefore you cannot 
say that I went at the work unwillingly. 
But I have done a lot of thinking, and 
have concluded that the career marked 
out for me is not to my liking. So I ask 
your permission to resign and prepare 
myself for a diplomatic career, which in- 
terests me far more,” 

What could the father do but embrace 
his son and grant him the fullest free- 
dom to arrange his destiny to suit him- 
self? 

André Tardieu was. admitted six 
months later to the entrance examination 
for the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Having qualified for the post of under- 
secretary of an embassy, he was sent to 
the embassy at Berlin under the Mar- 
quis de Noailles. It was then that he 











tics; with a remarkable mastery of his 
subject and an honesty in his dealings, 
never allowing any question of private 
interest to influence the opinions which 
he expressed to his readers.

sensé showed less and less interest in 
the work which the Temps had intrusted 
to him, and already many of his articles 
were being written temporarily by M.

After the victorious battle of the 
Yser, Tardieu was summoned to General 
Headquarters to work closer to General 
Joffre, who had known him for a long 
time, ever since he had been taught for- 
eign affairs at the Military- High School, 
Tardieu created the Bureau of Informa- 
tion at General -Headquarters, and 
started the service of official reports of 
fights at the front, to which he cél- 
laborated anonymously but so actively 
that he almost lost his life on several 
occasions, especially at Hartmanns- 
Weilerkopf. His courage brought him the 
honor of being mentioned in orders and 
the War Cross. His taste for fighting, 
the need felt by him to work without 
sparing himself for his country, made 
him first ask of General Joffre as @ 
favor that he be sent to the front in an 
attacking division, and, later, that he 
be placed in command of a~company of 
foot chasseurs. These “blue devils,” 
as the Germans call them, are a picked 
corps always intrusted with the most 
difficult and dangerous tasks. 

Tardieu having definitely decided on 
this step, General Joffre regretfully 
parted from his invaluable aid. Early 
in December, 1915, Tardieu fell wounded 
in the trenches of Neuville St. Vaast and 
lay between life and death for some days, 
After that the doctors ordered complete 
rest for two months. . But by the first of 
January Tardieu was again among his 
“ poilus,” not wishing to be away from 
them on New Year’s Day. 

A few days later he led them to the 
attack, and his name was mentioned @ 
second time in army orders, in these 
words. 

When the chasseur battalion to which 
he belonged was sent back in a body for 
rest, after its hard fighting, Tardieu re- 
turned to Paris and to the Chamber, 
from which he had been absent since the 
beginning of hostilities. : : 

He then yielded to the entreaties 
his friends, who keenly wished that he 
should place at the disposal of thé 
Chamber the military knowledge 
he had acquired in his staff work and 
at the front. Appointed a member of the 
Army Commission, he made a series of 


* reports which helped greatly in chang 


ing the methods of manufacturing cer- 
tain war materials, distributing forces, 
&c. Having been in the fighting, he 
knew not only the needs of the 

but also the essential conditions on 
victory depended. 

Never was there a man so in harmony 
with the American way of looking af 
things—practically, clearly, rapidly, sim- 
ply. Tardieu knows the United States, 
Asked by Harvard University to give a 
series of lectures, he wrote a book about 
his journey, called “ Notes on the United 
States,” which proves how fully he un- 
derstood the great sister Republic.

‘endowed with a more 
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German Grip on Russia Began 200 Years Ago 


A Russian Tells How Teuton Influence Gradually Pervaded 
the Great Slavic Empire, but Says It Is Now Broken Forever

VOLUTION in Russia was pro- 
voked by the intolerable bur- 
den of Germany upon the 
economic and political life of 
the country. The overthrow 
“was necessary for the salva- 

tien of Russia, which, for two centuries, 
thad been nearly a German coleny. Ger- 
@ans occupied the best lands in Rus- 
sia for farming and were free of 
taxes and military service for a hundred 
years. Adventurers were received at the 
court with open arms. Germany had an 
extensive credit and many privileges. 
All Russian products came inte Germany 
and fed German pockets, being dis- 
tributed to the whole world as was the 
German merchandise. Russian armies 
were fighting for German interests and 
for Austrian rights, crossing all Europe, 
even to France and Italy. Berlin was 
conquered by Russian armies, and one 
week later the same army joined the 
Germans to fight their enemies. 

But what answer could the Russian na- 
tion make? Russia was groaning. Russia 
was like Gulliver tied with the ropes of 
the little industrious, energetic Lillipu- 
tians. Freedom of speech and protestations 
were forbidden. In 1870, when the Rus- 
pian dramatist, Potehin, in one of his 
plays wanted to give two types of dis- 
honest Germans, the censor ordered him 
te transform them into Russians. 

Wrongs of the orthodox clergy were 
freely disclosed by Leskoff and many 
others. But when, ten years ago, the 
German Minister was criticised in the 
papers the censor stopped it immediate- 
‘ly. The German Ambassador in Petro- 
grad was the chief censor, and forbade 
everything that could do any harm to 
Germany. The Russian people had be- 
ceme so accustomed for the last twenty 
years to feeling the German power over 
Russia that Kaiser Wilhelm was often 
spoken of as a Russian Czar, Wasily 
Feodorovich. Only recently, notwith- 
Standing the strict censure forbidding 
any one to touch Germans in Russia, the 
Rassians began to realize the German 
danger, and to murmur loudly enough to 
cause the Germans, who despise Russian 
law, to act in Russia as if they were in a 
conquered country or in the African 
colonies. 

The first immigration of Germans to 
Russia on a largé scale began at the 
time of Catherine II., and went on with- 
ut diminishing to the latter part of the 
twentieth century. Just before the war 
started we had in Russia five millions 
ef Germans who could not speak Rus- 
sian and did not care to. Catherine II. 
established large German colonies on the 
lower Wolga and along the coast of the 
Black Sea. The story of one ef these 
colonies will illustrate the conditions in 
all of them. 

After the revolution of Pugacheff in 
1776 some four thousand Germans were 
given the best lands in the Province of 
Samara. The Russian peasants did not 
protest, saying: “There is enough ‘land 
here for all; let them live, too.” But 
from the first days the Russian peasants 
began to suffer from their German 
neighbors. Each German village was 
surrounded with walls and forts, and be- 
fore long they turned to rebbery on 
the highways, so that the traveling be- 
came dangerous. Many peasants were 
eaught by the brigands and kept in the 
cellars as prisoners and were used for 
hard work as slaves and cattle. 

- When the story of the German cruelty 
reached the Empress she ordered the de- 
struction of the walls around the vil- 
lages, but it helped little. Few officers 
dared to enter into the houses where the 
cellars were clogged with human bones 
and Russians dying from hunger. ‘Even 


as tate as 1902, when the statisticians of | 


the Samara Zemstvo, mostly stadents 
ef the university, came to obtain census 
iufermation regarding these Gérmans, 
they were roughly treated and chased 
away with hounds. 





Catherine Il. granted the colonists, as 
we call these Germans in Russia, for a 
hundred years freedom from taxes and 
from military service, and permitted 
them to bring various goods from Ger- 
many without paying duties. Naturally, 
they easily outgrew the Russian peas- 
ants, became rich, and bought up the 
lands everywhere, although they had re- 
ceived upon their arrival large tracts of 
land for themselves, their children, and 
grandchildren. They were supported 
morally by the German Government 
through the Court relations. Every Ger- 
man immigrant received two hundred 
acres of land. 

When the Zemstvo—established in 
1864—imposed some taxes on the Ger- 
man colonies, for the purpose of improv- 
ing roads and building hospitals, they 
refused to pay them; and to show their 
extreme contempt for Russia they over- 


threw the monument of Catherine IL, 


erected by them some time before, and 
pulled the statue into the river. Russians 
would have been executed for such an 
act without delay, but Germans had noth- 
ing to fear in Russia. They were too 
well protected by the Kaiser and the 
German Ambassador in Petrograd. 
When compulsory military training 
was introduced in Russia they refused to 
serve and cleverly organized themselves 
so as to escape it. The shirkers, boys 
under military age, disappeared from 
their villages, and, crossing the Russian 
frontier, went intoGermany. When they 
came to the military ‘age they entered 
the German Army. At the expiration of 
their military service in Germany they 
returned to Russia, changing their names 
for some time. In appearance they were 
typical German ex-soldiers, and they had 
the high respect and lowe of their 











opened to buyers. Russian peasants 
could not buy large estates, being unor- 
ganized. Thus, most of these lands passed 
to the Germans. From 1900 we see all 
the lands on the frontier of Germany 
and of Austria, and all the territory 
along the rivers in Poland.and southwest 
of Russia colonized by Germans. Many 
Russians realized the danger, but the 
censor did not allow any discussion of 
these questions in the press. . 

Meanwhile, in Germany, -books and 
periodicals published figurés of the Ger- 
man colonization of Russia, and maps of 
Russia were spotted thickly with the Ger- 
man colonies in Poland, in Little Russia, 
in Crimea on the Black Sea, on the 
Volga, and so on. ; 

Even in the face of this conquest of 
Russian territory the extefnal friendship 
between the two countries grew stronger. 
The German Government freely inter- 
fered in matters affecting Russian life, 
and not long before the war all fortresses 
in Russian Poland were ordered de- 
stroyed. Likewise many regiments were 
sent from Poland to Siberia and to 
Eastern European Russia notwithstand- 
ing the momentarily expected revolu- 
tion. 

I remember that after the 1905 revolu- 
tion I came back to Russia from Mon- 
golia by steamer on the Irtysh River. 
I found on board several Germans from 
Germany. They told me that they had 
seen the Governor of Semipalatinsk and 
that he had granted them good land for 
farms. They were going back to Ger- 
many to take to Siberia many others 
whose representatives they were. Just 
three weeks earlier I had met in the 
steppes many hundred peasants from 
Voronege crying in the wilderness on 


the Chinese frontier, They had been 
deceived by the agent. The lands given 
te them were salty, and the lakes and 
rivers had salt water. They could not 
return to the distant Voronege, where 
all their property was sold. They could 
not stay on the salt lands. They were 
looking for any kind of job anywhere. 

How could such a political crime be 
permitted! The Russians had no letters 
from the Kaiser nor references from the 
court. They had been blunt, simple 
peasants, and the Governor, a good man, 
had obeyed orders from Petrograd and 
Berlin. , 

The richest part of Turkestan, the 
Province of the Seven Rivers or of 
Semiryechensk, was kept by the Russian 
Government as a reserve land, and no 
Russian could get a farm there. But in 
the same province, at the same time, the 
best lands had been presented to some 
Germans introduced by the Kaiser, and 
five large German colonies were flourish- 
ing in Semiryechensk. Poor Russians 
had to cross the frontier and go inte 
Mongolia, where nobody prevented, te 
establish villages and till the soil. 

Cossack lands cannot be sold to a man 
of non-Cossack origin. On the Irtysk Riv- 
er the best lands belong to the Cessack 
officers, who secretly sell them, having 
no taste for farming, and needing the 
money. A large German commercial 
house in Omsk established, in secret, a 
great real estate agency for the sale of 
Cossack lands. [I discovered this fact, 
being in Omsk by chance, when I was 
mistaken for a big foreign buyer of 
lands.

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neighbors and often even’were elected 
Mayors and Chairmen of local societies. 


To keep strqnger the ties with the 
Vaterland, they invited clergymen from 
Germany, who preached every Sunday on 
their duty to the Kaiser. These min- 
isters were so extreme in their anti-Rus- 
sian propaganda that they were some- 
times stopped by their own parishioners. 
They even tried to spread sympathy for 
the Kaiser among Russian peasants 
through a sect with the German name 
of Stunda, distributing money, presents, 
and portraits of the Kaiser, and teach- 
ing the German language. Russian peas- 
ant boys employed by German colonists 
were forced to speak German and go to 
their church. 

They kept separated from the Russians 
except when they wanted to. show. their 
power as usurers or cruel masters. The 
Grand Juries were busy with cases of 
fingers and arms cut off by Germans— 
-which corresponded to the lynching of 
negroes—and of injuries from wolf traps, 
set by Germans for Russians on the 
roads and sidewalks. 


The last stage of the colony estab- 


lished by Catherine II. we find in Mon-. 


tana and some of the other States. In 
the United States they continued to be 
Germans and kept their lands in Russia 
as Russians. Think ef these twice hy- 
phenated Germans! After a hundred 
years in Russia and some decades in 


America they still speak their German | 


and keep strong the ties with their colo- 
nies in Russia and with the old country 
in Germany. 

Although the growing Russian popula- 
tion needed the free land Germans con- 
tinued to pour into Russia; they occu- 
pied free lands in Siberia, in the Cau- 
casus, and in Turkestan, and were buy- 
ing lands im Poland and in Little Rus- 
sia. Large sums were provided by the 
German Government for their subjects’ 
colonizing in Russia, and they kept their 
eye on the great Eastern Empire. Rus- 
sia had many lands to sell. After the 
emancipation of the serfs in Russia in 
1861 many landlords became impover- 
ished and took to selling their estates. 
Besides, after the last Polish revolution 


~ im 1863, many of the Polish gentry-lost 


their rights of proprietorship in Poland 
ané in Little Russia.

HETHER the New York 

City Hall cupola , shall 

have a clock—a century- 

old controversy—is being 

waged all over again as a 

result of the recent fire. 
Robert W. de Forest, President of the 
Municipal Art Commission, which will 
pass upon the style of cupola to be built, 
is of the opinion that the original clock- 
less design should be restored. There is 
bound to be opposition to this viewpoint, 
and the City Fathers will take up the con- 
troversy where it was laid down when 
the just-destroyed cupola was built in 
1858. 

The original cupola was designed by 
dohn McComb, architect of the building, 
when the City Council decreed in 1803 
that New York should have a City Hall. 
When the building was completed in 1814 
the slender cupola of classic simplicity 
@esigned by McComb was erected, and 
ft remained in place until 1830. Then it 
was decided that a municipal timepiece 
‘was essential to the comfort and con- 
wenience of the public. After much con- 
troversy the problem was solved by lift- 
ing the dome of the cupola structure one 
story. It was raised just high enough to 
allow a four-faced clock to be built in. 
Architects of the day argued that the 
change destroyed the beauty of the orig- 
inal design, but the utilitarian idea pre- 
vailed. 

In 1858 the cupola was destroyed by 
fire, in much the same manner as was

the one last week. Early on the morning 
of Aug. 18 of that year, following a night 
of fireworks celebration over the laying 
of the Atlantic cable, the cupola caught 
fire, and only its blackened shell remained 
when the fire was put out. There was 
immediate agitation over the manner of 
restoration. Some wanted the tower of 
McComb in its simple beauty restored. 
Others clamored for a clock, and the 
architects sought to effect a compromise 
by suggesting a timepiece in the centre

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window of the top story of the hall, the 
room now occupied by the Municipal Art 
Commission. 

The public, however, had become used 
to the clock that could be seen from all 
four sides of the building, then the high- 
ést in the city. .The City Fathers agreed, 
and the clock went back into the new 
cupola. Since ¢hat day other clock tow- 
ers have sprung up im the vicinity of 
City Hall, and it may be that the time 
has come again when the cupola designed 





by the original architect will be placed 
again atop “ New York City’s finest piece 
of architecture.” 

“ Until the plans have been discussed 
and approved no one can say exactly 
what kind of a cupola will replace the 
wrecked one,” said Mr. de Forest. “ Pere 
sonally, I am in favor of having the 
original design restored.” 

At the time of the recent fire Gros- 
venor Atterbury, the architect, was busy 
upon a plan for a new cupola. The 
Board of Estimate a short time previous- 
ly had appropriated $10,000 for the re- 
construction of the tower, which was ad- 
mitted to be badly in need of repair. 
Asked if he thought there might be roors 
for a clock, even in the McComb design, 
Mr. de Forest replied: 

“TI can’t say. Mr. Atterbury is at 
work upon the plans which he had in 
mind before there was any thought of 
fire. I have not seen his plans, and do 
not know what the other members of the 
commission or the Board of Estimate 
think of them. All I can say is that most 
of the men concerned with whom I have 
talked, both before and since the fire, 
seemed to be of the opinion that the old 
McComb cupola without the clock was 
more in keeping with the architectural 
design of the building, and that in re- 
gard to putting up a new cupola, as we 
were going to do even if the fire had not 
come along, we found many voices in 
favor of eliminating the clock from that 
part of the building.”

@ recent years so much that in Lodz 
gnd Chenstechova, the holy places for 
am Poles, German was used in the 
streets and shops no less than Polish, but 
Russian was boycotted by the Poles. 
There were German high schools even in 
Petrograd, but in no high schools was 
the Polish language permitted. In Ger- 
man high scheols in Russia the books 
for class reading and study were not 
enly pro-German, but full of insults te 
Russia and the Russians. The German 
high school student in Petrograd some- 
times could hardly speak Russian. By 
dividing the Poles and Russians the Ger- 
mans became masters in Russian Poland 
and thus organized and prepared her 
military conquest. The safety and peace 
of Poland and of Little Russia was in- 


trusted to German Governors, German 


officials, German military chiefs, Ger-' 


man spies. 

Even the Cossacks were under sus- 
picion and often German officers were 
placed over them, te the natural disgust 
ef soldiers accustomed to be commanded 
by the descendants of their own clans. 


To spread discontent in Little Russia 
they established a Little Russian uni- 
versity in Galicia and invited professors 
of Little Russian history and literature 
even from Berlin. They turned the heads 
of the youth with the idea of the great 
State of Little Russia. But it was only 
show. As a matter_of fact, the peasants 
of Galicia were paupers, overtaxed and 
kept in their villages without education. 
They were arrested for possessing any 
Russian book, even the Russian Bible. 

So discontent started. The Germans 
busied themselves in advocating opposite 
policies with-the Little Russians of Aus- 
tria and those of Russia, trying to create 
discontent, and- then hypocritically of- 
fered their services to save Russia. The 
invention of dangers for thé Petregrad 
Government and then timely assistance 
from the faithful Germans was the 
cleverest system “made in Germany” 
to keep Russia tied and enslaved, and 
you will not find another such example 
in the world’s history. 

The German officers and Generals in 
the Russian Army had the reputation 
ef being extremely cruel, tough, and in- 


human and were hated and despised. I 
have no time to give a thousand exam- 
ples from books and from my own ex- 
perience of the brilliant courtiers, such as 
Baron Stakelberg, and the manners of 
the typical German cad speaking with 
his inferiors. 

The historical type of the dishonest, 
avaricious, cruel and base German may 
be given in Biron. He was the ruler of 
Russia during the reign of Empress 
Anne. His cruelty surpassed the cruelty 
of Duke Alba in the Netherlands, and 
became proverbial in Russia.- He was 
a typical groom at the beginning of his 
career. Russian finances became his per- 
sonal property and at the end of his life 
he was one of the richest men of Russia. 

And many a small Biron of German 
origin we may find in Russia at every 
reign, especially when the Emperor was 
not strong enough- to struggle with the 
German octopus spreading its arms to the 


the Russjans-than during the reign of 
the conservative and less educated but 
Roosevelt-like Alexander [III., who 
turned his back on Germany and looked 
for alliance, with the Republic of 
France. 

Describing the Russian people, Mr. 
Stone, Chief Statistician of the United 
States Tariff Board, says: 

As for the middle and upper classes, their 
intelligence and education hardly need dem- 
onstration. From their ranks have come the 
great men of letters, science, and art whose 
names have made Russia the object of in- 
terest and admiration on the part of the 
civilized world. It must also be borne im 
mind that the landlords and the middle 
classes have had their share of experience 
with representative government through the 
municipal Dumas and provincial Zemstva, 
The Russian peasants, paradoxical as this 
may sound, have had a far more thorough 
training in the exercise of citizenship than 
not only the French at the end of the eight- 
eenth century, but eum their temporary 
neighbors who are enjoying a representative 
system of government. 

- Today we have more chance to fight 
successfully against -the German im- 
fluence than over before, and I am suré 
we shall never return te the old system, 
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EW YORK 1s begipaing to 
show lively symptems of 
art. The decorations of 
Fifth Avenue on the oc- 
casion of the reception to 
Marshal Joffre and his 

companions were the work of artists 
who achieved. an effect. of. homo- 
geneity anda degree of. dignity in 
spite of the difficulties presented by the 
long and relatively narrow lane of the 
avenue. Our avenue frem Fifty-ninth 
Street to Washington Square has no such 
generous episodes of round and square 
open ‘spaces, beautifully proportioned to 
the surrounding streets and buildings, as 
make the effective decoration of Paris 
child’s play, and it is an almost impos- 
sible task to arrange buntings and plas- 
ter figures and symbolic medallions in a 
way -to suggest opulence from one point 
of view and escape the effect of confusion 
from the other points of view. As the 
city cannot be replanned for the exigen- 
cies of spevial celebrations, we may call 
ourselves fortunate that we are able to 
enlist competent architects and designers 
in an effort to meet the existing condi- 
tions. and overcome their worst features. 
Still more encouraging is the employ- 
ment of trained and gifted artists in the 
management of the poster problem, which 
is with us not upon rare occasions, but 
always. 

Not long ago’ President: Wilson, through 
‘George Creel of the Committee of 
Public Information, requested the Society 
of Illustrators to appoint a committee of 
artists to assist the Goverrment in ob- 
taining pictorial publicity. The commit- 
tee has been formed with Charles Dana 
Gibson as its Chairman, and has asked 
every artist in the country, whether affil- 
iated or not with the Illustrators, to co- 
operate in meeting this need. The first 


“request of the Government is that the 


committee get out ‘a twenty-four-sheet 


‘poster on the subject of Americanism, to 


be spread broadcast throughout the 


country. 
Later, no doubt, the artists will be 


asked to produce posters for specific noti- 


fications, and recruiting posters such as 
have appeared here and there with the 
signatures of well-known illustrators and 
painters. The terrible war of nations 
will have one bright mark to its credit if 
it forces an opening for extensive and in- 

telligently directed employment of ar- 


tistic posters as a means of - -informing 
-and-reinforming the public, of making “a 


point and making it over and over again 
by such reiteration as cannot be gained 
in any other way than by this bold, direct 
method. If used rightly in a campaign of 
publicity dedicated to the needs of the 
war, the poster cannot later lose its posi- 
tion in a civilized community. Its effi- 
ciency in saying a thousand times what a 


circular can say but once already is ap- ~ 


preciated by advertisers of commerce. It 
remains for the Government to system- 
atize and restrain within proper bounda- 
ries the mighty function of poster art, 
giving the public its: economical service 
in matters of general concern, It should 
be the affair of municipal governments 
also to provide kiosks such as those of 
Paris for posters and release the misused 
walls of buildings. 

A practical illustration of what the 
poster may do for an agricultural com- 


“munity is the posting of information con- 


cerning technical problems of crop grow- 
ing on a dry soil by the Department of 
Agriculture for Saskatchewan, starting 
the farmers of that region on a produc- 
tive campaign where previously their 
crops had been failures. The poster that 
works ‘with text alone is not to be de- 
spised,. but British authorities find the 
Pictorial appeals issued by the Parlia- 
méntary. Recruiting Committee much 
more efficient in achieving their pur- 
pose than any appeal made ‘without the 
aid of pictures, and the same undoubtedly 
would.‘be true of posters issued for pur- 
poses of peace. *

in governing ‘and instructing a com- 
munity. But the crudity of the work 
heretofore-seen in America makes it de- 
sirable that we should keep steadily in 
mind a high ideal of poster art. The 
artists who in Europe have raised it to 
a place by the side of book illustration 
and even mural decoration have given to 
it faculties trained by the study of liter- 
ature and life and hands trained to skill- 
ful interpretation of artistic ideas. They 
have been men of general and specific 
cultivation. They have loved Aeauty and 
recognized character. They have gone 
deeply into questions of psychology to 
find the best ways ‘of reaching that 
strange region, the public mind. They 
have mastered the science of optics and 
of chromatic relations in order that their 
little candle shall throw its beam as far 
as possible into the naughty world. They 
have recognized the limitations of their 
field and :strengthened themselves in 
obedience te them, canalizing their ener- 
gies and establishing a rigid control over 
their free fancies. 

By. holding the poster art of America 
up to this standard the Government will 
profit exceedingly. England has got so 
far as to realize that the mere placing of 
a poster by an artist of happy inspira- 
tion, playing ‘about the theme of life in 
the country, on the route of a railway 
leading out of. London, perceptibly in- 
creases travel on that road. We have 
American artists who undoubtedly could 
persuade the most inveterate cockney: of 
Manhattan or Philadelphia to Sabbath 
Day journeys into the open, or to the 
planting of an infinitesimal backyard 
with beans. But the reformation of 
America cannot be done in a night by the 
poster artists, and America is prone to 


look with disfavor upon what cannot be. 


done in a night. Even our well-equipped 
painters will find it necessary to study 
the special problems of the new art if 
they are to live up to their own abilities 
in practicing it. A glance at the list of 
those abroad who have taken poster art 


‘seriously will indicate in what excellent 


company they will find themselves. 
Among: the artists of distinction who 
have devoted themselves to the art of 
the poster in France are Jules Chéret, 
tHe pioneer of the modern’ movement 
which’ he initiated -in- 1886 with a series 
of “affiches ” vivacious in line and gay 
in color; Eugéne Grasset, whose work 
is characterized by heavy outlines resem- 
bling the leads in stained glass, multi- 
tudinous detail, and a dominating idea; 
Toulouse-Lautrec, ~ mordantly. critical 


-here as in his other work; and master of 


them all in economy of means and signif- 
Steinien; simpler. and 
more massive in design, -inimitable in 


‘the development of cat themes; Alphonse 
-Mucha, who was born jn Bohemia and 


is known here by his-mural work and 
magazine covers; the Belgian Meunier, 
Guillaume, Prince Jean Paléologue, the 
“Pal” of the well-known nursery de- 
signs made in this country; Boutat de 
Monvel, Ibels, and many others. 

In England Frederick Walker’s poster 
advertising, ‘‘ The Woman in Black,” was 
the first to adorn the London boardings 
five years later than Chéret’s début in 
Paris. His style was typical of the Eng- 


‘lish sixties, touched both by the literalism 


and the romanticism of the Pre-Raphael- 
ites, yet keeping a separate and pure indi- 
viduality distinguishing it from all con- 
temporary art. His mournful and some- 
what heavy mood was in the strongest 
contrast to Awbrey Beardsley’s morbid 
piquancy, and to Walter Crane’s medi- 


‘aevalism. The English have a genius for 
“illustration. 


Their artists make over 
literature into the likeness of pictorial 


‘art, and a:school of great importance has 


arisen with a range wide enough to in- 


“clude the vivid gayety of Dudley Hardy, 


who placed white silhouettes on a scarlet 
ground, the black spotting of Pryde and 
Nicholson, and the loose, free technique 
of Brangwyn. No one who has seen the 
posters of the Underground in London 
can fail to realize the admirable quality 
of the English work in this kind, or the 


-awakened appreciation of it on the part 


of the authorities. 

German posters are better known to 
us than those of either France or Eng- 
land, the strong saliency of the German 


style recommending itself to advertisers 
who have adopted it in less attractive 
ferms than are found in Germany itself. 

The right moment seems to have ar- 
rived for the development of a national 
style in this kind. When Walker set to 
work on his poster for the stage produc- 
tion of “A Woman in White” he wrote 
to one of his friends: “I am bent on 
doing all I can with a first attempt ‘at 
what I consider might develop into a 


most important branch of. art,” and the 


beautiful white figure against a black 
background pricked out with stars, in 
the manner of a huge woodcut, is suffi- 
cient testimony to his sincerity. Our 
artists are setting to work in the same 
spirit without belittling the difficulties 


of their undertaking or giving the: public - 


tawdry examples of their skill. If they 
can be encouraged by an appreciative 
public to keep the art of the poster upon 
a plane so high that none need ‘consider 


it beneath his attention, we shall have - 


won a strategic position in our continu- 
ous battle for popular education. 


A La Touche for Detroit. 
The Detroit Museum, according to its 
Bulletin, is planning to acquire by popu- 


lar subscription a fine example of the: 


work of Gaston La Touche, and one that 
is less remote from the present day than 
most of the pictures painted by that 
sturdy dreamer of eighteenth century 
idyls. The title is “ Hallali,” the cry that 
calls huntsmen to the final scene. A 
stag has been brought to bay in the mid- 
die of a shallow stream, and stands with 
his splendid ‘head aloft, defying the 
hounds gathering about him. There is 


-a huntsman on a white horse, and an- 


other on a sorrel is-about_to dismount 
to give the “ coup de grace”’ to the poor 
beast in the stream. The Autumn foliage 
is warm with color,and with golden sun- 
light, and its reflection shows in the rip- 
pling water. 

La Touche in his early years came un- 
der the influence of Manet and: Degas, 
and also spent much of his time in the 
fields and mines, painting subjects 
drawn from the life of laboring people 
with the downright realism of fellow- 
painters in the new school. He remained 
a realist,-in close contact with mature, 
the charming nature about St. Cloud and 
Versailles, which unites with eighteenth 


_century figures in a singularly perfect 


intimacy. In his later work he revived 
this society of the time of the Louises, 
painted Court ladies and cavaliers play- 
ing at life in bosky retreats or near the 
fountains of the stately parks or in the 
ballroonis: of ‘the’ royal ‘palaces. © In.cer- 
tain canvases ‘hé gave® full ‘rein- to his 
fancy and’ peopled the woodland with 
nymphs and -cupids sailing. upon fair 
waters in boats of enchantment. Unreal 
as they are, these figures of dream use 
the gesture of life-and have a robust 
naturalness that cheats the mind toward 
conviction of their reality. The settings 
in which they are placed are almost por- 
traiture and recognizable enough to 
those familiar with the lovely old land- 
scape that. owes so much to the hand of 
man. .La Touche is a painter not yet 
sufficiently known and honored, although 
in his own country he won a multiplicity 
of official sanction$. There is much room 
for choice among his works, and the pres- 
ent. is the right time for museums to 
make their selection. Detroit has set 
them an excellent example. 


Paintings of New Bedford Whalers. 
Clifford W. Ashley’s paintings of the 


-whalers of New. Bedford are now on view 


at the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. Mr. Ashley has made a special 


-study of the life in this old New: Eng- 


land town, and the ships represented in 
canvases are for the most part the old 
square-rigged whalers, which were. the 


-pride of the American merchant ma- 


rine. The colors are rich and varied, a 
deep bluish -purple, an olive green, a 
reddish brown, with touches of strong 
blue and yellow. Old wharves with bar- 
rels and bales waiting for the loading 
are contrasted with the clean, white

O State papers in the history of our country have 
been received with such deep and widespread in- 
terest as the messages of President Wilson to the 

Congress and the American people between Jan. 22 and 

Aprit 15 of thé present year, not even the papers of 

Washington, wrought in collaboration with the brilliant 

Hamilton and the philosophic Madison, or the unique utter- 

@nces of Lincoln’s genius. The occasion counts for much. 

Even to our own land alone, the crises with which Wash- 

ington and Lincoln had to deal were not of such profound 

importance as the one that presents itself to Mr. Wilson, 
while the relation of our country to the rest of the world 
ils now of far greater significance. And it is interesting 
to note that not merely the substance but the form of 
these messages, every word of Which is addressed to the 
world, has awakened attention and the admiration of 
the statesmen of all the allied ,nations. The political 
literature of England and of .France is rich with the ex- 

pression of powerful minds greatly stirred by noble im- 

pulse, so that in these countries a high standatd has been 

created. It is from these countries that there has come 
the warmest appreciation of our President’s state papers. 

The Messrs. Harper, in publishing in one little volume the 

six addresses relating to the entry of the United States 

upon the world struggle for liberty and justice, render a 

patriotic service. And in doing so they give to our people 

an opportunity tO compare Mr. Wilson's latest and most 
important work with that which has gone before. Of 

that opportunity we may venture, we trust, without im- 

propriety and, certainly, without ignoring the immense 

intrinsic importance of this latest work, to avail ourselves. 

Ten years ago Mr. Wilson wa known to his countrymen 
as a writer who had labored in the still air of delightful 
studies that lingers in our colleges at tasks which, indeed, 
involved the deep study of public affairs, and gave occa- 
gion for whatever original and constructive thinking the 
author might be able to bring to them; but which, in gen- 
eral opinion, tended rather to withdraw him from a public 
career than to fit him for one. When the movement was 
set on foot to make him a Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey, a State thickly populated with poli- 
ticlans, these smiled, scornfully or compassionately, at the 
advent of a pedagogue, a theorist, a dweller in the past, a 
dreamer of the future. They would have been less disposed 
to merriment had*they read his “ Constitutional Govern- 
ment” or his “ History of the American People” or his 
“George Washington.” All these works—and they con- 
stitute the body of Mr. Wilson's literary output—are, ina 
sense, studies in leadership, especially in political leader- 
ship. Glance for a moment at his “ Life of Washington,” 
by far the most popular in design and at the same time 
singularly careful and polished in style. 

A man is known by his hero. Even if the hero do not 
possess the qualities for which he is admired, the very pro- 
fession of admiration constitutes a sort of standard by 
which the admirer is more or less consciously guided in 
his own conduct. Mr. Wilson's “ Life of Washington ” is 
@istinctly the tale of a hero, and a hero by virtue of his 
gifts and his attainments as a leader of nfen in civil life 
as in war. The writer, of course, does full justice to 
Washington as a commander, to his foresight, his forti- 
tude, his capacity also for swift decision and prompt 
action; but he brings out with a still more fervent appre- 
elation Washington's influence with his army and with 
is countrymen, the gifts of intejlect and character by 
which he was enabled to carry the long struggle to a tri- 
umphant outcome. With even more careful analysis and 
eager appreciation he examines Washington's part in se- 
ouring the Constitution and in organizing the Government. 
Here again we have the study in leadership, not merely in 
the fact of leadership but in its methods and the qualities 
needed for it. . 

Turn now to Mr. Wilson’s “ History of the American 
People,” a work of real and remarkable value. The author 
is by no means !ll-trained for the réle of “philosophic” his- 
torian. His account of the environment amid which the 
American people grew, of the sources from which it was 
derived, of the external forces which influenced its de- 
velopment, of the material and economic conditions which 
tended to determine their action is careful, perspicacious, 
and extremely interesting, and it is particularly impartial 











and catholic. Mr. Wilson has to treat of five wars, the 
Revolution, the War of 1812, the Mexican war, the civil 
war, and the war with Spain. His story of each is lucid, 
compact, and, within the limits of his space, adequate. He 
betrays no ill-feeling toward the mother country as to the 
Revolution, or, Virginian that he is, any prejudice toward 
the North as to the civil war. 

But always it is the leaders who seem to engage his 
deepest interest. We know of no work in which the 
reader can find more-concise and yet sufficient estimate of

Washington, Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln—the four men 
who have most lastingly influenced the history of our 
country. Mr. Wilson gives them discriminating praise; 
but he is far from contenting himself with praise. He 
searches their careers with penetrating gaze to find the 
secret of their’strength. With philosophic thoroughness 
he inquires with equal zeal and care into the conditions 
among the people led which made-the leadership possible, 
the successive phases of character and fortune that created 
the need for the leadership which each, in turn, provided. 
Nor does he confine his search to the problems presented 
by the great leaders. His history is a gallery of swift and 
summary but informing sketches of the minor leaders, 
their qualities and defects, their relations to the great 
leaders, their representative traits. 

Through all these works of Mr. Wilson there runs a 
curious consciousness of his own power. Without irrever- 
ence one may say of him that he speaks as one having 
authority and not as one of the scribes. By the extent 
and intensity of his study, by the fervent interest and sus- 
tained sympathy which his task inspires, he has attaine? 
mastery and a sense of mastery clearly disclosed in his 
style. This is quiet, facile, sometimes picturesque, rarely 
eloquent, and nearly always well fitted to his subject. 
Occasionally," when his interest flags, when he is filling in 
detail to complete a story, he lapses into a style that is a 
bit thin and frivolous, a trifle too familiar, reminiscent of 
professorial pleasantry to which wise youths always re- 
act with exaggerated zest; but these occasions are rare and 
only make the sober and aythoritative tone of the essen- 





ttal passages more finpressive. Taking his historical an@ 
biographic work as a whole, we find, to borrow part of 
Bacon’s phrase, that reading has made him a “ full man * 
and writing an “ exact man.” : 

But it is in his “ Constitutional Government in the 
United States” that we find Mr. Wilson's quality as a 
thinker on politics most fully and strikingly revealed, and 
especially in the chapter on “ The President of_the United 
States,” now republished separately. by Harper & Brothe 
ers. The work of which this is a part was origihally pub- 
lished in 1908 by the Columbia University Press. “ At that 
time,” says the publisher's note introducing the repro- 
duction, “ Mr. Wilson had no thought that he would oc- 
cupy the*great office of which he wrote.” We do not know 
“on what authority this statement is made. If it be based 
on inference alone, it is open to respectful question. But, 
however a reader may resolve thesquestion, the chapter 
remains one of the most remarkable essays on its great 
theme that have been produced since the Constitution was 
formed. It is all the more remarkable in that its author 
has lived. to act with deliberation, with amazing energy, 
and, so far, with great sutcess upon his early conception 
of the Presidency. The substantive proposition of the es- 
say is that the President, by force of the duties imposed 
upon him, and by his relation to the rest of the Govern- ® 
ment and to the people, may, and in great degree must, 
‘be the leader’of his party, or the leader of the nation, o# 
both. 


He cannot escape [says Mr. Wilson] being the lead- 
er of his party except by incapacity and lack of per- 
sonal force, use he is at once the choice of the 
party and of the nation. 

He is also the political leader of the nation, or has it 
in his choice to be. The nation, as a whole, has chosen 
him and is conscious that it has no other political 
spokesman. Let him once win the admiration and 
confidence of the country and no other single force 
can withstand him, no combination of forces will 
easily overpower him. * * * If he rightly. interpret 
the national thought, and boldly insist upon it, he is 
irresistible; and the country never feels the zest of 
action so much as when its President is of such in- 
sight and calibre. Its instinct is for unified action, and 
it craves a single leader. It is for this reason that it 
will often prefer to choose a man rather than a party. 
A President whom it trusts cannot only lead it, but 
form it to his own views. 

The President is at liberty both In law and con- 
science to be-as big a man as he can. His capacity 
will set the limit. - 

We can safely predict that as the multitude of the 
Presjdent’s duties increases, as it must with the 
growth and widening activities of the nation itself, 
the incumbents of the great office will more and more 
come to feel that they are administering it in its 
truest purpose and with greatest effect by regarding 
themselves as less and less executive officers and more 
and more directors of affairs and leaders of the na- 

“~ tion—men of counsel and of the sort of action that - 
makes for enlightenment. : 


These few passages show the tone of the whole chap- 
ter. Is it not plain from them that the historian of the 
future seeking a key to the Administration of Mr. Wilson 
will look upon this essay as providing stich key? 

If after the study of this essay the reader takes up the 
study of the addresses in the great little yolume under 
review he will find their spirit and their aim much what 
might be expected from the essay. They are all instinct 
with the purpose of leadership. The first was delivered 
before the Senate Jan. 22. In it the President undertook 
to define the position of the United States in the near 
and remote future. Disclaiming any intention of claim- 
ing a part in the negotiations by which the cessation of 
hostilities should be arranged, he pointed out that the 
maintenance of peace would require a league embracing 
practically all the great naticns, and he recited the con- 
ditions on which the United States would join such a 
league.. He spoke as the representative of a neutral na- 
tion and with no intimation that it would cease to be 
neutral, unless such intimation might be found in the fact 
that the Entente Allies could, and the Central Powerg 
would not, concede the conditions imposed on the League 
of Peace. How Specifically and completely the tone of his 
gddress was that of leadership—of the leadership of our 
own country in this crisis of the world’s affairs—is patent 
from the closing passage:

HOSE who read ‘‘ The Harbor "have 
I waited with eager interest for Mr, 
Poole’s: second book. Now comes 
* His family,”’ after an interval of two years. 
It is more than worth walting for. _ Mr. 
Poole chooses large canvases for his work. 
In “The Harbor’ he placed before us the 
harbor of New York City. He showed its 
yital significance—our national life. With 
Billy, we hated it, loved it, and, finally, saw 
it truly. In “ His Family ’’ Mr. Poole pictures 
New York, with its multiple- personality. 
Roger Gale and his three daughters—embody- 
ing dissimilar types of womanhood—each live 
in a different New York. Told simply and 
sincerely, with careful craftsmanship, this 
book is worthy the best traditions in Amer- 
ican fiction. It touches on many vital prob- 
lems of our modern life, but the problems 
are never emphasized at the expense of char- 
acter. Edith and Deborah and Laura live 
their lives and, incidentally, are confronted 
with the varying phases of progress; their re- 
actions are always consistent with their char- 
acters. ‘ His Family ” js verily a section of 
ife—real and vital. The people in the book 
are not mere fictional puppets to us; we feel 
as if we had known them, and laughed and 
suffered with them. 
. Roger Gale comes to New York as a lad 
from the New H In the 
metropolis he meets Judith, who becomes his 
wife. Leaving him with three half-grown 
daughters, she dies, after exacting a promise 
that -he “will live on his children’s lives.” 
For a long time he forgets that promise, but 
he ddenly -r bers and finds himself 
surrounded by three individuals whom he 
hardly knows. Edith—utterly absorbed in her 
children and her home, resolved that they 
shall have the best of everything—is in strik- 
ing contrast to Deborah. Deborah is splen- 
did in her enthusiasm for her school, a mod- 
ern school that has become like a huge fam- 
ily; she is mother to thousands. And Laura— 
go pretty and eager for happiness—‘‘ seeks 
him whom her soul loves,’’ until Roger great- 
ly fears that she has no soul. We see the 
picture of them all, largely through the eyes 
of Roger Gale, who in his tolerance and 
understanding becomes very dear to us. He 
does not try to interfere in his children’s 
lives; they are grown people and must make 
their own decisions. He does, however, save 
Deborah from a il ! jation 
It is interesting to watch the three women 
im their contact with each other. Edith, whose 
ideal is to have everything nice for her chil- 
dren, resents Deborah's larger attitude and 
disapproves of Laura's frivolity. They get 
on each other’s nerves, these three sisters, 
and poor Roger Gale is buffeted about be- 
tween them. Edith’s husband, Bruce, a finan- 
cial surgeon, is breathless in an attempt to 
keep up, ever faster, faster, faster, with the 
speed of New York. His New York is a high- 
powered machine that will get away if he 
doesn’t hurry and catch up—or, worse still, 
some other fellow might run away with it. 
He is always dealing with men who have let 
their business go in the race; his job is to see 
that they catch up again.. He works with-all 
his heart and soul, partly because of a very 
passion for the game, and partly because 
Edith’s desire for simplicity is costly. Her 
New York is bounded on the right by “ the

nice thing to do,’’ and on the left by ‘‘ what 
is best for my children.” 
Deborah's deep, fine love for Allan Baird 


is a sort of background for her devotion to 
her school. This school of Deborah's is a 
revelation to Roger Gale. She goes into the 
homes of her children. She finds work for 
their parents, and looks after their physical 
welfare. Her activities in their behalf ¢xtend 
to Albany, even to Washington. Deborah 
Gale is a public character, adored by her 
mammoth family. Helping her and loving 
her is Allan Baird, who shares her ideals and 
gives up a fashionable uptown practice to 
manage a materfiity hospital for Deborah’s 
children. Their New York is a struggling, 
aspiring New York. Progress through the 
seething of the melting pot is what the city 
means to them: Be it understood, however, 
that they are not sanctified lay figures. They 
are people with a “ gleam,’’ perhaps, but 
their great joy is their work, not only be- 
cause it is service, but because it is their 
greatest happiness. In that distinction has 
Mr. Poole again proved himself a man who 
gees beneath the surface of things. He. re- 
alizes that people who devote their lives to 
an idea do so, not merely because of the 
nature of the idea, but ‘because of their in- 
tense joy in.being devoted to the idea. 
Laura, in whom is personified certain wild 
longings that Roger Galé had suppressed, is 
an interesting chdracter.. She is’ -urfmoral, 
‘Ecstatic’ in ‘her first marriage 
to young Sloane, we rejoice jn her beauty. and 
Joy in living. Her luxufies and her gay young 
life bother Roge?,: dnd when her marriage 
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tors out td be a failure,-and a lover comes 
rig, it ‘breaks his héart. But Laura, happy 
and serene, marries the young Italian, and 
erases everything but the delightful present 
from her wind. She has done wrong, and it 
is hard for Roger to realize that she is not 
suffering in the Jéast. Laura lovés a New 
York. that is made of glittering shops and 
shining restaurants. Fifth Avenue is her 
playground. 

Roger’s New York is a_ picturesque 
place. He loves the old neighborhood in 
which he lives. He looks out of his window 
and sees a skyline of high buildings and 
muses on the families dwelling within them. 
‘Then he goes down to the shop of the old 
Galician who shares his enthusiasm for 
curious rings, and as he passes the crowded 


“streets he sees color in the moving throngs. 


Always he compares it to the New York that 
received him—a city without scramble, a city 


“of homes and doorsteps and music And ro- 


mance. 

The war comes close to the “Gale family. 
Roger with the added financial burden of 
Edith’s family has a hard time to keep ‘the 
beloved house downtown. Edith resents the 
war; it deprives her children of things they 
should bave. Deborah is heartsick for her 
family. The first months of depression and 
unempleyment, the removal of funds to Bel- 
gium, the lack of money to carry on needed 
reforms, make exceptional demands on her 
frail strength. ‘‘ She had her enormous fam- 
ily and Edith had her small one, and in this 
hell of misery which war Was spreading over 
the earth each mother was up in arms for 
her brood.”’ But, Laura’s husband is making 
money in munitions. She describes their es- 
cape from Europe, the bribing of officials 
here and there.

A pretty 
romanée is developed along with the diplo- 
matic ‘intrigue’ of the tale, for. the Am- 
bassador has a charming daughter, and an 
admirable young private secretary; and a 
distinguished nobleman has his part in the 
political plottings over tbe American's mis- 
sion.in the foreign capital.

HAT Siberia is a land of many diverse 
aspects is more generally known to- 


I day than at any other period in. the 


world’s history. Not all of it is a trackless 
waste of perpetual snow and ice. It has been 
pointed out authoritatively of late that West- 
ern Siberia offers many- temptations as a 
home for a vast industrial population, with 
a climate not at all severe. On the other 
hand, when one reads what I. W. Shklovsky 
has to say in his “In Far Northeast Si- 
beria "—a fascinating book in its way—one 
Yrealizes that in the great province of 
Yakutsk, at least, there exists the Siberia of 
awful desolation, which is the popular idea 
of that land. 
ample, the. country is ice-bound. ten months 
jn the year, and one can travel on the ice on 


the river in the middle of August. The ground, 


is frozen to a depth of 700 feet. In the Sum- 
mer it thaws only from six to nine inches, so 
that the cultivation of any vegetation is im- 
possible. In this region, at the end of the 
nineteenth century, thousands of. people were 
Hving without bread, salt, soap, or linen, and 
wearing their fur clothing’ upon their naked 
skins. This, and much more, of the misery 
of Kolyma, Yet there are fétes, weddings, 
and other celebrations, with jollity and feast- 
ing-—fish, of course, being the staple food. 
Incidentally, the author states that “ among 
the Yakuts, and generally among all the polar 
savages, the condition of women is much bet- 
ter than among the Russian peasantry.”” A 
very intéresting chapter is devoted to the 
Chootktchi, one of the most intelligent of the 
tribes of Indians inhabiting this forbidding 
ceduntry. There are about 3,000 of them. As 
showing the quaint humor of these people, 
when one of them was asked how many 
Chootktchi there were, he took up a handful 
of sand and, holding it out, said, ‘‘ Count! "’ 
Pride of race spoke in this answer—the same 
pride that makes the Chootktchi style them- 
gelves ‘‘men."' There are many illustrations 
of places, people, weapons, and native draw- 
fngs, all of which add to the pleasure that any 
one must take in this volume, and the map 
of Yakutsk makes ft easy to follow the text 
understandingly. . 

“ Across Asia Minor on Foot ”’ assures one, 
fm its very title, of an entertaining narrative. 
Books of travel are numerous every year, yet, 
ff only fairly well done, they are a)ways read- 
able. In this case we have a tale of adven- 
ture of never slackening interest from bégin- 
ning to end. Strangely enough, the author, 
an Englishman, disclaims this very quality of 
adventure that stands out on nearly every 
page. He says: ‘‘ Brigandage and robbery, 
fighting between troops and deserters, mur- 
der and forcible abductions—affairs of this 
kind took place before and behind me, but I 
missed them ever."’ There are adventures 
without bloodshed or hairbrendth escapes, 
however, and these, In the form of wayside 
sights and incidents, with allusions to scenes 
of legends, traditions and historical events, 
in a land crowded with ancient memories, 
he has recorded in a way that proves him to 
be a born story-teller. With a Turk for his 

~@nly companion, he walked across this great 
eountry, covering about 1,300 miles in fivu 
months, meeting Turks, Circassians, Greeks, 
Armenians, and Lazis, and, as he tells us, 
making friends with all. The sixty capital 
Miustrations in the volume are all from photo- 
graphs taken by the author, with one excep- 
tion.

general title of ** Mount Rainier—A Record of 
Exploration,’’ Professor Edmond S.- Meany 
of the University of Washington has shown 
a nice discrimination and sense of values 
which enable him to present a well-balanced 
history of the famous mount. To this is 
added a description of its flora, fauna, rocks, 
and glaciers, with some of the picturesque 
Indian legends associated with the region, 
and a résum@& of the work of scientific 
societies and national legislators in creating 
the Mount Rainier National. Park. 

Beginning with the discovery of the moun- 
talIn by Captain George Vancouver, the Eng- 
lish navigator and explorer, and his naming 
it after his friend Reap Admiral Rainier, in 
1792, the record is carried along to 1914, when 
the United States Geological Survey gave the 
elevation of the peak officially as 14,408 feet 
above mean séa level. This establishes Rainier 
as second in height only to Mount Whitney 
in California, the highest point in the United 
States. . 

Although Professor Meany makes only the 
modest claim to have “ edited’ the records 
furnished by other _writers—all of. whose 
names are given in connection with their 
work—he has contributed much origina! mat- 
ter such as could be furnished only by one 
thoroughly conversant with his subject, and 
who was stimulated by a genuine interest 
therein. He a at the beginning that 
it is his purpose to gather in compact form 
information about the discoveries and explo- 
rations of the mountain and its environs, 
the annals of which have appeared in desul- 
tory fashion in books,. pamphlets, or period- 
icals not easily accessible. When it is rememm- 
bered that Mount Rainjer. National Park. is 
visited annually by -increasing thousands of 
tourists, the far-reaching interést in such a 
book as.this will be readily appreciated. One

‘HERE 1s always the danger to the 
T literary critic of giving too great 
precision to his theories of con- 
temporary “ tendencies" in literature. Of 
Jate we have been fairly surfelted with 
solemn discussions ‘of the “ new move- 
ments,” the “ new schools” in poetry, and 
when, as a result of this constant iteration 
of the birth: ‘of: well-defined,-« even revolu- 
tionary, novelties in this branch of litera- 
ture, we look for actual instances, we are 
apt to find that the whole affair is largely 


the dogmatic expression of something. that: 


exists mainly, if not wholy, in the critic's 
mind. Of course there is a “ new move- 
ment” in contemporary poetry. In every 
age having poetry of any originality what- 
ever there is a new movement. The 
“ school " arising from thé latter js usually 
found in the concerted effort of minor 
versifiers to follow the lead of those few 
spirits in every age who have sufficient 
originality to strike out new forms, new 
themes for their art.

particular time, the subject receives com-, 


prehensive treatment in a volume entitled 
“The Young Idea,” just published by the 
Duffield Company, in which is given “an 
anthology of opinion on the aims and 
tendencies of the American literature of 
today and tomorrow.”

imagistic, SHAKESPEARE was an imagist— 
and so were a score of others among the 
Great classic poets—which merely goes to 
prove, as Mr. Ficke contends, that there 
ig nothing unique in the aim of the imagist. 


R. MORRIS divides the thirty poets 
taking part in his symposium into 
five classes—the Empiricists, the Roman- 
ticists, the Idealists, the Pessimists, the 
Traditionalists. -The classifications are 
more or less arbitrary. Study of the 
opinions grouped under each is interesting 
as showing the wide overlappings of theory 
and method between class and class. When 
these “ young poets” finally give dog- 
matic expression to the settled aims of 
their art the entire field is amazingly freed 
of its vaunted “insurgency.” What they 
are seeking is, after all, what poetry has 
ever sought—the interpretation of life, its 
emotions, its aspirations, its realizations, 
in the forms and symbols of art. As Mr. 
MogRis sums it up: 

There is a singular unanimity of 
opinion with respect to the predomi- 
nating tendency in our contemporary 
writing; a return upon life, and, more 
specifically, upon contemporary Amer- 
ican life, as the subjéct matter of our 
writing. The younger writers are 
urging as their claim to attention that 
they are dealing with the life which 
they see about them, and of which 
they are a part, and that they are 
dealing with this life in its own terms; 
they .are quick to perceive the poetic 
core of common expertence, and it is 
this that they would reveal in their art. 

So far as this goes it is a healthful sign 
of a reawakened spirit of true poetry 
today. It is a protest against the arti- 
ficialities, the essentially untrue, conven- 
tional, sentimental interpretation of life of 
the verse dominating the age of DRYDEN 
and Pore. It is a return to the ideals of 
the age broadly known as the Elizabethan 
and of that rich efflorescence of poetry in 
the first half of the nineteenth century. 
The significant feature of Mr. Monrgis’s 
anthology of “ The -Young Idea” lies in 
the recognition by practically all these 
latter-day singers. of. the vitality..of- their 
art, the need to enlist it in the pursuit of 
truth, rather than mére outworn™ conven- 
tion. - As Mr. FICKE says: ‘ 

Something has really happened to us. | 
The effort toward freedom from dead 
conventions, in the new 
poetry’. has a significance greater than 
any actual accomplishment that- the 
movement has so far produced. There ' 

~is a genuine spiritual liberation behind 
-even the most fantastic of the new 
poems; and™ an honest‘ effort to explore, 
to. invent, . to: “widen the boundaries of 
the art. 
So far, apparently, the poet, of great, 
lasting achievement in this field, whose 
inspiration is felt so keenly by this band 
of contemporary singers, has not _yet 
arrived. When he comes it is safe to ign 
that he. will not represent a.“ school” I 
a “ movement.” He will interpret the ute 
of his day without striving. for the gro- 
tesque or the novel in method. He will 
be a poet that we are bound to heed 
because he will speak in the eternal forms 
of art. 





HE experiences of an English pub- 
lisher, HERBERT JENKINS, who has 
piloted his business. successfully - through 
the two and a half years of war, is given 
in the current number of Publisher's 
Weekly. When the war broke out the 
firm of which Mr. JENKINS is the head was 
only two years old. Even in times of 
peace the launching of a new publishing 
house in competition with the many well 
established firms already in the field is 
fraught with sufficient hazard to call for 
the best of business ability. One would ex- 
pect that under the stress of war condi- 
tions a new house would have little or no 
chance to survive. But the experience of 
Mr. Jenkins shows the fallacy “of the 
alarmist’ viewpoint.. From- the beginning. 


‘this publisher believed that, war or no 


war, the demand for books. would continue. 


' This faith he wisely supplemented with: 


the theory that the usual demand would be. 
modified in character;+4ft not. hr volume, 
by the crisis through which England was 
passing.’ Hence, he chose his -books with 
an eye to these conditions—and’ the signifi- 
cant feature of. his experience lies. in the 
fact that instead ‘of attacking his problem’ 
in a half-hearted way he won success by 
pushing his .books more vigorously. He, 
printed larger editions, took greater risks, 
“ speeded up » his “ travelers,” advertised 
more widely—afid more wisély—than ever 
before. “Evidently it. was hard’ sailing at’ 
first, and he has had-to be quick to antici- 
pate the vagious changes in character of: 
the books to fit. the popular feeling. But,; 
with thé application of what are :simply, 
common-sense. methods, ;- the..growth has 
been surprising: “ To give some idea of 
the: difference between 1914 and 1916,” he 
tells us, “I have had eur August 

taken out, and for every 100 books sold in 
August, 1914, we have sold 5,200 in 1916.”

HIS new edition of Poe’s poems will be 
of the greatest interest to Poe stu- 


dents and enthusiasts, since Mr. 


Whitty, who is probably the foremost living 
authority upon matters conneéted with the 
poet, has discovered several poems by him not 
heretofore published and has included them 
It would, of course, be too 
much to expect that any work of consequence 
should have escaped the eager eyes of Poe 
students until this time. “Néevertheléss, sev- 
eral of these new examples of Poe’s art have 
much interest, although their poetic quality 
is not high, and the circumstances under 
which they were found give to some of them 
added glamour. There is, for instance, the 
following set of verses, ‘‘ The Vital Stream,” 
found among the Ellis ana Allan papers in 
the Library of Congress among a number of 
other Poe documents, which Mr. Whitty says 
is Poe's earliest known manuscript verse, and 
seems to have been written about 1827, just 
after his return from college.

Although Poe was 18 years old when he 
wrote these verses, an age at which some 
other famous poets have produced master- 


pieces, his more slowly developing powers 
were still, evidently, in a merely adolescent 
state. Nevertheless, they show the budding 


promise of some of the distinctive character- 
istics of his genius. One perceives in them 
the delicate sense of music in words and the 
easy evocation of cadence which later he de- 
véloped to such a striking degree. There is 
in them, too, the first crude glimmer of that 
morbid and balefully glowing imagination 
But 
comparison. with the poem ‘To Helen,’’ 
which was written only four years later—un- 
less Mr. Whitty should be mistaken as to the 
date of these verses—would indicate that his 
poetic development came suddenly and rap- 
idly. 

Among Mr. 


Whitty's discoveries is this 





couplet, apparently jotted down as a passing 
thought in a busy moment with the possi- 
bility that it might be developed when leisure 
allowed: 

Déep in earth my love is lying, 

And I must weep @ lone ye 

It was discovered written in faint pencil in. 
Poe's autograph on the. back of an original 
holograph manuscript of Poe’s poem, *“* Eu- 
lalie,” in a leatherette-bound copybook used 
as an autograph album and apparently be- 
longing to the period 1845 to 1850. This copy- 
book is in the New York Public Library, 
where the holograph manuscript with the 
couplet on the back was discovered in 1914. 

Here is another song fragment not previ- 
ously published : . 

Hark, gecko? Hark, echo! 

is the sound 

of ait ean: in happiners wrapt. 
which was found on the back of an anony- 
mous manuscript poem left by Poe in his 
desk in the office of the Sauthern Literary 
Messenger, Both desk and manuscript are 
now in the possession of Mr. Whitty. The 
contribution was afterward printed in The 
Messenger, and Mr. Whitty conjectures that 
Poe decided not to finish the ‘“ Spiritual 
Song ’’ which he thus began, but to use in- 
stead ‘‘ Israfel,’’ which appeared in the same 
number of the Messepger. 

There is a longer poem entitled ‘‘ The Great 
Man” and beginning, “ The great man lives 
forever enshrined in the hearts of men,” of 
which the manuscript, apparently belonging 
to the 30s, was found in Poe's desk. Mr. 
Whitty thinks it was probably revised some 
years later and put into the form of the 
‘poem Poe is known to have,written, ‘‘ The 
Great Physician,’’ but which has disappeared. 

The ldmpooning ‘‘ Lines to Joe Locke”’ 
has some historical interest, since it re- 
lates to Poe's ill-starred experience at West 
Point, where Joe Locke was an inspector of 
tactics, whose principal duty w4s to report 
violations of orders. Poe was there in 1830-31, 
and his contemporaries said that No. 28,

STANDARDS. By W. C. New York: 


——Charies Scribner's Sons. 


R. BROWNELL’'S admirable little 
M monograph “ Standards” was, in 
substance, read hast Autcmam be- 
fore the American Academy. It has some- 
thing of the flavor of what in his journal- 
istic days he would have recognized as an 
“ obituary,” and somewhat —in its serious- 
meas, its dignity, and its fervor—of the 
eraison funébre in honor of the illustri- 
ous dead. For Mr. Brownell makes hardly 
an appreciable qualification of his belief 
that standards no longer exist for Amer- 
fean art and letiers. He ‘faces with lov- 
ing care their origin, their character, the 
service they rendered when they were still 
with-us; he expresses with manly tender- 
mess his inconsolable regr:t at their loss, 
and he exposes in a spirit woven of indig- 
mation, compassion, and scorn some of the 
conditions that loss entails. 

Mr. Brownell is essentially a moralist, 
and, like most of the mor ifl:ts of his 
loved France—to whose i::fhaence he has 
contentedly yielded—he wields with re- 
straint and discreetly the weapon of satire. 
For example, discussing the prevailing 
tendency toward impatience with the past 
and toward absorption in the sensations of 
the present, he remarks: 

In the new belles lettres, a -historical 
erence arouses uneasiness and a 
mythological allusion -irritation — be- 
cause they are felt to be not obscure 

‘but outworn. The heart sinks with 

ennul at. the mention of Amaryllis in 

the shade, and thrills with pleasure in 
imagining the imagist in the bath.

His pages sparkle with wit and wisdom in 
happy combination: The reader feels the 
gway of a loyal, candid, deeply self-re- 
specting nature and of a mind disciplined 
by the study not only of what literature 
discloses of life, but of that still richer 
revelation which actual living brings to the 
soul that can receive it. Writing of Paris 
and its curious hospitality to novel vent- 
ures in letters and still more in art, Mr. 
Brownell says: 

There is besides running through the 
currents and eddies of the moment, 
which boil rather than flow, a clear 
stream of temperamentally conserva- 
tive criticism that clarifies and puri- 
fies, and carries along to the ocean of 
general appreciation the sweetness 
without the sediment of the troubled 
waters through which it passes, while 
at the same time it tranquilly trans- 
ports its own freight of principles and 
standards. 

One is apt to feel strongly that, were our 
@uthor a Parisian, it is to this “ clear 
stream of temperamentally conservative 
criticism that ‘clarifies and purifies” to 
which he would contribute—to which, in- 
deed, recalling his “ French Traits” and 
his “ French Art,” and their reception in 
France, he has substantially contributed, 
In our country it is a lonelier task to which 
he. has devoted himself, and it is not-sur- 
prising that his view of it is, on the whole, 
Gloomy. 

Perhaps a little too gloomy. For, after 
@ll, the forces of evolution of which Mr. 
Brownell seems to find little trace have 
worked and may reasonably be expected to 
work beneficently. _ The eraze for novelty,

the morbid appetite for emotion, the resent- 
ment toward the past, the restless contempt 
for standards may. be and probably are 
passing; while the qualities of human 
mature by which standards are evolved and 
nourished may well be, and almost certainly 
are, lasting. We shall be excusable, we 
shall even be justified, if, remembering 


the road the race has traversed, we give 


ourselves the benefit of the doubt. 


DAVID HUMPHREYS 


LIFE AND TIMES ae DAVID HUMPHREYS.

OLONEL DAVID HUMPHREYS was a 
very. notable figure in his day, and not 

only took a prominent part in the stirring 
events of the Revolution and ding years 








both at home and abroad, but he was also 


one of those forward-looking men who in 
every age endeavor to make preparation for 
the future. So close were his relations with 
our first President, as military aid, com- 
panion, and trusted friend that when Trum- 
bull, the historical and portrait artist who 
was his contemporary and friend, wrote his 
opitaph he ended with these lines; 

To sum all titles to respect i 

Here Humphreys rents-belov’ d “ot Wash- 

ingto.. 

The autkhor of these two sturdy volumes 
has done well to entitle them as the “life 
and times” of his subject, for he presents 
not a mere biography of one man, but a 
taoad picture of the pubtic affairs, the pri- 
vate life, the manners and customs, the im- 
portant eyents of the country through the 
more than sixty years of the life of Colonel 
Ifumphreys, with, of course, his subject as, 
usually, the centre of inteuest. 

The son of’a Connecticut clergyman, liv- 


ing during his early years in a New Eng-. 
‘land village and graduating from Yate in 


his latter teens, the account of David Hum- 
phreys’s youth is typical of that of most 
of the sons of those plain-living and high- 
thinking New England families of early 
days who served their country with such 
distinguished character and capacity. He 
joined the Revolutionary Army at the first 
call for troops and rapidly rose in rank 
until he was made one of Washington's 
aids and a much-trusted and loved) mem- 
ber of his military family. At’the end of 
the war the only personal request that 
Washington made of the Congress was for 
the appointment of Humphreys_as Secre- 
tary of Foreign Affairs. This was not 
done,_but he went as Secretary of the im- 
portant commission, which was sent to 
Europe to negotiate treaties for the infant 
republic with as many European nations 
as possible. Later he served the country 
for many years as its diplomatic represent- 
ative in Spain and Portugal. 

After his return to the United States he 
did much for the furtherance of agricultural 
and manufacturing interests. He was the 
founder in America of the wool manufactur- 
ing industry, and not ofly was the product 
of his mills famous for its quality, but his 
provisions for the health and comfort of his 
employes were so remarkable and success- 
ful that his works at Humpbhreysville at- 
tracted wide gttention. With several hun- 
dred employes there was not for six years 
a death among them. He did much in a 
practical way and urged still more as theory 
for the bettering of agricultural methods 
and products and was the first te propose 
the scheme of agricultural education aided 
by the State. He was the first also to point 
out_the need of a naval militia and of a méf- 
chant marine. Deeply interested he. was 
also in literature and art and himself wrote 
much poetry in the polished and dignified 
measures of the time. 

Although he has made considerable use of 
Colonel Humphreys’s correspondence with 
Washington which is preserved in the Li- 
brary of Congress, the author has been 


somewhat sparing in direct quotation there-. 


from. .Whenever he has done so it is very 
readable, especially the long reports to 
President Washington from Spain and 
Portugal in which there are displayed ‘such 
quickness of comprehension, such grasp of 
situations, and such humanness of viewpoint 
as make them interesting even at this day. 
It would be a work of real service to Ameri- 
can history and letters if all his corre- 
spondence that has been preserved were edit- 
ed, annotated, and published. But, even 
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-knew ‘many of those Americans who have 





without the fullness of that correspondence, 
Mr. Humphreys’s interesting and well done 
work is not only a worthy memorial to one 
who, as soldier, statesman, poet, manufac- 
turer, and citizen, give notable service to his 
country, but it is also a contribution of much 
value to American biographical literature. 


VICTOR CHAPMAN 


VICTOR CHAPMAN'S LETTERS FROM FRANCE. 
With Memoir by John Jay Chapman. New 
York: The Macmillan Company. 
NOTHER promising American youth who 
has laid down his life in the war has 

here his memorial. So many of these prom- 
ising lads have been struck down, ‘French 
and English and American, and still the 
deadly count goes on. For, as always, it is 
youth that is fighting the battles—youth that 
in times of peace strides -gayly through the 
years, commandeering without a moment's 
thought. whatever it. needs frem the elder 
world. But let that world be threatened and 
it.leaps to the rescue, giving even more gen- 
orously and unthinkingly than it has taken. 
The ting, glad readi with which 
they cast their lives into the-Moloch furnace, 
the lives stretching out so invitingly before 
their youthful feet, has been told already in 
many a memoir, and will be told many a 
time again before the war has ended ita 
hideous course. But in few of these memo- 
rials is it possible to find quite such a sense 
of a life not only fulfilled but crowned by its 
sacrifice, notwithstanding its youthfulness, 
as one gets from this tribute to Victor Chap- 
man. In his very interesting ‘‘ Memoir” of 
his son, filling Some forty pagés, Mr..John 
Jay Chapman says: 

Victor's entry into the yg nate > ige 

tion. was, to him, like 
Knight. It transformed, one ay Re almost 
say transfigured, him. That the universe 
should have supplied this spirit with the 
consummation. which it had sought from 
infancy and should have given, in a few 
weeks, complete happiness*and complete 
fuifillment—the crown of a life to which 
one can image no other perfect ending— 
is one of the mysicries of this divine age, 

Elsewhere Mr. Chapmap speaks of his love 
of scenery and of the inspiration, the release, 
or fusing, of his powers that danger had 
always been to him and says that “If you 
could place him in.a position of danger and 
let him. watch scenéry, he was in heaven,” 
and adds that he does not think “he was 
ever completely happy in his life until the, 
day he got his flying ‘papers.” , 

Victor Chapman was studying architecture © 
in Paris when the war broke out and at once 
joined, the French Foreign Legion. A. year 
later he was transferred to the Aviation 
Corps and went to the front as pilot in ‘the 
American Escadrille. He was killed at Ver- 
dun near the end of June, 1916, in his twenty- 
seventh .year, being the first American avi- 
ator to fall. 

The letters, written to his famil--, which 
fill 150 pages of the book, cover the full 
period of his service from September, 1914, to 
a few days before his death. They are 
graphic letters that show imaginative feeling 
and unusual faculty for literary expression, 
and they are filled -with details of his daily 
life and duties and reflect the keen satisfac~ 
tion he was taking in his experiences. He

and the people here. Then came the mas- 
sacres. And she wrote home, too, about 
those. She has edited these letters now, and 
published them, as she says, ‘in the hepe 
that the plain story of one American 
Wwoman’s experiences will bring home to 
other Afmerican women and to American 
men the reality and the awfulness of these 
massacres and the herdism of the American 
missionaries, who, in many cases, have lain 
down their lives in defense of their Arme- 
nian friends and fellow-Christians.’’ Mrs. 
Gibbons adds: 

Technically speaking, we were not mis- 
sionaries. e wént to Tarsus at the in- 
vitation of Dr. Thomas Davidson Christie, 
the President of the college there, to 
spend a year rendering what service we 
could to the regularly appointed mission- 
aries; gb? I'am at liberty to ex- 
press, as I did above, my admiration ad 
the American missionaries from a pu 
impartial standpoint. 

S> much for the subject of Mrs. Gibbons’s 
book arid the way that it came into being. 
It is a very remarkable book, a fine and 
significant book. It is to be hoped that 
many Americans will read this simple record 
of one” American's experience through the 
massacre. Yet the volume is not only @ 
chronicle of peril. The first letters are de- 
lightful in their pictures of life in Tarsus 
and of the people there. Then, while her 
husband was away on an errand that proved 
-yery perilous, ‘ the trouble’ broke out, and 
‘the danger and the horror of it came to the 
college, too. -It was a few weeks later when 
the acute peril was over, but the country 
still'in upheaval, that Mrs. Gibbons’s first 
baby was born. 

Of those terrible day's of the massacre, she 
writes: 

All day there has been a procession of 
refugees. They seem to have gathered in 
little groups first, ae they came in a few 
hundred at a time in pulsation. In the 
afternoon they came steadily. Mother! 
the sound of the feet of the multitude. 

‘Some poor things were wounded, some 
were looking. for husbands. or. children 
that could not be found. They brought 
nothing with them. Sick women were 
carried on the backs of their husbands. 

Little children struggled to keep up with 

panic-stricken elders. 


Of the moments of her own peril Mrs. Gib-

May 12, by Professor Irving Fisher, 
entitled. *‘ Prohibition Must Come Unless 
War Ends Soon.” 

When a man of the ability ‘naan repu- 
tation in economic circles of Professor 


so widely cireulated as THs Naw York. 
Trmgs, he must -necessarily become a 
tremendous factor in the creation of 
public sentiment, and it is, therefore, 
important that all his statements be 
absolutely accurate and all his: con- 
clusions. absolutely sound. 

It would be a serious mistake, in my 
opinion, should this question of prohibit- 
Ling the manufacture and use of alcoholic 
beverages be brought te the attention 
of the people in a partisan ‘manner. 
There are many angles to this question, 
and they should all be looked into, be- 
cause. the issues involved are gigantic 
in thelr importance and the conse- 
quences of a mistake might be disas- 
trous. 

It would’ be well, before this country 
decides upon attempting td arrest the 
manufacture of alcoholic. beverages, to 
inquire as to whather such a thing is a 
possibility; whether the ilficit manu- 
facture would approximate under pro- 
hibition the legalized manufacture at the 
present time; whether.the authorities 
in our various tes and communities 
would assist in suppressing illegal 
manufacture and sale, and whether 
local juties would convict. 

If the people, in obedience to the fiat 
of law,. would give up the use of bever- 
ages containing alcohol, then the en- 
forcement of prohibition would become 
a@ possibility. But, if each individual in- 
sists Upan using alcohol for one pur- 
pose .or another, would it be poenhls 
to enforce prohibition? 

When the United States Civvaridcsinn 
placed. a tax of $2 a gallon on whisky 
in the ‘'60s, it was found that ‘the 
premium, on illicit manufacture’ was.-so 
great as to demoralize the machinery for 
law enforcement; and during the sev-~- 
enty years.or more that prohibition has 
beén upon the statute books’ of Maine 
@ similar condition has prevailed in that 
Commonwealth. If the. United Stated 
Government:-cannot. collect successfully a 
$2 tax on whisky because there’ would 
be a difference in. price’ of $2 ‘between 
the goods -manufactured lawfully and 
the goods manufactured unlewfully,-hew 
would the’. Goyernment ‘suppress | the 
manufacture of whisky when’ thé ‘illicit 
manufacture’ would’ be sotrsly free 
from lawful competition? 

It would also be-wige to inciiiass as to 
whether England, France, Italy, Ger- 
many, or Russia has really adopted or 
undertaken to enforce the prohibition of 
the manufacture,- sale, and use .of 
alceholic ‘beverages.

Professor Fisher says: ‘‘And now 
again we are confronted by the game 
dilemma and must decide whether, as 
in the civil] war, we shall again accept 
the ‘tempting offer of revenue. ofan 
easily. collectible kind, or whether, like 
our neighbor, Candda, and like Russia, 
we shall, in order t6 achieve military 
success of ourselves and allies, tempo- 
rarily, and perhaps permanently, re- 


)nounce the partnership.” 


In this sentence Professor Fisher con- 
veys the impression that Canada has 
forbidden the manufacture of whisky, 
beer, -&c., and is no longer collecting 
taxes on such manufactures I would 
like to ask whether Canada has done 
anything of the sert and: whether it is 
fair ‘to this discussion for Professor 
Fisher to convey such an idea to the 
readers of your t paper. _ 

Further on Professor Fisher says: ‘‘ So 
far as I know, no leadgrs in any nation 
have as yet contended that the con- 
tinued manufactute and use of alcohol 
offer any net. military advantage, even 
from a fiscal point of view.’’ 

In response to this I would-ask Pro- 
fessor Fisher how he explains the fact 
that the Governments—unquestionably 
in sympathy withithe’ views of.the mili- 
tary leaders—of England, France, Italy, 
and. Germany are supplying alcohol 
regularly to their soldiers. If there is 
no military advantage in the use of 
alcohol why should the Commissary De- 
partments be burgened with such com- 
modities? 

Professor Fisher indeed -admits .th a 
“the question of light. wines is left 
local option in Russia, Light wines the 
permitted in France and Italy, and beer 
in limited amounts in Germany and 
England. France and Italy have pro- 
hibited absinthe. In France stocks of 
the, absinthe weed are’ seized and de- 
stroyed,”’ 

We are not discussing absinthe, and I 
do not know any qne who is defending 
the use of absinthe, but even at that 
the’ Européan Governments, in. pro- 
hibiting its further mapwfacture, pro- 
vided. full compensation for all who 
were damaged financially by this pro- 
hibition. . 

Professor Fisher says that England 
hag reduced the production of beer, and 
<that .Germany has. restricted. the manu- 
facture of alcoholic beverages. but, this 
would not seem to be an indorsement of 
| prohibition but an effort to conserve the

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HOW TO REDUCE MILEAGE 
COST OF RUNNING AUTO 





By H. C. BROKAW,

It is not generally realized that a large 
number of things enter into the econom- 
ical use of gasoline. To'gét the most dut 
of a gallon of gasoline, all moving parts 
must work properly.. This means proper 
lubrication. The brakes sHould not drag; 
each cylinder of the engine should fire 
properly ; the clutch should not slip, and 
the carburetor:should be in proper ad- 
justment. It is not well to adjust the car- 
buretor unless you are sure it is at fault. 
Bxcessivé carbon In the cylinder causés 
‘a decided loss of power, due to back 
préssure on the pistofi, and the partial 


sumes extra gasoline. The importance 
of keeping the muffler free is not usu- 
plly understood. 

Some time ago I was riding in_§ a car 
that could hardly make headway against 
a strong wind blowing. This meant fre- 
quent use of the second-speéd gear; 
which in itself causes’ an undue use of 
| gasoline. I found on experimenting that 
the-muffler cutout pedal could. be tweed 
| in place of the accelerator pedal; that is 
l'when the muffler cutout was open the 
engine had considerable more power and 
immediately seeded up. The fact is 
that we kept that cutout open most of

To insure each cylinder getting its 
proper power without. waste the engine 
should: be driven with the spark lever 
advanced as far as possible ‘ without 


causing back pressure. The spark plug 
gaps should be adjusted properly A. in- 
sure a thorough ignition of the ¢ heres: 
the spark plugs should be kept clean 

prevent the loss of a. charge .of Ah 
through nonignition, likewise he inter- 
rupter points and the distributer should 
be kept clean and properly adjusted. 

To use all the gas that is taken into 
the cylinder there should be no loss of 
compression through leaky -valves or 
weak valve springs, or poor gagkets on 
park ‘plugs or valve caps; 
equally important that pet cocks, cylin- 
der head, Where there is one, and ton 
rings. afe tight, so that gas will not 
waste. . 

It is not safe to leave these things to 
the chauffeur and,tké garage man. The 
owner should learn how himself and see 
that everything about his car is adjusted 
right, and he ought to Know how .to 
keep them in order. If he gets this 
knowledge inside his thinking: machine 
he. will find that his propelling machine 
will work better, and that he ‘will not 
only have more use and pleasure out of 
it, but he will save a very appreciable 
part of the cost of upkeep.

QBEPH H. CHOATE, who died ,last: 


* Monday, occupied a unique place in 
the affections of the , people sof 

» America. It is safe to say that 
he was as famous for wit as he was in 
‘the domain of law; that his celebrity as 


Mr. Choate was fond of indulging in 
“tilts of repartee while trying his cases, 
tm which his: brilliant wit almost always 
i him the victor. In the Cesnola 
case he and Mr. Bangs, another well- 
"known lawyer, were at loggerheads. 
was. impulsive and excitable; 
“Choate was famous for never losing his 
sudve good-temper. Choate staggered 
Bangs by some apt legal quotation. It 
‘was so thoroughly applicable to the 
point under discussion that, for a mo- 
‘ment,. Bangs was at a‘loss’ for soine- 
to say. 
“My learnea -brother and I,”’ he bie: 
“marked at last, “tried a case or two 
before .Judge Wheeler some time ago. 
“He is now using whatever knowledge 
of law he happened to glean from me 
then. before this court. I submit it is 
hardly fair.” 

- ‘Instantly his opporent retorted: 

“Why, I had forgotten that you had

“It is not for me to enter upon the 
subject of any of. England's wars;. but 
I was an eyewitness to ,the emotion, 
the uprising, the overwhelming outflow, 
of feeling in this great city and this 
great people on the dccasion of the re- 
lief. of Kimberley. Why, it might rather 
be called the relief of London, for ‘it 
was as if London had been beleaguered 
for months by invading armies and they 
had suddenly bden dispersed. 

“I thought until that day that an 
English crowd ‘was cold ‘and indifferent 
and incapable of that marvelous tide and 
torrent of émotion and feeling that char 
acterize our great.crowds on similar oc- 
casions at home..

achievements and triumphs. They are

MANY HISTORIC RELICS DUG UP IN 
NORTHERN PART OF NEW YORK CITY 


“VERY Sunday afternoon for about 
eight months of the year a little 
_... group of explorers may be seen, 
*. uBstally in the Dyckman or Inwood ‘seéc- 
tion. of the upper part ‘of Manhattan 
Island, digging into the bowels of the 
eafth for memorials of human occu- 
pancy and activity in the years gone by. 
It has been on their part a labor of love 
combined with a deep interest to con- 
tribute something of value to the ever- 
fascinating history of New York City. 

William L. Calver is the veteran ex- 
plorer of the group. He has been prob- 
ing into the soil of upper Manhattan 
Island for a third of a century, an@ is 
as. kéeh on thé scent of running down 
his antiquarian game as in. his’ earlier 
yedrs when, as a boy, his accidental 
_  dicovery of a few Indian arrow heads 

-on the present site of Columbia Unjver- 
sity. whetted his appetite for more im- 
portant discoveries. 

‘Another veteran is Reginald Pelham 
Bolton. .Associated with them for. sev- 
eral years has been the artist, John 
Ward. Dunscombe, who has been en- 
abled by the recent discoveries of the 
' original Hessian and British régimental 
camp sites to depict on canvas scenes of 
the Revolution as they actually -ap- 
peared during the occupation of that 
part ‘of the city by the British forces in 
| the years crusted the battle of Long 
- Island. . 

As a result of the patient exploration 
of thirty-three years—Mr. Calver began 
his. investigations in 1883—the ‘history

Later another 
was found on Emerson Avenue, now 
207th Street, near Seaman Avenue. In 
.1895 Mr, Calver found an elaborate dog 
burial at 209th Street, near the Hudson 
River, and later he unearthed another 
near 210th Street and* Ninth Avenue. 
Up.to date over a dozen dog burials have 
been found. Many of them gave evi- 
dence of having been. interred with great 
care, suggesting ‘the belief that the ani- 
mals were sacrificed in some ceremonial 
such as the “‘ White Dog Feast,’’ which 
was one of the religious observances of 
most of the American Indian’ tribes. 
Practically all of the dog butials were 
found within a few blocks of the new 
Isham Park, showing that it was a fa- 
vorite-spot for the rites of the Manhat- 
tan Indians, Most of the human remains 
have also been discovered within the 
game area. 

Not until 1907, however, was the first 
discovery, made of an indisputable In- 
Gian human burial. It was found by Mr; 


Calver and Mr. Bolton during the grad- 
ing f the base of the east, side: of In- 
wood Hill for’ the opening of Seaman 
Avenue. At the bottom of a deep shell 
pit a skeleton, lying on its right side and 
facing west, was found. The skull, un- 
fortunately, was broken: In thé follow- | @

Close by was a Revolutionary fire- 
place, which, when dug out, revealed 
several interesting articles, including 
an officer's silver button, ‘pewter’ but- 
tons of .the.

LANGUAGE AS BASIS 
OF FUTURE FRONTIERS 





N most of the plane for redrawing 
the boundaries of nations after the 
present war stress is laid on the 

, advisability of grouping peoples ac- 
cording to ‘race and nationality. But 
there is a third and.better way if wars 
are|to..be avoided in future, Leon Do- 
minian of the American Geographical 
Society points out, and that is to group 
them according to language. Linguistic 
frontiers, he declares, . deserve recog- 
nition as ‘the symbol of~the divide. bé- 
tween distinct sets of economic and so- 
cial conditions, amd, for that reason, } nead 
should be followed as closely as possible 
in creating the new nations of tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Dominian presents his arguments 
in a book entitled ‘‘ Frontiers of Lan- 
guage and Nationality in Europe,’’ to be 
published next Friday by Henry Holt & 
Co., with an introduction by Madison 
Grant, Councilor of the American Geo- 
graphical Society, himsélf'a writer of 
note on the subject of the races that 
compose mankind. 

‘“* The growth of modern eendain na- 
tions and the spread of thelr languages 
have been parallel developments,’’ says 
Mr, Dominian. --*‘ This- parallelism is 
founded on the material ties no iess than 


to the earth. To furnish evidence of 
this relationship lies within the province 
of geography. Historical testimony is 
also at hand to show that political and 
linguistic frontiers have tended to co- 
inctde during the last two centuries, ex- 
cept' where artificial measures have been 
| brought into play. Broadly, it may be 
[submitted that the advance of civiliza- 
tion in most countries has been ‘marked 
by the progress of nationality, while na- 
tionality, iwelf has been consolidated by 
identity of’ speech. * * * Considered 
as political boundaries, linguistic lines 
ot cleavage have twofold importance. 
They are sanctioned by national aspira- 
tions and they conform to a notable Ge- 
gree with physical fedtures.”’ 


Having thus stated his thesis, Mr. 
Dominian turns to. combating the two 
most formidable antagonists of the lin- 
guistic théory—thé beliefs ' that race and 
nationality should be the: basis on 
which the . boundaries’ of tomorrow 
should be worked out.” 
fact that in’ prehistoric ages the’ men 
of the northérn ‘climes of Europé again 
and again invaded the lands bordering 
the Mediterranean, thus . mingling the 
Nordic and Méditerraneanraces; and 
that, within historic times, Celts have 
been driven westward by Teutons and 
Teutons “have, in turn, .driven Slavs 
eastward. The result of such racial 
confusion, says Mr. Dominian, is that 


can lay claim to racial purity. 

Nationality also nas -its limitations as 
a basis for frontier-making, according 
to Mr. Dominian; only in conjunction 
with language can it be a_ reliable 
guide. 

Failure to bear in ‘haa this cohesive 
quality in language has been the cause 
of untold woe in the past, according to 
him, and among the, worst . offenders 
were the: framers of the Treaty of 
Vienna after the Napoleonic wars, who 

rbitrarily disregarded languages and 
raced ~boundafies. based primarily on 
what was supposed by the autocrats of 
the day to be-politically advantageous 
to them. 

«Mr. Dominian by no means considers. 
his task completed when he has. pointed 
out the flaws which are inseparable, to 
his mind, from the game’ of boundary 
making: based on'racial, nationalistic; or 
political considerations. He believes; as 
did Mark; Twain, after he had solemn- 
‘ly denounced German etcentricities of- 
speech in’ The Awful German Lan-
